Town Clerk Allely presented the 
contract to Council and read its 
contents, The contract called for 
work to be started his week by the 
town on removal operations and 
for the new piping to be delivered 
in Lindsay next week. The com- 
pany asked that it be signed as 
once so that delay might be avoided. 

One councillor questioned the 
propriety of signing the contract 
pefore the Council had received 
the approval of the Ontario Mun!- 
cipal Board to issue debentures co- 
vering the project. Ald. Cote sald 
“This is something we've got to 
do whether we get the approval of 
the Municipal Board or not. We'll 
have to get the money somewhere.” 
Ald, Ferguson and Puffer sponsor- 
ed the motion which called for 
the contract to be signed ...It was 
on approval of Council but not 
before Reeve Kingsborough sug- 
gested that the sales tax on the 
exchange deal might be avoided 
nee {t was an exchange of pip- 
ing not a new sale, The reeve was 
also critical of the $1500 charge 
for installing the new pipe. He 
thought this should have been borne 
by the company. “We've got to watch 
our Ps and Qs,” sald Mr. Kings- 
borough. 

It was decided that some money 
could be saved on the transaction 
by trading the chloride-containing 
sand now in the arena for new sand 
from the town. The chloride-treated 
sand, caused by brine leagage, could 
be used on the streets, it was con- 
tended, The Works Chairman, Ald. 
Butler, agreed to this deal. A $1,000 
worth of sand js used to bed down 
the 7 1-2 miles of piping in the 
arena.

Mayor Lamb commented that the 
condition of the river was worse 
than other years and there must 
be a half inch of scum on the sur- 
face. “You can't even sep the water,” 
he said. 

The council passed a motion in- 
structing the town clerk to write to 
the superintending engineer of the 
Trent Valley Canal System, De- 
partment of ‘Transport, Peterboro, 


asking him if something cannot be 
done to clean out the river. 

It was suggested that a stop at 
the dam could be lifted to allow the 
water and scum to mOVe down- 
stream. 

After reading the story in the 
Post on Saturday concerning the 
green scum on the river and re- 
questing information on its cause, 
Mr. W. W. Finney, who lives near 
the river on William Street north, 
decided to investigate. He found 
that the green mat is made up of 
millions of little pieces of underwa- 
ter vegetation much like a three 
leaf clover, It appears to have bro- 
ken off the seaweed and floated to 
the surface, he said.

Should Lindsay have a separate 
Chief of Police and Fire Chief? 
That question was brought up in 
council meeting last night by Ald. 
Frank Speer and led to the most 
heated discussion of the evening. 

It was finally agreed that the 
people of Lindsay should decide 
the question and the town clerk, 
Wm. R. Allely, was instructed to 
draft a by-law to be submitted at 
the next municipal election. At 
that time Lindsay voters will be 
asked to vote for or against the 
dual position. 

In bringing up the matter, Ald- 
erman Speer said that he under- 
stood Mr. Webster's year as Police 
and Fire Chief was up on Aug. 
15. “I think,” he’said, “it is wrong 
for one man to hold two positions”. 

Alderman Vincent Cote stood up 
to ask, “Has he done a good job? 
If not, why not?” 

His questions went unanswered 
for the time being, but Alderman 
Harry Puffer said he thought it 
would be a mistake to make a 
change in the middle of the year. 

Reeve James Kingsborough ad- 
ded that it was up to council to 
decide on the matter, but that Mr. 
Webster had proven an excellent 
man in his opinion. ; 

Mayor Charles Lamb agreed that 
“He has done a first class job and 
I haye no fault to find with Mr. 
Webster as Police Chief or Fire 
Chief”. He added, however, that 
“the two positions are definitely 
Separate full-time jobs.” Mayor 
Lamb pointed out that at the re- 
cent Municipal Convention in Sud- 
bury he couldn’t find one munici- 
pality of over 400 people that had 
the offices of Police and Fire Chief 
combined. 

The Mayor expressed the opinion 
that Lindsay could have both a 
Police Chief and Fire Chief with- 
out any increase in cost. Alderman 
Chas. Ferguson did not agree with 
this and said! that it “would cost 
more to have two men”, 

Alderman Speer maintained that 
Chief Webster was “costing the 
town too much money”. He pro- 
duced figures purporting to show 
that the cost of operating the Fire 
Department went up from $10,409 
in the period Sept. 1, 1948, to Aug. 
31, 1949, to $21,839 between Sept. 1, 
1949 and Aug. 31, 1950. 

Reeve Kingsborough objected to 
these figures on the grounds that 
they included capital expenditures 
as well as operating expenses. 

Speaking as Police Commission- 
er, Councillor Bert Wainman said 
to Councillor Speer, “I want to 
know whether this matter is being 
brought up for personal reasons or 
in the interests of the town.” 

Alderman Speer replied that he 
was acting only fin the interests of 
the people of Lindsay. 

Alderman Wainman replied to 
this by saying that “the Police and 
Fire Departments are more effi- 
cient at present than at any time 
in the past.” 

It was moyed by Alderman Puf- 
fer that the public vote at the next 
election on whether or not the 
dual position should be maintain- 
ed.

“HARD-WORK ADDICTS’ 
(“Uncle Dudley,” in the Boston Globe)) 

Excessive addiction to one’s work, however en- 
joyable it may be, can become a bad habit which needs 
to be broken, quits as much as any other bad habit. 
Even if the habit has been enforced by necessity, it 
may become a necessity to break it. The paradox of 
our accelerated society is that so many people are 
forced to get ill in order to get rested. That is the last 
ditch justification for idleness and of course, the 
worst; though better than none. 

My father always used to say that typhoid, which 
he got when 60, saved his life -- for it gave him six 
months’ rest. 

In times and places where men and women are 
obliged to turn their hands and minds to a hundred 
different kinds of tasks a day, as on our pioneer farms, 
keeping a sane balance was an easier matter; but even 
one of the most eminent surgeons of our times, being 
asked how he managed to write works of belles lettres, 
said whimsically: “Oh, I just go from one thing to 
another, I guess.” This was not as simple as it sound- 
ed, but he knew what he was saying; that he rested 
one set of mental muscles, as it were, by using another 
~—going from surgery to authorship. 

An epoch when strains are pecular and perhaps 
unprecedented forces people to ingenious and often 
highly successful devices for keeping sane. A certain 
executive, one of the most skilful and highly accom- 
plished of his profession, whose hardest work comes 
in midsummer, happens to be where he can slip away 
into deep woods now and then for a few minutes.

How Can I?

Q. How can I thicken fruit or 
berry ples, other than by the use of 
cornstarch or flour? 

A. Try using a scant tablespoonful 
of quick-cooking tapioca. This not 
only adds flavor to the pie, but ab- 
sorbs the excess juice. 

Q. How can I remove fly paper 
from fabrics? 

A. By saturating with turpentine, 
alcohol, or kerosene. 

Q. How can I be sure that fish is 
fresh? 

A. When buying fish, see that the 
eyes are clear and that the gills are 
red. Stale fish will usually have 
spots on it. 

Q. How can I remove yarnish 
stains from fabric? 

A. Saturate with turpentine, rub- 
bing between the hands, and then 
sponge with alcohol. 

Q. How can I whiten linen or 
white goods which has turned yel- 
low? 

A. Try adding a few drops of tur- 
pentine to the rinse water; then lay 
the article on the grass {n a hot sun. 
The result will be gratifying. 

Q. How can I make green vege- 
tables more tender? 

A, A small pinch of bicarbonate 
of soda added to green vegetables 
when cooking will make them more 
tender. Avoid using too much or 
it will destroy the flavor.

Several hundred youngsters in 
Lindsay and district trooped off to 
school Tuesday after two months of 
summer holicays and their mothers 
heaved a sigh of relief. 

But for the teachers and Board of 
Education officials the troubles 
were just starting, When registra- 
tion of pupils started this morning 
the children were reported “pour- 
ing in in large numbers’, With 
construction work not yet completed 
on three of the public schools in 
town, all of the schools are expected 
to be crowded this year. 

Most serious situation is at the 
North Ward school where 65 six- 
year olds registered this morning, 
Because of the large enrollment it 
will be necessary to stagger the 
grades, according to Mr. J. R. Wil- 
ford, secretary of the school board. 

While -egistration has not yet 
been completed, it is expected that 
both South Ward emd Central 
schools will have more pupils than 
last year, There were 41 pupils re- 
gistered at South Ward school to- 
day and 35 at Central, Both school 
are expected to have about 10 pu- 
pils more than at the end of June, 
Grade 1 is sald to be the most 
crowded, 

There was a big registration at 
the collegiate although complete 
figures are not yet available. The 
auditorium was reported to be com- 
pletely filled with students as re- 
gistration got underway. 

Stores in town that handle school 
supplies report a landslide business 
in such essentials as books, pencils, 
and pens, 

Several new teachers are starting 
their first term in Lindsay schools.

Haying heard seevral complaints 
from local residents that copies of 
various Toronto published magazin- 
es had still failed to arrive, although 
the strike was over last Wednesday 
evening, a Post reporter consulted 
a postal official from that city on 
the matter, ‘ 

The Post Office in Toronto, he 
said, still had a large backlog of 
second and third class mail as a 
result of the railway strike, and he 
said he understood that more than 
150 tons still waited to be sorted, 

In Lindsay, according to Mr. A. 
R. Warner, Postmaster, they have 
been extremely busy at the post 
office, ever since the end of the 
strike, but they had managed to 
clear all the mail as it came in, Mr, 
Warner explained that the heavy 
mail since last Thursday was chief. 
ly due to the fact that during the 
strike only first class mail was ac- 
cepted, and as soon as the strike 
Was over, all the second and third 
class mail which had been held 
back, was despatched. This included 
advertising matter and circulars, 
as well as large number of news- 
papers for delivery in this area, and 
copies of the Lindsay papers for 
delivery in other places. 

The backlog in Toronto, Mr, War- 
ned explained, would be chiefly 
second class mail, including large 
numbers of American magazines. 
With the heavy mails over the past 
few days, it probably had been im- 
possible for the sorting staffs in 
Toronto and other centres to have 
done more than nibble at the edge 
of this backlog. However, he 
thought they would haye an oppor- 
tunity to move some of it over the 
holiday, and he expects quite a con- 
signment of this second class mail 
today ,and over the next few days 
as the current mailings get back to 
normal, 


After a newspaper blackout which. 
lasted throughout the strike, the 
Post {s now receiving bundles of 
back issues af out-of-town newspa- 
pers daily, The most recent batch 
would seem to indicate that the 
backlog Is being whittled down rap- 
idly.

Basic is the 
fact that following the high-producing war years, many 
farmers let down on production due to uncertainty 
about future markets and the feeling general at the 
time, that the wartime demand for food would not con- 
tinue. Then the U.S. market was opened to our beef 


and the market there appears insatiable, with prices ; 


continually climbing. The net result is that Canadians 
are practically compelled to pay U.S. prices for home- 
produced beef. This demand for beef, even for the 
poorest quality, has resulted in several side-issues that 
may have far-reaching results. ‘The excessive sale of 
dairy cattle, especially young heifers and calves, points 
toa shortage of such stock in a year or two and a 
possibility of a milk shortage within a few years. It is 
easier to sell a producing dairy cow than to breed and 
raise it to milking age, Practically any animal that 
can be turned into hamburger, bologna or even dog- 
food commands a good price on district farms today, 
and the drovers are out in swarms after them.

How Can I? 


Q. How can I keep butter sweet 
for a long time, even in hot weather? 

A. Store in strong salt brine. The 
brine should be prepared in a stone 
jar. It should be strong enough to 
float a potato. Place the butter in 
this brine, cover the jar, and keep 
in a cool place. 

Q. How can I remove mildew from 
white clothes? 

A. Rub the clothes with the juice 
of a raw tomato, sprinkle with salt, 


and Jay in the sun to dry. Repeat ! 


Q. How can I remove tar stains 
from linen? 

A. Rub well with oil of turpentine’ 
then wash in soap and hot water. 
or lard, let it stamd for a while, and 

Q. How can I rid a clothes closet 
of moths? 

A. Saturate a cloth with formal- 
dehyde and hang it in the closet. 
Close the door tightly and leave 
for twelve hours. The fumes will 
Kill the moths and their eggs and 
will leave no odor. 

Q. How can I keep sandwiches 
fresh for several hours, if neces- 
sary? 

A. Place them in an earthen re- 
ceptacle, cover, and then place this 
receptacle In a vessel of cold water. 

Q. How can I eliminate any dan- 
ger of a porch pillow being ruined 
by rain? 

A. Try using ollcloth or plastic 
for an inside cover of the porch 
pillow and wash material as an out- 
side cover, 

Q. How can I remedy perspiring 
feet? 

A. One of the best remedies is 
to powder the stockings with one 
part of chlorinated lime, one part 
prepared chalk, and one part of 


powdered starch, Also bathe the 
feet daily in cold water, 

Q. How can I bake shortcake so 
that it will open easily after bak- 
ing? 

A. When making shortcake, place 
half the dough in a pan, spread 
melted butter over it, then place on 
the remaining dough. 

Q, How can I treat sunburn if 
I have uo lotions or salye? 

A. Spread butter lavishly ‘over 
the burned parts and it will prove 
an effective first aid. 

Q. How can I add flavor to meats? 

A, Try brushing some French 
dressing over the meats and veg- 
etables when they are broiled, and 
this will add extra flavor and help 
with the browning. 

Q. How can I remove the film 
which adheres to the inside of a 
basin or saucepan in which paraffin 
has been melted? 

A. Fill the utensil with boiling 
water, When the water has cooled 
the paraffin will be found floating 
on the surface. 

Q. How can I relieve the pain- 
ful sting of mosquito bites? 

A, Bathe the parts with spirits of 
camphor or witch hazel. 

Q. How can I remove an odor 
from a sauce pan? 

A. Pour a little vinegar into the 
pan and allow it to come to a boll, 
then rinse with boiling water. 

Q. How can I clean plaster busts 
or ornaments? 

A. Try dipping them in thick li- 
quid starch. Brush off the starch 
when dry and the dirt then 
will come off with it. The plaster 
will be as spotless and clean as when 


new.

Lace Curtain 


A torn lace curtain can be mend- 
ed by ironing a piece of starched 
net over the hole. This is a better 
method than stitching or darning it. 

Never Wring Silk 

Never wring silk, but allow it 
to hang loosely to dry, letting the 
water drip, Silks should always be 
dried n the shade, 

Q. How can I clean a straw hat? 

A. For each hat, take the juice 
of two lemons, add enough pow- 
dered sulphur to make a thin paste 
apply on the hat, and then dry in 
the sun. When thoroughly dry, rub 
off the surplus sulphur. 

Bookends 

When you have a pair of book- 
ends that are inclined to skid or 
slide, glue a wide rubber band or 
a piece of inner tube from an auto 
tire on the bottom of each end, and 
the trouble will be eliminated. 

Sick Room Linens 

Be sure to keep the linens from 
the sick room separate from the 
other household linens. They should 
be boiled before laundering, and 
hung in the sun to dry, It is an 
excellent {dea during cold weather 
to permit them to freeze on the line. 

Dust in Sewing Machine 

A good method for ridding the 
sewing machine, and other machin- 
ery, of lint and dust {s the use of a 
bicycle or automobile pump, 

Boiled Potatoes 

Sogginess in potatoes that have 
been steamed or boiled with the 
skins on can be prevented by re- 
moving the skin immediately. 
Drain the potatoes as soon as they 
are done, and dry them by shaking 
the utens!] over the flames. 

Oily Skin 

For an oily skin, use a solution 
of eighteen grains of bicarbonate 
of soda, elght ounces of distilled 
water, and any desired quantity of 
essence of roses.

Mildewed Linens 

Soak mildewed linens in kerosene 
for two days, and then wash well. 
Rinse thoroughly. 

Feather Pillow 

When refilling a feather pillow, 
try crushing a small block of cam- 
phor and mixing it with the fea- 
thers. This will help preserve the 
feathers, and keep the pillow from 
acquiring any musty odor. 

Packing Clothes 

When packing clothes preparatory 
to a trip, place tissue paper in folds 
and in the sleeves. This will prevent 
their creasing, and you will be sur- 
prised at the fresh appearance of 
the garments when they are un- 
packed and placed on hangers.

A Cornell University Home Eco- 
nomics professor --Dr, Esther Crew 
Bratton --says reaching for a dish 
on a shelf six feet high requires 
four times as much oxygen as reach- 
{ng for a dish on a shelf only 46 
inches from the floor. 

Shelves that are too low waste en- 
ergy too, Dr, Bratton says you use 
19 times as much oxygen bending 
over to reach to three inches above 
the floor as reaching to the perfect 
shelf height --46 inches. 

These studies on kitchen appliance 
heights are being made with an 
eye getting manufacturers to work 
out fewer long reaches, and more 
convenient shelves, 


Nylon Care 

Nylon experts say it will do little 
good to try to buy up enough stock- 
ings to last you through a new war. 
Hoarding only causes shortages and 
nylon deteriorates in disuse. 

But it does take kindly to pam- 
perings ...and here are tips how to 
make the stockings you now own 
last much longer. 

Wash them in soap flakes or a 
liquid soap after each wearing ....and 
remove all jewelry {rom your 
hands to keep from snagging the wet 
hose. Don’t ring out nylons ..squeeze 
them dry in a towel to absorb the 
moisture, Then hang them up away 
from any direct heat. For extra 
protection wear gloves while put- 
ting on your sheer stockings, And 
the skin on your legs will be much 
smoother if you use  dipilatories 
instead of a razor to remove excess 
hair. 

The experts say one of the main 
reasons for those dreaded runs is 
strain. Your hose may not be large 
enough either in the leg or in 
the foot. They may be too short, 
putting an exra pull on the top of 
the stocking. Find out your proper 
size and length then buy your sup- 
ply accordingly. Just wearing the 
Same pair of hose day after day 
is no good either. They will last 
longer if you change often.

Acetylioylic Acid -A Valuable Drug 

One of the valuable and commonly 
used drugs is acetylsalicylic acid 
(trade name aspirin) which is, and 
for many years has been, the spe- 
cific or special treatment’ for the 
pains of rheumatism, It is used 
alone or with baking soda in the 
treatment of various types of pain. 

Unfortunately there is a certain 


percentage of people who are al- | 


lergic to this drug or in whom it 
upsets the stomach, Accordingly, 
drug manufacturers combine acet- 
ylsallcylio acid with other drugs be- 
Cause it is still the most effective 
drug in rheumatic pain. 

Some months ago I wrote about 
the use of very large doses of as- 
pirin, over 150 grains a day, which 
caused no reaction when combined 
with suceinie acid. This {s especially 
valuable in treatment of rheuma- 
tism, 


Many rheumatic patients find 
that a few grains of baking soda 
‘taken with acetylsalicylic acid pre- 
yents any pain or upsetment in the 
stomach, 

In the New England Medical Jour- 
nal, Boston, Drs. R. H. Talkoy, M 
W. Ropes and W. Bauer point out 
that enteric-coated aspirin (covered 
with a special coating to allow the 
drug to go through stomach into 


small intestine, So cause no stomach 
disturbance) has a painkilling ef- 
fect equal to that of the acetylsali- 
cylic acid and the onset of this 
painkilling action is only slightly 
delayed because of this’ coating. 
These physicians point out that in 
the treatment of patients who are 
unable to tolerate regular acetyl- 
salicylic acid because of stomach 
symptoms caused directly by drug, 
this method is of value. 

The use of this specially coated 
preparation of aspirin is, they write,

So you think it would be fun to 
go on «# location trip with a movie 
company, 

You are sure you would’ like to 
travel to some scenic part of the 
country, live at studio expense, and 
be near the Hollywood celebrities.

And few of the 
actors or crew members who make 
such trips ever say they enjoy them.

The boys were completely forgot- 
ten by the press... during the nine 


day strike, But they point out 
they're the true regulars of the 
railroads, 


And you can take it from Burton 
and the boys .... a strike hits a 
hobo pretty hard, It’s not that he 
just can’t ride the rails. There are 
other aspects to such a calamity. 

Take the matter of baths. For 
those nine days Burton and the 
boys didn’t have a chance to look 
respectable, They were stranded in 
Toronto . .. .and the Union Sta- 
tion . . . Canada’s biggest railway 
depot was locked tight . . . along

One of Burton's companions of 
the road , ,.

Organic, Heart 


Functional, Not 
Disease 

It is only common sense on the 
part of any individual who finds 
himself getting out of breath eas- 
ily and with frequent pain under 
the breastbone (which may extend 
over to left shoulder) to consult his 
physician about his heart, If his 
physician, or a heart specialist, tells 
him no real or organic heart disease 
is present, he should stop worrying 
even if chest pain and shortness 
of breath continue. 
of 


When there are symptoms 


heart disease and no heart disease 
is present, the condition called 
functional heart disease. It is caus- 
ed by the emotions of some dis- 
turbance elsewhere in the body. 
What should be of real help to 
everybody is a little booklet “The 
Human Heart,” published by Public 
Health Service National Institute 
of Health, Bethesda 14, Maryland. 
This booklet describes functional 
heart disease in simple language. 

“The affliction is charaterized by 
breathlessness, giddiness, sense of 
fatigue, pain in the chest and pal- 
pitation of the heart. In fact, sym- 
ptoms may be exactly like those of 
almost every organic heart disease. 
The patient is aware of these symp- 
toms but the heart physician can 
find no change in the heart.” Sta- 
tistics on these functional heart 
cases show that despite all these 
heart symptoms they live as long -- 
if not longer --than healthy per- 
sons with no heart complaints. And 
because it is known that function- 
al (mot organic) symptoms are so 
much the same as those of organic 
or true heart disease, heart speci- 
alists are afraid some individuls with 
true heart disease pay little or no 
attention to these symptoms until 
the organic disease has advanced 
too far for safety. 

While it is reassuring to learn 
that conditions such as acidosis and 
a blocked nose can cause breathless- 
ness, 
can cause breathlessness and rapid 
or irregular and palpitating heart 
peats, nevertheless, by just one visit 
to the family physiclan who for 
safety’s sake may refer you to a 
heart specialist, the truth may be 
learned. The small investment of 
time and money spent in consulting 
your physician pays a large

normal suspicions causing ,him to 
be unable to hold a position, 

The alcoholic may be ual as sick 
mentally as a patient receiving 
menta] treatment in hospital or at 
home. Therefore, the advice to 
friends and relatives of the alco- 
holic should be: “Recognize that you 
are dealing with someone who is 
off-balance in his attitude toward 
alcohol. Try tp understand that he 
does not deliberately want, to destroy 
his marriage, his job or his friend- 
ships, but because he is sick in the 
emotional part of his mind, he is 
unable to cope with his alcoholic 
problem without help.” 

Because the cause or beginning of 
being unable to prevent alcoholism 
in may cases dates back to over- 
protective or overstrict parents, the 
alcoholic is shown by his family 
doctor or a psychiatrist that this 
misguided training by his parents 
(protecting him from responsibility 
at school, from injuries in the school 
yard, and other problems or battles 
he should have settled himself) 
made him seek the easiet way out 
and this is why he turned to alcohol. 

In other words, then, the alcoholic 
despite his intelligence and edu- 
cation is immature, not developed 
along the line of responsibilty all 
men and women should receiye 
during childhood. He therefore 
needs help and encouragement by 
family, physician, and organizations 
such as Alcoholics Anonymous. 


ALCOHOLICS ANONYMOUS 

Now that alcoholism is recogniz- 
ed as a disease and this disease 
can be cured, it is interesting and 
gratifying to see how governments 
are recognizing that alcoholics are 
worth saving, not only for their 
own sakes but for the sake of the 
community. 

In previous articles I have writ- 
ten about the various methods of 
treatment (putting drugs in coffee 
and tea or even an alcoholic drink, 


digitalis, atropine, Antabuse) which 
help the alcoholic fight his disease,

Another method is the use of 
Benzedrine Sulfate (amphetamine) 
in which a 5 mg, tablet is taken 
after breakfast and 5 mg. after 
lunch, with a quieting drug, pheno- 
barital, al bedtime. The Benze- 
drine Sulfate gives the alcoholic 
the strength or “pep” to do both 
mental and physical work, and 
takes away his desire for alcohol. 
The quieting drug, phenobarbital, 
gives him a good night’s rest after 
the overactivity caused by Benze- 
drine Sulfate. Antabuse used after 
alcohol has been taken causes such 


nausea and vomiting that the al- 
coholic would sooner do without 
alcohol than suffer the sickness 


caused by Antabuse. 

Recently it has been found that 
ACTH, the wonder drug in treat- 
ment of rhuematism and arthritis, 
is giving excellent results in curing 
alcoholism, but it will likely be 
years before it is generally avail- 
able for this purpose. 

What at present is considered 
the most successful and lasting 
method of treatment is that of the 
program of Alcoholics Anonymous, 
which method is getting such 
cognition that governments 
awarding grants of money to 
hospitals under supervision of 
coholics Anonymous. 

The program is simple. The 
coholic recognizes that he has a 
disease, perhaps due to failure of 
certain glands (pituitary and ad- 
renal) to manufacture enough ex- 
tract for his particular needs, It, 
is in this recognizing that he needs 
help, this “coming to himself,” 
that makes him willing to join 
with other alcoholics as he would 
with other diabetics, for example. 
The joining word or “password” is, 
“Are you willing to ask for help 
from God as the Divine Power, to 
give you strength to do without, 
alcohol for just one day--twenty- 
four hours?”

New Plan For Testing Progress 

of Beef Bulls 

A new plan for testing the pro- 
geny of beef bulls will give Ontar- 
fo beef breeders the opportunity of 
finding out if their herd sires are 
producing valuable animals, 

According to Ontario's Minister 
of Agriculture, T. L. Kennedy, the 
new plan is the first of its kind in 
Canada. 

Kennedy says the test will be 
based on the three most important. 
factors in producing quality beef 
on an economical basis ... .the 
rate of gain on feed, the economy 
of gain on feed and the carcass 
quality of the progeny of a herd- 
sire when slaughtered, 

For the actual test, four steer 
calves will go to a test station on 
one of the farms at the Ontario 
Agricultural College at Guelph. 

The calves chosen for the test 
will be sired by the bull to be tested. 
But each calf in the group will 
be out of a different dam. 

They must be nominated before 
they are two months of age . . 
must be weaned when six months ef 


age .... and delivered to the test 
station within two weeks after 
weaning, 


There they will be fed individu- 
ally ... but on the same ration... 
one approved by a committee nom- 
inated by the directors of the On- 
traio Beef Cattle Association, 

Each calf will be placed on a pre- 
ilminary ration for a period of 28 
days. Then they will all be placed 
on the standard ration for a per- 
fod of 196 days... , .and then mark- 
eted. \ 

The marketing of the four calves 
will take place at the same plant 
. where the carcasses will be grad- 
ed and scored. The animals will 
remain the property of the breed- 
er until marketed. So he will recelve 
the gross returns from the sale of 
each calf .,.. Less the cost of feed 
consumed by the animals during 
the test. 

When all calves have been mark- 
eted ...a complete report on their 
performance during the test period 
will be forwarded to the breeder. 

This will include the number of 
days on feed, the gain in weight per 
day, the amount and cost of the 
feed consumed and the cost of feed 
per pound of gain. The grade and 
Score of the carcasses will also be 
covered, So in this way, the breeder 
will be able to see whether he Is 
getting animals who give him good 
beef, economically, 


Late Blight Service In Canada 
Ottawa -For some years Canadians 
have been sharing secrets with the 
weatherman and now they are be- 
ing tipped off by plant scientists 
concerning the movement of late 
blight, the dreaded fungus disease 
that caused a famine in Ireland by 
blitaing the potato fields in 1846, 

Just as storm warnings are Is- 
ued by the weather office and are 
eagerly picked up by ships at sea, so 
farmers on the land are served by 
the Late Blight Warning Service 
conducted in Canada by officials of 
the federal and provincial Depart- 
ments of Agriculture, 

Started in 1047 as a result of the 
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FARM FRONT 


seyere epidemic of late blight the 
previous year in both the United 
States. and Canada, the warning 
service at present operates in Can- 
ada from the Maritimes to Manito- 
ba, Organized in the first instance 
by the plant disease survey section 
of the Department, of Agriculture's 
Division of Botony and Plant Path- 
ology, Science Service, Ottawa, the 
service is now on a strictly co-op- 
erative basis between federal and 
provincial officials. 

Each province participating in 
the late blight warning service has a 
key pathologist or co-ordinator (in 
some instances they are employees 
of the provincial departments of 
agriculture) who centralizes al) in- 
formation, and issues warnings and 
recommended control measures to 
farmers in the infected area by 
means of radio and press releases, 
Reports are also Sent once a week 
to the U.S.D.A. Plant Disease Survey 
Warning Service at Washington. 


Here reports are sent out twice 
weekly as required to authorized 
personnel in both Canada and the 
United States. In this way the of- 
ficials concerned are enabled to 
plot the movement of a disease like 
late blight over a wide area and 
can then take the necessary pre- 
cautionary measures to contro] it. 
Scientists realize that it is im- 
portant that all concerned be alert- 
ed as goon as this disease is dis- 
covered in any area, They have 
found that if the late blight spores: 
are given suitable climatic condit- 
ions, the disease can spread rapidly 
from field to field in spite of in- 
ternational borders, or provincial 
and county boundaries, unless a 
spray or dust program is followed, 

In Canada the warning service is 
primarily concerned with potato and 
tomato late blight, though tobacco 
growers in southern Ontario may 
receive warnings concerning the 
prevalence of blue mold from of- 
ficlals in the area concerned, In 
the United States, however, grow- 
ers are also issuing warnings on 
cucurbit downy mildew, tomato gray 
leaf spot, or other serious diseases 
as they appear,

Railroaders who were forced to 
layoff work as a result of the just- 
ended strike by non-operating em- 
ployees may still apply for unem- 
ployment insurance benefits. This 
was disclosed today by Employment 
Officer H, ©, Brown. The benefit 
period was made retroactlye to 
August 22, ey 

Mr. Brown says the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Commission has 
hdvised its local offices that there 
are 17 unions involved in the ne- 
gotiations, members of which were 
on strike, Members of these unions 
and non-union members of same 
occupations in the same companies 
as these union members will, as a 
general rule, be disqualified from 
receipt of benefit under section 39 
of the Unemployment. Insurance Act. 
Consequently unless there are spe- 
cial circumstances in any particu- 


lar case no good puxpose can be ser- 
ved in applying for benefit. How- 
ever, if any member who struck 
wishes to apply, his application will 
be taken in abbreviated form and 
will receive consideration, 

“The principal unions not invol- 
ved in the negotiations whose mem- 
bers were not on strike,” the Com- 
mission states, “are The Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, The 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
The Order of Railway Conductors 
of America, and the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive ‘Firemen and En- 
ginemen, Members of these unions, 
and non-union members working 
under the collective bargaining 
agreements held by these unions will 
fS a general rule, be entitled to 
benefit and should now apply at 
offices of the Commission for bene- 
fit if they so desire.”

Police Prove Case Against 


PASSED BOTTLE 


OUT WINDOW, 


COURT TOLD, GOES TO JAIL

Friday in police Court, a 
Bobcaygeon resident was sentenced 
to two months in County Jail on a 
charge of keeping lquor for sale. 

Eyidence was heard from another 
Bobcaygeon resident who had been 
convicted last Wednesday of having 
liquor in his possession other than 
that obtained through the L.C_E.0 
This witness stated that on the 
early morning of August 24th, he 
and two iriends had visited the ac- 
cused's residence and had given him 
an empty bottle through a window. 
He went on to say that shortly he 
hhad received the bottle back full of 
liquor and he had then proceeded 
towards a carnival in Bobcaygeon. 
About 50 yards from the point the 
car had left, it was stopped by Con- 
stable Caverly, of Bobcaygeon, and 
Provincial Constable Lyle, of Fen- 
elon Falls. The bottle was taken 
from him and he was subsequently 
charged and later convicted. He told 
the court that he had paid $3 for 
the liquor. 

Chief Constable Caverly, of Bob- 
caygeon, was called to the stand and 
revealed that he and P. C. Lyle had} 
been observing the house of the} 
accused from about midnight until | 
12.30 on the night of the arrests 
and had seen a vehicle approaching 
the house. The police car was moy- 
ed further back in the lumber yard 
where it had been parked and when} 
the car had made its stop and pro- 
ceeded on westward, the policemen | 
had intercepted it and found the} 
unsealed bottle of liquor, This liquor 
was later analyzed by the authorit- 
jes and was found to contain 39.9 
per cent absolute alcohol. The 
accused's house was then approached 
and a search revealed eight sealed 
bottles of rye whiskey and one 
bottle partially emptied. 

Provincial Constable Lyle was 
called to the stand and substantiat- 
ed Caverly’s story and added that 
when the witness’ car had been park 
ed the witness was seen to enter 
the premises of the accused and a 

window appearea to have been 
Taised. Lyle also stated that the ac- 
cused had delivered the liquor to 
the searching officers immediately. 

Col, R. I. Moore, defense attorney, 
told the court that, in his opinion, 
there was no evidence that the ac- 
cused had sold the liquor to the 
witness and in fact no evidence had 
been heard that proved the accused 
had been keeping for sale, 

Magistrate Gee felt that it was 
fairly certain that ‘some illegal 
dealings had been carried on since 
the accused had been convicted of 
a similar charge on a previous oc- 
casion. 

Col, Moore stated that the accus- 
ed was planning on taking employ- 
ment in Lindsay and would make 
a different life if he could be fin- 
ed instead of being sent to jail, 

The magistrate mentioned that a 
stiffer penalty than two months 
could be imposed but since the ac- 
cused was not a big-time hbootleg- 
ger, he should receive the minimum, 
two months in County Jail. His 
premises were also declared a pub- 
lic place for one year.

The Town of Lindsay is today 
advertising a meeting between it 
and the Ontario Municipal Board. 
The meeting will take the form of 
a hearing at which time the Town 
will ask permission from the Board 
to issue debentures amounting to 
$6000 covering the cost of replacing 
Arena piping. This figure, it is re- 
liably reported, is on the outside. 
The actual anticipated cost is in 
the neighborhood of $5,000 which 
ds to include installation of the new 
piping. An estimate of the actual 
cost of replacing the piping places 
it at about 75 per cent of the gross 
figure, One source close to the facts 
Says the new iron piping will be 
supplied at a cost of approximately 
$2,000 plus the return of the present 
steel tubing. While nothing of a 
definite nature can be negotiated 
pending the meeting with the Ont- 
arlo Municipal Board, the Post's in- 
formant said there was little like- 
lihood of the debenture issue being 
refused, 

It will be recalled that during 
@ special meeting of Council several 
days ago, it was decided to seek per- 
mission to issue debentures in the 
amount of $12,000, This amount has. 
been cut down to half, following 
consultation with the manufactur- 
ers and ascertaining what they 
would be willing to do in the mat- 
ter of making some adjustment. 

There is still considerable feeling 
on the matter and some quarters 
feel that the original ice plant in- 
stallation was rushed through too 
fast. It is contended that the one_ 
year guarantee which was all the 
piping carried should have been suf- 
ficient to alert the purchasers. (It 
was related at the special council 
meeting that the agents for the art- 
{ficial ice plant said the steel tub- 
ing might last 10, or 15 years, 
whereas iron piping would probably 
last 20 years, but that the actual 
Guarantee was for one year only.

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THOUSANDS OF BIRDS DARKEN SKY | SKY NEAR LINDSAY 


THERE'S “BRYOZOA” GALORE 
IN THE SCUGOG RIVER 
LOCAL FISHERMEN DEGLARE 


One of the chief topics of con- 
Vérsation these days appears to be 
the ‘big one’ that was caught, or the 
even! bigger one that got away. So 
that it naturally follows that other 
things ‘caught’ in the lakes and 
Tivers also come in for their share of 
interest. There are turtles, there are 
frogs, there are twigs and even 
Whole branches of trees; and for 
comic’ relief, there is always the 
old boot, 

A most interesting item that fish- 
ermen have found floating in the® 
Scugog this year is moss animal- 
cule, or Bryozoa, Several speci- 
mens ‘haye been shown to Mr. J. C. 
Weir, Biologist of the Department 
of Lands and Forests, and it was 
reported that a large concentration 
of these animals was to be found 
in the river near the Riverside ceme- 
tery. 

When Mr. Weir made an inspect- 
jon of the location, he was surprised 
at the large number of Bryozoa to 
be found in one spot. Previously he 
had found specimens, but never 
before bad he seen so many ‘colo- 
nies’ of these minute animals in 
one small area. 

The Bryozoa is the second lowest 
form of animal life, Nevertheless 
most species have a delicate and 
attractive appearance, Nearly all 
the species form colonies which are 
visible to the naked eye, although 
the minute animal, or zooid, can 
only be seen through a microscope. 

The particular specimen found 
in the Scugog is a thick jelly-like 
mass, of sizes up to 16 inches in 
length and about 12 inches in di- 
ameter, whose technical name is 


Pectinatella Magnifica, The 
of transparent gelatinous substance, 
usually firmly affixed around a twig 
or a bullrush, has a surface pattern 
in brown, which, to the naked eye 
looks rather like the patterns made 
on a window by frost. Seen under a 
microscope the pattern is seen to be 
formed by the groups of delicate 
tentacles, and what to the nakea 
eye look like collections of brow« 
spots are seen to be made up of tiny 
formations each rather resembling, 
a cross-section of a horse chest- 
nut complete with the spines’ stick 
ing out all around. These are 
statoblasts. 

There seems to be little doubt but 
that the ancestors of these fresh 
water species were marine animals, 
which made their way up estuaries 
and rivers into lakes and) ponds. 
Here, it is believed, they acquired 
the ability to form these statoblasts 
which they shed at intervals, and 
which are carried by ‘wind and 
waterfowl to other locations to form 
the basis of new colonies, Thus it 
is that these animalcules are to be 
found nearly all over the world, 
since the statoblast is able to sur- 
vive the cold of winter. 

Loca] fishermen who haye hook- 
ed specimens of the Pectinatella 
Magnifica, not knowing what it was, 
have probably thought it was a sort 
of fungus, or some form of plant 
life. They would no doubt be more 
than surprised to learn that what 
they had caught was a collection 
of tiny animals, each of which. has 
a complete alimentary tract and a 
brain, and whose food consists of 
microscopic organisms.

Luxury Barn 
For Racers 
Coming Here 


Harness horse racing has always 
been_a favourite, attraction at our 
fall fairs and Lindsay's Central Ex- 
hibition wouldn’t be the same with- 
out the color and excitement of the 
horse races, 

Out at the fair grounds workmen 
are getting everything in read{- 
ness for this year’s three days of 
racing. Six races of three heats will 
be run off, two each day, for a 
total of $2,090. in purses, 

A new racing barn has been built 
this year at the exhibition grounds 
and the track js in excellent condi- 
tion, according to Mr, B. L, McLean, 
secretary-manager. The new barn 
is one of the most modern in On- 
tario, It is built somewhat like a 
motel, 

The building is 150 feet in length 
and contains 15 box stalls each 
10 feet square. It is the new style 
building that is replacing the old 
type barn. The two piece box stall 
doors are-made of plywood and can 
be securely locked so that no one 
can interfere with the horses, 

The building 1s set on concrete 
blocks and has an aluminum roof. 
Partitions between the stalls are 
eight feet hign and made of two- 
inch planking, all tongue and groov- 
ed. At the front of the building is 
an overhanging canopy extending 
out 11 feet and sypported by steel 
pipe posts filled with concrete, 

The first race horses are expected 
to start arriving here in about two 
weeks’ time, With the new building 
between 50 and 60 horses can be 
accommodated. 

Practically all space in the build- 
ing has been reserved and the work 
of setting up exhibits js already 
well underway, Numerous {mprove- 
ments have been made at the 
grounds.

Nearly “everyone has seen birds 
flocking together at one time or 
another and sometimes the flocks 
they form are quite large. This is 
a common sight around migration 
time when the birds, which have 
spent the summer in the northland, 
prepare to return south. 

However, it is an unusual sight 
to S¢p extremely large number of 
birds flocking together at this early 
date. It is probably even more un- 
usual to see a flock the size of the 
one which darkened’ the sky just 
outside Lindsay's northern limits 
at sundown Jast Friday night. 

This flock of birds (their species 
could not be determined from the 
writer's vantage point) was one of 
the largest ever seen. There were 
thousands of birds in the flock and 
as they circled’ a swamp preparatory 
for a landing they resembled a 
giant swarm of bees in density, The 
sky was literally blotted out as 
they swooped down into the bushes. 
People in the vicinity were held 
spellbound by the sight, 
| Byen after the initial flock had 
| apparently settled down for the 
night in the shelter of the swamp, 
; hundreds of birds in smaller flocks 
| Kept pouring in from the north. As

though following a pre-arranged 
flying schedule, they flew directly 
to the swamp and without a mom- 
ent's hesitation dropped down for 
a landing, There were late arrivals 
pouring in until dusk had settled 
Over the area. 

There was a strong temptation in 
the hearts of some who watched to 
go across to their stopover grounds 
but the sodden route put a damper 
on this. If might have been inter- 
esting to have taken note of these 
birds overnight arrangement but 
it is doubtful if one could have ob- 
served this without alarming them 
needlessly. : 

Residents have been puzzled by 
the behaviour of birds in this dis- 
trict all summer. Some species have 
seemed to be entirely unsettled with 
an unexplainable restlessness pre- 


vailing. Moderate sized flocks have 


been spotted throughout the whole 
season but nothing that could par- 
allel this one which had rendezyous 
for the night on Lindsay's outskirts 

What does it mean? Do the birds 
sense an early winter to top off the 
erratic summer or were they just 
laying plans for the future and 
this was thelr meeting place? Only 
the birds know and they can’t talk.

U.S. Investing $275 Million 


Repayment Will Be 


WASHINGTON -(NEA)- Uncle 
Sam's Marshall Plan dollars -275,- 
000,000 of them -are bringing post- 
war light to the “dark continent” of 
Africa in a widespread program that 
embraces everything from an agri- 
cultural revolution to a diamond 
stockpile. 

The American millions, plus an- 
other $100,000,000 in counterpart 
European funds are being invested 
by the Economic Cooperation Ad- 
ministration in British, French and 
Belgian colonial areas to buy in- 
creased food production, improved 
health for the natives, and greater 
production of exports to bring in 
dollars. 

For the U.S., the program opens 
a big market for machinery and 
new sources of industrial diamonds, 
gold, tin, ofl, manganese and other 
strategic materials that lie beneath 
African mountains and deserts. 

American technical know-how is 
part of the contribution, too, Ex- 
perts like Dr. W. V. Lambert, dean 
of the University of Nebraska's Col- 
lege of Agriculture; Dr. W .A. Mc- 
Call, of the US. Department of 
Agriculture, and Dr. Arthur H. 
Cline, of Cornell University, have 
surveyed agriculture in the British 
African territories, 

Miss Eleanor H. Slifer, of Iowa 
State University, is helping the 
British Colonial Office fight locusts. 
Dr. Frederick J. Brady, of the 
U.S. Public Health Service, and 
Harry H. Stage, of the Department 
of Agriculure, joined the British in 
the war against malaria and sleep- 
ing sickness,

A $1,700,000 loan to 
a Belgian firm for tin mining ma- 
chinery - to be purchased in the 
U.S, will be paid back in tin from 
the Belgian Congo for Uncle Sam's 
stockpile. ECA advances of more 
than $2,000,000 for diamond mining 
machinery and development in 
French Equatorial Africa will be re- 
payable, with interest in industrial 
diamonds also earmarked for the 
U.S stockpile. 

A project to mechanize rice farm- 
ing in French West Africa to pro- 
vide basic food for a growing popu- 
Jation involves $1,400,000 in ECA 
financing. This covers funds for 
tractors, graders, scrapers and other 
machinery to help develop about 
120,000 acres of new riceland by 
mid-1957, 

What may be the biggest new 
construction job in Africa - a rail- 
road linking the Rhodesian and 
East African systems - {s still in the 
cevelopment stage. But EGA is 
working on it as a “technical assis- 
tance undertaking,” with three New 
York experts leading the study.

Washington -(NEA)- The battle of 
Korea is psychological warfare, as 
well as shooting war. 

All the propaganda tricks the Rus- 
sians have mastered in 30 years of 
stirring up trouble all over the world 
are now being used in an effort to 
break the will of South Koreans 
and Americans fighting to put down 
North Korean aggression. 

Radio broadcasts, pamphlets, 
handbills, posters, sound truck am- 
plification of recording and leaflets 
dropped from low-flying airplanes 
egter into this war of ideas -Com- 
munism against freedom. 

U.S. and South Korean psycholo- 
gical warfare teams are replying in 
kind. Assistant Secretary of State 
Edward W. Barrett estimates that 
some 10,000,000 U.S. -prepared leaf- 
lets have been dropped on North 
Korea’ by American planes in the 
first month of the war. 

In charge of psychological war- 
fare against North Korea is Maj. 
Gen. Charles A, Willoughby, of Gen- 
eral MacArthur's staff. But the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff psychological 
wartare section and the Public Af- 
fairs office of the State Department 
back in Washington shape the policy 
on telling the Koreans the truth 
about the war. 

Comparison of the first samples 
of these bullets released in Wash- 
ington shows the Russians to be 
much more cunning and poisonous 
in their approach. American. in- 
formation leaflets and radio broad- 


lines depicts the “officer”, as ‘a 
Japanese to promote natural Korean 


casts are factual, truthful, but some- 
what colorless, The North Korean 
propaganda is exaggerated, plays on 
its audience's weaknesses, and. pre- 
judices, and frequently repeats lies 
to drive home points. 

In their pamphlets and leaflets, 
the Communists use many cartoons, 
In these drawings, President Syng- 
man Rhee of Korea, General Mac- 
Arthur and all Americans are drawn 
to look like Japs. The Koreans hate 
the Japs. Tricks of this kind make 
quick: impressions on the gullible 
peasants. 

A copy of one Communist, plane- 
dropped leaflet sent back to Wash- 
ington shows a South Korean of- 
ficer ordering two South Korean 
soldiers to shoot a girl and a wo- 
man. “Who orders: you to shoot 
your own people?” asks the caption, 
“Kill ‘those vile ‘officers and come 
to North Korea,” it directs, 


By contrast, one typical Ameri- 
can-prepared leaflet dropped on the 
North Koreans carries a picture of 
General MacArthur with the cap- 
tion, “Listen each day at 2100 
Korean time, over 950 kilo-cycles, 
to truthful news broadcast from 
General MacArthur's headquarters,” 

On the other side of this leaflet 
fs a prisoner of war warning “Per- 
sonnel of the Armed Forces of 
North Korea ...who are taken into 
custody of armed forces now under 
my command....will be treated in. 
accordance with ~ humanitarian 
principles... will! hold responsible 
any ‘individual acting for North 
Korea ~who deviates from these 
principles. MacArthur.

Cther American-dropped leaf- 
lets show pictures of President 
Truman with some of his recent 
pronouncements, the United Nations 
flag with excerps from the UN re- 
solution of Korea pictures of U.S.

“Eyer increasing aid is on its way. 
Korea is not alone in her -hour of 
need”, 

Voice of America broadcasts 
beamed at Korea have been step- 
ped up, Some of the programs 
originate in the United States. Most 
are recorded and rebroadcast from 
local stations in Japan and Korea, 

A 15-minute daily United Nations 


broodcast in Korean, originating in « 


New York, is rebroadcast from Ja- 
pan. This program plays up ths 
angle that 50 countries have now 
joined in support of the South 
Korean Republic, and are united to 
put down North Korea, 

As soon as) hostilies broke out, 
the State Department's small U.S, 
information Service staff in Korea 
went to work to keep up the morale 
of the South Korean people and 
prevent panic. But it was driven out 
of Seoul almost immediately, losing 
facilities of the higher-powered 
stations in the capital, 

Since then four smaller stations 
in Southern Korea have been used 
constantly to help stabilize internal 
conditions and to offset Communist 
Propaganda. One of the principal 
assignments has been in trying 
to keep the roads clear, and to direct 


the movement of civilian refugees so 


they won't Interfere with troop 
movements and supplies,

NEA Food and Markets Editor 
NEW York -(NEA) = One encour- 
aging angle of the food hoarding 
spurred by the Korean war is that to 
date there is no eyidence that big 
food business is repeating its 1943 
stockpiling by buying up supplies 
far in excess of normal] needs. 

The U.S, Department of Agricul- 
ture's production and marketing 
sugar branch reports that from all 
they can find out large food manu- 
facturers have not been buying up 
unusually large supplies of sugar. 

George Dice, acting chief of the 
sugar branch, says industrial users 
had allowed stocks to run lower than 
usual this spring. They were expect- 
ing a drop in demand which did not 
materialize, Then on June 23, when 
it was announced that sugar prices 
would go up on July 3 in some areas 
and on July 10 In others, they na- 
turally decided to saye money and 
buy up some extra supplies. 

Their buying came before the 
Korean affair - at least their orders 
went in before that, Dice thinks 
with them it was simply a question 
of buying while prices were lower.

Another Agriculture Department 
spokesman admits that in view of

The world crop situation this 
year has greatly improyed. But 
every country is dollar hungry 
Therefore, in our strong dollar po- 
sition, we can buy food thrughout. 
the world In the event, any short- 
ages develop here, 

Nevertheless, this Department of 
Agriculture spokesman adds, if the 
general public does not halt its 
unchecked raids on grocers’, shel- 
yes, thelr panic may cause food 
manufacturers to get worried and 
begin to protect themselves by 
usually large adyance buying. 

Paul S, Willis, president of the 
Grocery Manufacturers of America, 
does not expect this to happen, He 
says food processors know the pre- 
sent shortages in the stores are 
caused only by delivery delay. 

He explains that in some areas 
customers are stripping stores of 
thelr normal weekly supplies {n one 
or two days, Several “shortage” 
days follow before the trucks from 
the well-stocked warehouses can de- 
liver more supplies,

bition. Queen Mary worked on the 
English 18th Century design hhand- 
made needlepoint carpet, 10’ 2” by 
6’ 9 1-2” for eight years, picturing 
it taking due place among the fa- 
mily heirlooms in Windsor Castle. 

When Britain’s econome crisis 
became acute the Queen Mother 
decided to give it as her personal 
contribution to the nation to be 
gold as a dollar export, with the 
only stipulation “that the carpey 
will hang in-a public place”.

Seattle, Wash— (NEA) — Fur 
coats, like most things thes, days, 
probably will be up in price soon— 
and it won't all be because U. 8. 
longshore unions are refusing to un- 
load Russian tur cargoes. 

The seals themselves are one good 
reason, That's the report of the 
men who operate Uncle Sam's big- 
gest fur-growing enterprise on the 
Pribilof Islands in the Bering sea, 
far off the coast of Alaska, 

Edward C, Johnston, of the Fish 
and Wildlife Service here, who is 
general manager of the Pribilofs, 
says the government harvested a 
Ughter-than-usual crop of seal skins 
this summer, The yield was 60,090 
skins, compared with a 10-year ay- 
erage of 66,920. 

Another indication of a price hike: 
Last spring when the government 
auctioned off the 1949 kill, Uncle 
Sam received an average of $64.20 
per skin, as against $55.93 last year. 

Johnston blames it on “normal 
fluctuations, such as occur in all 
wildlife populations,” 

The return of seals to the Pri- 
bilofs each spring 4s one of nature's 
unanswered mysteries. Coolness and 
fog of the islands are believed one 
of the main reasons. Early each 
spring they start the migration 
northward, after wintering in warm 
waters off Southern California. The 
migration is carefully guarded by 
U. S. Coast Guard cutters,

Pelts are thoroughly cured in salt 
before being packed for shipment to 
the States for auction, with pro- 
ceeds going into the U. S, treasury.

Law to Kill the One-Armed Bandits

WASHINGTON—(NEA) With 
the hot breath of Congress on the 
necks of the nation-wide gambling 
rackets, a significant split has been 
revealed In the hitherto solid front 
of the coin and slot machine man- 
ufacturers, 

It is estimated that the slots 
pour an annual revenue of between 
two and three billion dollars into 
the pockets of the countries’s big- 
time racketeers. 

A recent California Crime Com- 
mission report said, “Practically all 
of the organizational work in the 
slot machine racket originates with 
and is directed by the Coin Machine 
Institute, a national organization 
with headquarters in Chicago.” 

However, testimony before Con- 
gress, which is studying a bill to 
wreck the slot machine business 
by outlawing the shipment of 
gambling devices across state lines, 
reveals a major split in the CMI 
membership,

The 12 big companies which ad- 
mittedly make and distribute prac- 
tically all of the coin operated 
gambling devices in the U.S. are 
now banded together as the Ameri- 
can Coin Machine Manufacturers’ 
Association have pulled out of CMI. 
The new organization is waging a 
bitter fight against the Department 
of Justice bill which aims to kill 
the slot machine rackets, The 
CMI, which formerly included the 
12 slot machine manufacturers 
is now in favor of the anti-slot 
machine bills, 

OMI, according to its spokeman, 
John E. Pickering, who has testi_ 


fied for the anti-gambling mea-- 


sures, now represents only manu- 
facturers of coin operated non- 
gambling amusement devices such 
as non-pay-off pinball games, vari-_ 
ous electric target guns, other ar- 
cade equipment and  yending 
devices for things like peanuts and 
soft drinks,

Two key witnesses have been 
among those representing the slot 


machine interests, fighting the anti- _f 


slot bills. They are Herbert B. Jones 
of Chicago, formerly a director of 
the CMI, but now president of 
the ACMMA and vice president of 
a major slot machine manufactur- 
and Raymond H, 
Schultz, also of Chicago, attorney 
for the Mills Industries, largest 
slot machine maker of them all. 
Under stiff questioning by mem- 
bers of the House Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, Jones and Schultz 
revealed these facts about the slot 
machine business. 
© © ® 

‘The way slot machines are made 
it is mathematically impossible for 
@ person to end up a winner if he 
plays them long enough. The ma- 
chines are made to be adjusted to 
return between 70 and 95 per cent, 
of the money played into them, 
Private clubs generally have them 
set for the highest pay-off, usually 
around 90 per cent. Taverns and 
gambling parlors usually have them 
set for a 70 and 85 per cent pay- 
off. 

Jones admitted that he was aware 
that slot machines were illegal in 
43 of the states. But he also ad. 
mitted his company, and the oth- 
ers in his association, sold them 
in all 48 states, He said his com- 
pany felt that if it didn't supply 
the demand for gambling machines, 
someé other company would. So why. 
not keep the business? 

Both Jones and Schultz claimed 
slot machines were no more dan- 
gerous a form of gambling than 
bingo and raffles which many 
churches in the U. S. use for 
charitable purposes, They insisted 
that if slot meahines were banned 
from interstate commerce, it was 
also the duty of Congress to ban 

playing cards and marbles, which 
also can be used as gambling de- 
vices. |

ted his company was aiding the 
violation of the laws of 43 states, 
but said it was up to local com- 
munities to decide whether or not 
slot machines should be permitted 
to operate. He said that where 
local residents were firmly against. 
the use of slot machines, they us- 
ually saw to it the devices were 
prohibited in the area, 

Jones and Schultz declared the 
manufacture of gambling devices 
was only about five per cent of the 
business done by both of the firms: 
they represent. They also make 
juke boxes and vending machines. 
When asked by the curious con- 
gressman as to why their firms 
didn’t switch this small fraction of 
their oulput to the making of non- 
gambling devices, both Jones and 
Schultz said their companies would 
go out of business if they lost their 
slot machine trade. 

Members of the congressfonal 
groups who have been studying 
bills to halt interstate shipment of 
gambling machines, and interstate 
dissemination of racing news, say 
that they are attempting no U.S, 
crime expose. They say they are 
Jeaving the expose of, the big crime 
syndicates up to the special Senate 
probe, to be led by Senator Estes 
Kefauver (D,, Tenn,), which will 
get under way soon with a budget

Modified ‘Business 
as Usual’ Right Now 
is Best for Defence, 
Says Top Food Leader 


More Help Than 
Full Controls, 
Bullis Claims

NEW YORK -(NEA) “Business as 
usual with modification will do 
more now for our accelerated de- 
fense program than controls 
straight across the board,” is the 
firm belief of one of the nation’s top 
food industrialists. 

It was expressed by Harry A. Bul- 
lis, chairman of the board of Gen- 
eral Mills, in an exclusive interview. 
He gave these as his reasons: 

1. Conferences during the past 
few weeks with General Lucius 
Clay and General Dwight Eisen- 
hower have made him hopeful that 
the Korean incident can be kept 
localized even though it will be a 


long conflict, He is confident that’ 


American industry can take this 
and other expected localized out- 
breaks in its stride and steadily re- 
arm if not handicapped by drastic 
controls. 

2. He believes our economy today 
is much more sensitive than it was 
in 1940, Our labor force is all at 
work, our industries producing at 
ceiling capacity, Our economy is 
therefore more vulnerable to the 
strain of increased armament pro- 
duction than it was 11 years ago. 
For these reasons industry. should 
be given the time and opportunity 
to convert to war and economy with 
only a light hand by government. 
He estimates it will take abou 18 
months for this conversion. 

3, Government needs industry to- 
day more than eVer before, in his 
opinion. He believes further that 
while rearmament must be given 
priory, under present circum- 
stances rearmament cannot sud- 
denly be given total priority without. 
upsetting our national economy, 
‘thereby weakening our industrial 
potential for defense. Government 
meeds a vigorous industry, not a 
handicapped one, 

“However, if war should break out, 
then of course controls must come,” 
Bullis admitted. “But wage controls 
must be bracketed with price con- 
trols,” he added, and then asked: 
“Will this administration ever be 
willing to apply wage controls? And 
when, if ever, would industry get 
its freedom back. 

Bulls, recently appointed chair- 
man of United Nations Week (Oct. 
16 to 24) and member of the Nat- 
ional Committee for a Free Europe, 
insisted that businessmen in 1950 


are far more aware of the world out- | 
side their factories than they were | 


in 1940, 

“Also our youg executves today 
are a new breed of cats,” he added 
“They are interested in world ten- 
sions and realize that their com- 
panies are part of the nation, not 
just a means to increse their per- 
sonal wealth,” 

He sald furth that we need 
more than a yast rearmament pro- 
gram to maintain world peace, We 
must achieve also a balance of pow- 
er {in world polities by winning 
the loyalty of a well-armed demo- 
cratic western Europe, 

“There is still time for us to do 
this, unless Communism suddenly 
abandons {ts policy of one incident 
after another and rushes us into a 
full scale war,” he explained. 

“Hirst; we must clearly state our 
goals, We haven't really done that 
yet. Our defence of Korea is not 
enough to win western Europe to 
our side, We must state vigorously 
and in. practical example our na- | 
tional democratic philosophy be- | 
hind it. We must Use every means 
of communication to restate it until | 
the western dmocracies under- 
stand, Then their allegiance to our | 
way of life may be assured, |

Institutes Writes About Cheshire 


oe E. Futcher, who

lights of her trip. The following is 
One of the articles taken from the 
St. Thomas Times-Journal.) 


Cheshire, England, 
By Air Mail. 

ou can never guess where I am 
and what Iam seeing. I am stan- 
ding in the guest room of my hos- 
tess, Mrs, Watmough Gayton, Hes- 
Wall Village in Cheshire, about 10 
miles from Liverpool, looking out 
across the estuary of the River Dee, 
to Wales. This is the River Dee 
named in the old nursery rhyme. 
The Miller on the Dee, and the mill 
still stands near Chester. 

Mrs. Watmough (Elsie) is a mem- 
ber of the Barnston Institute and is 
the efficient convener and producer 
of drama for the Institute. She ts 
a graduate of the University of Liv- 
erpool in Honor English and under 
her supervision members are busy 
preparing three one-act plays for 
the new season. This is a very inter- 
esting household indeed. Mr. What- 
nough is an ornithologist interested 
particularly in cology. Will you also 
have to ask what this is? It ts the 
study of birds’ eggs and nesting 
habits, and Frank has a collection 
beautifully preserved and labelled 
that is not surpassed anywhere in 
the world. At nesting time (Febru- 
ary to June) he ts the wild 
moors of Wales, the highlands of 
Scotland and the Orkney and Shet- 
land Islands, knowing just where 
to go for the species he wants. I’m 
Jearning a great deal about bird life 
and bird habits. 

Isn't it amazing how one’s knowl- 
edge is continually broadened? i 
‘mow something new about the 
Shetlanders. They are almost entir_ 
ely self-sufficient, asking very little 
of the outside wirld. Although so far 
north due to the warming influence 
of the Gulf stream their climate is 
not variable, remaining about 50 
degrees. But the winds are severe, 
a strong wind blowing all the time 
because there isn’t anything to stop 
it. This is the home of Shetland 
wool and I was interested to know 
that the wool is plucked or pulled, 
never sheared. It is the warmest 
wool in the world. When I asked 
Frank about their livelihood he said 

* “the Orkadian is a farmer with a 
boat and the Shetlander is a fish- 
erman with a croft” (small holding). 
The Shetlander has a unique way of 
curing his hens of broodiness. He 
ether hangs them in a bag on the 
clothesline, letting them spin round 
and round in the stiff wind, or he 
takes them away about two miles 
from home, and Jets them fight 
their way back. In either case they 
are so harried and beaten about by. 
the wind, that broodiness is for- 
gotten. 

I’ve always heard of the delight- 
ful English countryside, and today 
I took my first walk down a wind- 
ing English lane to the River Dee. 
There were no sidewalks, but Ches- 
shire is noted for its hard surfac- 
ed roads. On either side were stone 
walls, topped with beautifully trim- 
med hedges of hawthorne and 
holly. The glimpse behind these 
walls of English cottages with case- 
ment windows and delightful gard- 
ens is far too short. I long to swing 
on the garden gate and look my fill. 
The English can do so much with 
a little plot of ground. The roadside 
is lovely everywhere—and neat and 
tidy. If not walled, laurel and oak 
trees hang over the lane and the 
beautiful English ivy that we treas- 
ure in pots at home climbs every- 
where, over the walls and banks and 
up the trees. 

The tide Is in when we reach the 
Dee, for this is really the estuary 
of river; the mud flats have dis- 
appeared and {t is now a rolling 
tiver with whitecaps showing, 

We drove into Wales this after- 
noon via the old Roman city of 


Chester. The wall built by the Ro- 
mans still stands and two if the old 
gateways have been preserved, 


Chester is the English word for the 
Latin (castra), meaning camp, The 
houses are very old, of the Tudor 
type. You haye all seen them on 
Christmas cards—babled and beam- 
ed in black and white. The chim- 
ney pots on all the home intrigue 
me, Tye counted as many as eight 
jn one chimney. Not having cen- 
tral heating, each room has its own 
fireplace and its own flue. Tt is, 
one of the first things you notice 
about the houses, and they are quite 
attractive. 

Just oyer the river we pass fam- 
ous Eaton Hall, the estate of the 
Duke of Westminster, stretching for 
miles each way. He 1s one of the 
wealthiest men in England and owns 
abour half of Mayfair the exclus- 
ive residential district in the heart 
of London, We come to one Mlttle 
yillage after the otter — you can't

tell where you lose one and enter 
the next. We pass many coal mines 
with their big wooden shafts and 
huge ugly piles of slag — the only 
unsightly thing I've seen. 

We had afternoon tea at Llan- 
gollen—a quaint Welsh town in the 
yalley of Cwlyd. Then we started to 
climb the steep hills of Wales, coy- 
ered with gorse and bracken and 
crowned with purple heather, IT had 
ta pick some and take some pie- 
tures of the Welsh mountain sheep 
who have the run of the hills and 
roadsides. The farm homes, walls 
and barns are of. stone.—very often 
home and barn joined together in 
the shape of an L. This Is the reg- 
jon of the slate quarries and the 
walls are of dry stone—mortar is 
only used when the stone is upend- 
ed.

On 
the way back we pass Hawarden, 
the birthplace of William Gladstone 
and catch a glimpse of a lovely old 
stone house and a large statue to 
his memory. Today we climbed high

They are members of the Seventh 
Day Adventist church, and after 
they finish will go back to thelr 
communities to train other Adyen- 
tist youths in colleges, academics, 
and state organizations, and to or- 
ganize medical cadet corps. 

Carlyle B, Haynes of Washington 
DiC, chairman of the denom- 
ination’s war service committee, 
points out that the men are not: 
conscientious objectors, The church 
has launched a nation-wide pro- 
gram of non-combatant service in 
eyent of a war. The course has been 
approved by the U.S, Army Medi- 
cal Corps, 

The young men, most of them in 
the draft age bracket, are under- 
going rigid training as exacting as 
military instruction. They are clas- 
sfied as 1-AO, which recognizes 
their loyalty to country but) also 
the religious scruples against taking 
life for any reason. Conscientious 
objector are classified a 4E. 

The Adyentist trainees wear re- 
gulation Army uniforms which they 
buy themselyes. Commissions are 
granted by a church conference, 
and although they compare with 
regular Army ranks, are not official 
as far as the Army is‘concerned, 

The men in camp are paying 
their own way, furnishing their 
own transportation, paying for their 
meals and for lodging. The build- 
ings they occupy are owned by the 
city of Pueblo and are located in 
Pueblo's mountain park system. 

The training includes 162 hours 
of Army and Red Cross courses on 
first aid and medical work, and a 
‘two-hour special course on atomic 
energy and treatment of atomic 
bomb victims, 

Daily schedule is from 6 a.m, to 
9:30 p.m. It ranges from anatomy 
and physiology to map reading, 
marches, biyouacs and tent pitch- 
ing. 

Red Cross field workers and 
church workers are in charge of 
the camp. 

“We are ready to do all we can 
to aid our country,” says Col. E. 
N, Dick of Lincoln, Nebr., in charge 
of the camp. “Although we know 
war to be contrary to the purpose 
of God, we also know that God uses 
man’s wrath to work out His pur- 
poses on earth. We do not laud nor 
defend war and yet we know that 
human liberty has been advanced 
by wars.”

Air Conditioning Is Hot, 
From a Sales Standpoint

Right now, thanks to price slash- 
es that bring them down to the av- 
erage man’s level, these little cool- 
ers are, excuse the expression, the 
hottest thing in the household field 
outside of television, 

Last year the manufacturers 
turned out 100,000 room coolers, in- 

cluding a fair number of floor 
models, That was three times the 
output of 1941, best pre-war year. 
But this year the industry is shoot- 
ing for 190,000 units, nearly double 
4949. And if war mobilization doesn’t 
mtervene, 1951 will be bigger still. 

Everybody's getting into the field. 
The standard makers of air condi- 
tioning equipment, of course. But 
also the ice box producers, who find 
it a short step from cooling fruits 
and vegetables to cooling people; 
a lamp maker; an automobile heat- 
er outfit; and a farm machinery 
firm. 

The window models look a little 
like large table-style radios. If 
your house has ordinary sash win- 
dows, installation is easy. But 8 
steel casement must be virtually re- 
built to accommodate a room con- 
ditioner, Installation charges are 
still fairly high—around $35 to $45. 
Sometimes, though, they include a 
year’s service. 

A manufacturer of gas refriger- 
ators has started volume production 
of a more elaborate home air-con- 
ditioning system — a single unit 
year-round affair built into the 
house, Initial cost is a good deal 
more than the window type condi- 
tioners, but cost of fuel for your- 
Jong operation is little more than 
the cost of fuel for heating units 
alone. 

Most window types use freon, a 
refrigerant gas. It expands and ab- 
sorbs heat from the outsid, air, 
which is then blown into the room 
by one or two fans. A compressor 
turns the gas into liquid so it can 
vaporize again to repeat the job. 
There's a filter, too, to take out the 
dust. 

A utility company in Chicago fig- 
ures that the popular half-horse- 
power window model will use about

960 kilowatt ours of electricity a 
season around that area which Is 
pretty humid. At a rate of two cents 
a kilowatt hour, that comes to $19.20 
for a four-month season, The three- 
quarter horsepower unit would cost 
maybe $12 more to run. 

Before World War 11 the cheap- 
est window units cost at least $650. 
Now they're under $300 (a drop of 
$60 in just the last year,’ and new 
slashes will come if sales go on 
climbing. 

The sliding price trend is probably 
the biggest help to the boom, though 
the industry sees other things in- 
volved, too, It believes people are a 
lot more aware of air conditioning 
because of its vastly increased use 
in theaters, restaurants, and sim- 
ilar public places, 

A 1949 survey caused the makers 
to lick their lips in anticipation. It 
showed less than one per cent of the 
nation’s wired homes have air con- 
ditioning, and less than two per 
cent of the offices, 

Still, there’s the uncertain war 
putlook which could affect the busi- 
ness in several ways—shortage of 
materials, conversion by manufact- 
urers to war items, shortage of el- 
ectric power to operate the room 
coolers. 

The power problem exists even 
without war demands, Early this 
summer power output leaped to all- 
time highs, and utilities men say 
air conditioning was responsible. Re- 
serves of power are meager and un_ 
less capacty is considerably expan- 
ded in the next few years the utili- 
ties won’t be able to fill the grow- 
ing need. 

But if war and the power fam- 
ine don't check it, the room air con- 
ditioning business seems destined 
to go on booming for a long time, 

As one big distributor puts it: 

“After all, you wouldn't sit at 
home in winter without heat. Why 
sit and suffer in the summertime? 
Besides, 1t costs less to keep cool in 
summer than to keep warm in win- 
ter.” 


Chicago’s Man- 
of-Many-Headaches’ 
Fights Criminals 
and Public, Too

Chicago—(NEA) — Former FBI 
Agent Virgll Peterson probably has 
more headaches than any other 
man in Chiengo, 

In his unique position as director 
of the Chicago Crime Commission 
he frequently finds himself at odds 
with not only criminals, but law 
enforcement officials, politicians, 
and even the general public as well. 

Peterson js sort of a super trouble_ 
shooter, functioning as the leader 
of a civilian group working to re- 
duce crime, improve laws, and im- 
prove law enforcement, His commis- 
sion is the watchdog of Chicago's 
criminal procedures, It is the self- 
imposed conscience of the public. 

The Chicago Orime Commission: 
is supported entirely by public sub- 
scription, and has no official auth- 
ority, It can only suggest, probe, 
and prod. It was formed by the 
Chicago Association of Commerce in 
1919 during the crime upsurge after 
the first world war. Following Chi- 
cago’s lead, prominent citizens in 
many other major cities have 


launched similar organizations.

An Iowan and an alumnus of 
Parson's College in his home state, 
Peterson graduated from North- 
western University's law school and 
worked with the FBI for 12 years 
before taking over at the Chicago 
Crime Commission in 1492.

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Hopeful Discovery About Hardening 
of the Arteries Is An Accidental 
By-Product of Atomic Research

Washington—(NEA) As the 
result of an accidental discovery 
about the nature of hardening of 
the arteries, the U.S, Public Health 
Service is planning a major new 
assault on the dread disease. Ar- 
terlosclerosis, the worst killer of 
them all, accounts for one-third 
of all deaths in the U.S. 

The amazing discovery is a by- 
product of atomic research, In 
studying the effects of atomic ra- 
diation on blood, it was found that 
all “hardened” arteries and veins 
were lined with deposits of a fatty 
substance called cholesterol. 

The substance has the effect of 
corroding the vessel walls, making 
them narrower and thus forcing 
the heart to strain at pumping 
blood through them, 

But it has not yet been deter- 
mined that a diet high in choles- 
terol foods, such as dairy products, 
necessarily causes the disease, 
Some persons with much choles- 
terol in their blood show no indi- 
cation of being bothered by hard- 
ening of the arteries, while others 
with littl, cholesterol suffer from 
the disease.

An Atomic Energy Commission 
spokesman, however, admits that 
controlling the diet by limiting 
the intake of dairy products and 
other high-cholesterol foods is part 
of the research. He reports: 

“There is some evidence to in- 
dicate that an oyer-loaded choles- 
terol diet is a factor. In a pre- 
liminary study of a group of 20 
patients restricted to a low cho- 
lesterol diet, the researchers were 
able to eliminate an “abnormal 
cholesterol molecule from their 
blood serums.” 

Specifically, what the new dis- 
covery has done is to isolate a 
special giant cholesterol molecule. 
The fatty cholesterol substance 
consisting of the giant molecules, 
it is now believed, holds the an- 
swer to what causes hardening of 
the arteries. But the big riddle 
is whether a person's diet or some 
special condition of his internal 
chemistry causes the formation of 
‘the glant cholesterol molecule. 


PRACTICAL ASPECT of arterios clerosis research

It may help to discover hardening of the ar- 
teries before any symptoms develop, 


The most practical 
the research to date is the possi- 
bility of developing a_ reliable 
chemical test which will tell a 
person whether he’s likely to get 
the disease eyen before any symp- 
toms of it appear. A special tool 
of atomic research called the 
ultra-centrifuge detects the pres- 
ence of the giant cholesterol mole- 
cule in a specimen of blood. 

©n one part of this testing 
study AEO-deports: 

“Of 104 men and women in any 
age group who had had heart at- 
tack (coronary thrombosis), an 
expression of arteriosclerosis, 97 
per cent showed appreciable con- 
centrations of the ‘defective’ mole- 
cule in the blood.” 

Research to date has centered 
on further development of the re- 
liability of this test. If it is found 
to be worth widespread use there 
is also the problem that the ultra- 
centrifuge costs about $15,000 to 
buy and $5000 a year to maintain,

Dr. John W. Gofman, with a 
team of able researchers at the 
University of California, has been 
in charge of the work that has 
been done.

Other facts about the disease 
he has helped turn up are that 
hardening of the arteries is not 
necessarily a trouble of old age— 
and that males are far more sus- 
ceptible to it than females. 

The proposed big expansion of 
this whole new ling of research 
will place related projects in vari- 
ous laboratories and universities 
around the country. Most experts 
on heart trouble agree that this 
program is probably one of the 
most important that has been 
opened up in many years.

money,’” 

In the face of these two factors, 
Peterson and his crew of trained 
investigators, most of them with 
FBI experience, are handicapped. 
Whenever they detect a violation 
of the law or a dereliction of duty 
by government or police officials, 
they can only report {t to city au- 
thorities.

The che- 
que had been cashed and a check 
with the Toronto bank showed 
that it was worthless. Mr. Garbig 
stated had he had never contacted 
the bank by phone to give such in- 
structions, The chief said that Mr, 
Garbig related that he had met the 
man when he was short-order cook 
in Hick’s Restaurant, The accused 
had told Garbig he was assistant 
manager of Shea's Theatre in To- 
ronto, 

In evidence the Chief gave in the 
charge of uttering a forged docu- 
ment, it was learned that the ac- 
cused had purchased a ring from 
Carl E. Brown, watchmaker, on 
William Street S,, and had paid for 
the ring with a cheque drawn on the 
Bank of Montrea] for $11.50, The 
cheque was signed J. ©. Hendrix.

As a result of a fire of unknown 
origin, the barn and crop of James 
Jewell, of Woodville, lays in ashes 
today, The fire was visible for miles. 

Last night about 8 o'clock fire 
was noticed in the mow in the barn 
where threshing operations were 
proceeding. A strong south-east 
wind fanned the blaze and the ef- 
forts of the Woodville Fire Depart~ 
ment were of no avail, There was 
@ good water system in the barn 
but is was very nearly inaccessible 
because of the heat, 

An almost new thresher was lost 
in the blaze along with Mr. Jewell's 
total crop with the exception of 
a field of millet and oats. The thre- 
sher had been purchased just two 
years ago and had been in use yes- 
terday and the men were finishing 
threshing for the day when the fire 
broke out. 

Several hundred people gathered 
to do what they could to save the 
other buildings. The brick farm 
house was in great danger on se- 
veral occasions when the wind fan- 
ned the sparks from the barn very 
close to the roof of the house. 
Neighbours kept the roof wet with 
water taken from the cistern. 

4 The only livestock lost were a few 

“hens which-could not be rescued. 
A mother pig and her littler were 
saved from the fire. 

Although the fire could be jeen 
quite clearly from Lindsay, the 
barn was situated 2 miles east and 
one-half mile south of Woodville, 

The total loss as a result of the 
fire is estimated at between $14,000 
and $15,000. The loss is partly coy- 
ered by insurance. 

It was the second barn fire in the 
Woodville district within a week. 
the barn and crop of R. J. McAl- 
pine, Lorneville farmer, were lost in 
a blaze that broke out Friday even- 
ing.

Great Blue Herons Sighted 


In Marsh Aroun 


Sunderland (PNS) — A stork was 
sighted over Sunderland, so a resi- 
dent reported, Great interest was 
aroused and, much conjecture as 
to its destination was made. 

Investigation proved that this 
Same bird was seen flying over 
West Brock very recently, but auth- 
orities have recorded that there are 
no true storks in Canada and it was 
concluded that this bird of gigantic 
size was actually the Great Blue 
Heron. This bird is also sometimes 
incorrectly called a crane, but the 
(rue cranes are quite rare or ab- 
Sent east of Menitoba. 

This large bird travels with neck 
folded and head drawn into the 
shoulders. They have a wing spread 
of from 41-2 to 5 feet. Their 
characteristic outline in flight can- 
not be mistaken with straight sharp 
pointed bill, head as aforesaid and 
legs trailing behind. 

The destination of the heron ob- 
served in flight was probably the 
Beaver River just East of Sunder- 
land, which with its dense reed 
beds, its wide shallow reaches and 
open marshes provides the bird with 
the haunts of its preference. 

Sportsmen of this vicinity who 
manipulate their canoes through 
the primitive channel of this river, 
say that an ever intriguing picture 
of this stately Heron is presented to 
them many times within a short 
distance, Here the bird which 
stands some 3 feet tall on great long

so) 
legs is seen cautiously wading a- 
bout in the shallows with hardly a 
perceptible movement and there 
one stands statuesquely along the 
shore till its prey comes within 
reach, when with a lightning stroke 
of the bill it is secured. It is when 
this bird is thus still hunting that 
its size and colouration can be ap- 
praised, It is seen that the plumage 
is generally slate blue and dull green 
but sometimes white. All Canadian 
herons in full condition haye big 
fine plumes on their crown, lower 
throat and back. These are lost in 
Autumn, The Great Blue Heron, 
with its long neck, graceful slender 
build and great stature, really mak- 
@s a picture at close range which 
will linger in the memory as one of 
the most unique which mother na- 
ture can supply. The food of this 
bird consists of frogs, snakes and 
small fish of no economic import- 
ance. The herons never frequent 
the fields for food. Occasionally they 
may visit trout streams and then 
meander through adjacent mead- 
ows but these cases are rare, They 
may also frequent the nets of fish- 
ermen but the limited size of their 
Gullet prevents them from taking 
anything of significant value. 

Of course it is unlawful to kill 
the bird, but as a resiMt of indis- 
cretion the Great Blue Heron ts a 
Stately species which {s becoming 
Scarce in many localities,

Local Couple Back From West 
Report Frost Hitting Crops 


The grain crops in Northern Sas- 
katchewan have been almost com- 
pletely destroyed by frost according 
to Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Powell, 49 
Francis Street, who have just re- 
turned from a trip to Regina and 
other points in Saskatchewat. 

Mrs. Powell said today that she 
spent 23 years in Saskatchewan and 
had never seen such a wonderful 
crop as the one this year. Howeve-, 
-she said, early frosts caused heavy 
damagetp the crops north of Re- 
gina and fields and fields of wheal 
were still standing when they were 
returning home. In some places 
the crops were just being burned 
of, she said, while in others some 
of the damaged grain was being 
threshed for chicken feed. Gardens 
were also hard hit and many were 
lying flat, she said. 

Mr, and Mrs. Powell spent two 
and a half months visiting old 
friends and relatives out west this 
summer. Af the time they left the 
crops in the south part of Saskat- 
chewan looked good and had suf- 
fered little frost damage. However, 
here is the latest report on the crop 
situation in the west. . 

The western farmer has his eye 
on the weather, 

Harvesting is at a standstill in 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba while 
the rain continues. It began on 
Saturday. And since then, more than 
two inches of rain have fallen. 

Grain men say that several days 
of sunshine will be needed before 
farmers can get their heavy harvest- 
ing equipment into the fields again. 
And the weatherman says they may 
not get it. He predicts that frost 
will srike at the grain crops when 
the rain stops. 

In western Saskatchewan and 
Alberta there are already reports; 
of frost...as much as six degrees. 

The rain belt covers Sonti.crn 
Manitoba, Southwestern’ Saskat- 
chewan and even parts of Northern 
Ontario. It has caused a lowerlog 
of the grade and quality of all grain 
lying in the area. And farmers are 
as worried about the drop in. grade 
as the lower bushel yield. 

Tt won’t be known for some time 
how seriously the western harvert 
has been affected by the adverse 
weather conditions. But the latest 
crop estimates show a drop of mure 
than 70 million bushels in the wheat 
yield. 

In Winnipeg, city engineer, W.D. 
Hurst says the heavy precipitation 
may increase the danger of Red 
River floods again next year. Hurst 
Says the greatest flood danger is 
from continuously wet weather dur- 
ing the fall.

LOST FOR GOOD ? 

Now that truckers have had their eyes opened 
to new business possibilities, as a direct result of the 
railway strike, they are not going to leave the field 
unexplored. On the contrary, they are going to make 
every effort to keep as much as they can of the 
patronage that fell their way as a result of the rail- 
way stoppage. 

This not unexpected development was mentioned 
in an address in Hamilton late last week by Harold 
Haslam, emergency co-ordinator of the Canadian Auto- 
motive Transport Association. Mr. Haslam predicted 
bluntly that the railways might lose part of their erst- 
while freight business, particularly in cases where, 
heretofore, shippers had been sending by rail out of 
habit rather than because of any essential preference. 

In many instances, of course, the railways still 
provide the best medium for freight haulage, but it 
is abundantly evident that in many other classifica- 
tions, motor transport is a strong and successful 
competitor. The day passed long ago when the rail- 
ways could claim anything approaching a monopoly 
in the freight trade. The strong possibility is that the 
recent unfortunate and thoroughly annoying stoppage 
of railway traffic channelled a good deal of business 
permanently to the road transportation industry. In 
that case, another argument against strikes will stand 
painfully established as far as the railways are con- 
cerned.—Brantford Expositor

WRONG IDEAS ABOUT 
THE HEART 

We all may be amazed at the won- 
derful work being done by surgical 
operation on the heart, the saving 
of blue babies and eyen grown chil- 
dren and adults. This is because 
most of us look upon the heart as 
a very delicate organ and believe 
that the slightest tiling wrong with 
its regular beat, or rhythm, is like- 
ly to prove fatal. 

In the book “You and Your 
Heart,” Dr. H. M. Marvin, presi- 
dent, American Heart Association, 
lists various ideas about the heart 
and heart disease, Some of these 
misapprehensions are (a) heart dis- 
ease is always incurable: (2) heart 
disease is hereditary. so that noth- 
ing can be done about it; (8) heart 
disease is an emotional problem; 
(4) Heart disease is caused by our 
present hectic civilization; (5) heart 
diseas, is brought on by high liv- 
ing; (6) a wound (stab, buttet) is 
always fatal; (7) death from heart 
disease is always sudden; (8) stren- 
uous exercise damages the heart, 
especially after the first flush of 
youth; (9) patients with heart dis- 
ease will ive longer if they avoid 
efford of all kinds and remain in 
bed; (11) pain over the heart is a 
sure sign of heart disease; (12) 
heart murmurs or irregular heart 
beats, are sure signs of heart dis- 
ease, 

As to the heart being a very deli- 
cate organ and our amazement at 
surgical operations being performed 
on the heart, we learn that “since 
the heart is really just, muscle, it 
should be apparent that the heart's 
constant exercise (thousands of 
beats per minute makes it extrem- 
ely tough. Everyone knows how the 
upper arm muscles and back musc~ 
les or weight lifters are bullt up by 
hard work, yet we fail to apply this 
knowledge to the heart muscles.” Tt 
can and does do more and harder 
work than any other muscle of the 
body. 

“The heart is an athlete always in 
training and while even the best 
and most enduring of athletes slow 
up in time, the heart normally Is 
about as strong and vigorous at 50 
as at 20.” This fact is borne out by 
examination of former athletes at 
the age of 50 or over, Oarsmen, 
football players, track athletes, box- 
ers, 30 to 50 years Inter, have 
stronger hearts than those who were 
not athletes. 


"NATURE UNSPOILED’ 


The BROAD-WINGED HAWK 
Is another of the useful pre- 
dators. Smaller than a red- 
tail, he may be seen soaring 
over hilly, forested places, 
He lives on small destructive 
mammals and insects, and is 
very valuable. He should be 
protected. Watch for the wide 
white tail-bands,

Fenelon Falls (PNS) The passing 
of Frederick Charles Taylor, at the 
Ross Memorial hospital, Lindsay, 
on Monday August 14th, 1950 re- 
moved from the village a man who 
was well known in business and con- 
tracting circles for many years.

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‘Lindsay Boer War Veteran 
Recalls Contact With Smuts 


Smuts Is Dead--Death came to Jan 
Christian Smuts after a lengthy 
iliness. He was 80 years old. 


Many looked on Jan Christian 
Smuts as the real founder of the 
Union of South Africa, There is no 
doubt he was one of the great men 
of his time. 

He fought against the British in 
the Boer War as a guerrilla chief 
and saw his side lose. Then the got 
the British to give back what they 
won. fi 

His work resulted in the birth of 
a nation, and he himself became a 
pillar of the British Empire. For 50 
years his leadership helped shape 
events in South Africa, then the 
empire, then the world. 

Smuts, was a soldier, philosopher, 
Statesman, scientist and writer. He 
co-authored the Covenant of the 
League of Nations, drafted the pre- 
amble to the United Nations char- 
ter and in two world wars kept 
South Africa behind Britain by 
overriding strong isolationist fac- 
tions af home. 

He coined the term “British Com- 
monwealth of Nations.” In the past 

ten-years, this tall, gaunt man 
with a white Van Dyke beard and 
very large blue eyes — the face of 
the type of the old Dutch masters 
liked to paint — was associated 
throughout the world with actions 
and words both eloquent and wise. 

Recently he called for a close As- 
sociation of the United States and 
the Commonwealth to “give pause” 
to the Russian Collossus, 

Smuts came of a rugged land of 
mountain and prairies and citles 
built on diamonds and gold in which 
two-million whites live next to sev- 
en-million blacks. Many Afrikaners 
(South African Dutch) did not like 

his anti-segregation policy; and 
temembering the Boer War they 
thought he was much too friendly 
with the British. 

Born May 24th, 1870 in the Af- 
rikan town of Stellenbosch of Dutch 
stock, Smuts was graduated from 
Cambridge University and was a 
rising politician at 25 when fight- 
ing broke out. The British wanted 
to take over the Republic of Trans- 
vaal which the Boer farmers had 
moved north to found. 

Smuts got some of the farmers 
and began harrying British Lines 
with the techniques used by the 
British Commandos in World: War 
Two. In fact, his raiders were call- 
ed Commandos. 

He lived in the saddle through 
days and nights of exploits and 
hardships—yet- always, it was re- 
ported, with a copy of Kant's "“Cri- 
tique of Pure Reason” in his sad- 
dlebag. One of his prisoners was a 
young British War Correspondent, 
Winston Churchill. 

The war of 1899 to 1902 ended in 
a British victory and Smuts went 
to London for negotiations. He 
returned with a charter granting 
independence to Transvaal and the 
Orange Free State. In 1910 largely 
through his efforts, British sanc- 
tioned thei: union with Nepal and 
the Cape Colony to form the Union 
of South Africa.

Faithful Chow Deg 
Saves His Master 


Gilford New Hampshire, Sept 11, 
—(BUP—A faithful Chow dog nam- 
ed Chub is credited today with 
leading a 60-man posse to the res- 
cue of his 79-year-old master, lost 
for 24 hours in dense woods near 
Gilford, New Hampshire.

There is a man living today to 
whom the death of Field Marshall 
Jap Christian Smuts, of South Af- 
rica, has special significance by rea- 
son of the fact that he once spoke 
with the great militarist. That 
man is Mr. Hugh Ainsworth, Mel- 
bourne St. W. veteran of the Boer 
War. 

Mr. Ainsworth recalls having con- 
versed briefly with Smuts at Pret- 
oria, South Africa, just opposite the 
Palace of Justice. He was Serving 
with the 1st Battalion of the Border 
Regiment and at the time was hold- 
ing two horses in check while Lord 
Kitchener and another officer were 
about business. Smuts the leader of 
the defeated Boer forces, passed Mr, 
Ainsworth on his way to the Pal- 
ace of Justice and remarked, “I see 
you're well horsed.” On his return, 
the general noting that the horses 
were gone quipped, “I see they've 
left you without a horse.” 

Mr. Ainsworth told the Post today 
that General Smuts gave him the 
impression of being a man whom 
you could really approach. ‘You 
couldn’t very well tell him from an 
English general,” this veteran of 
the Boer campaign declared.

THE GASOLINE HOURS BYLAW 


When A Feller Needs A Friend ~ 


Some time ago the gasoline vendors of Lindsay made 
representation to Town Council asking that a bylaw he 
passed restricting hours of sale of this commodity, The 
bylaw was passed with a majority yote of Council but 
not without some dissenting voices. 

This bylaw would appear to work an unwarranted 
hardship on several small dealers who are forced to re- 
main closed under the bylaw’s terms while nearby com- 
petitors on the outskirts of the town sell gasoline with- 
out restraint. . 

These circumstances seem to merit 
being given to repealing the bylaw. 


SCHOOL IS OPEN -- DRIVE WITH CARE 

Tuesday marked the reopening of all schools in 
Lindsay and district. It also marked the beginning of 
a period in which added driving care is called for on 
the part of motorists. This need prevails both in 
town and in the country, because our highways are 
pathways to school just as much as are our local 
streets, 

Children are, for the most part, happy, carefree 
individuals who aren't always as watchful of traffic 
as might be desired. No motorist likes to hear of or 
see a child injured and the surest way to avoid it is to 
be even more careful driving than the law demands. 

Parents can help prevent accidents by schooling 
children in safe street passage but the onus is still with 
drivers to do everything possible to safeguard these 
citizens of a future day.

SOME BAD GUESSING IN CONNECTION 
WITH BUDGET or WAS THERE AN ABOUT 
FACE ON PERSONAL INCOME TAXES? 

Finance Minister Abbott’s federal budget did one 
good thing even if it didn’t suit everybody—it illus- 
trated the folly of guessing at what the budget is 
going to contain. 

Biggest surprise of the budget probably lay ini the 
fact that personal income taxes were not boosted ac- 
cording to forecast. This may be attributable to two 
things: Either the minister had no intention of in- 
creasing this levy or, having toyed with the idea, 
abandoned it after sensing public reaction to the ru- 
moured increase. It would be nice to feel that public 
opinion still carried so much weight with a govern- 
ment possessing such a preponderous majority. 

Generally speaking the budget does not appear 
to contain anything which will work a real hardship 
on the man in the street insofar as the necessities of 
life are concerned. Admittedly several semi-luxurles 
and luxuries are taxed higher but this group of com- 
modities seems to attract the revenue-seeking eye of 
the tax experts and there is probably some logic in 
the reasoning that “if one can afford these luxuries 
and seml-luxuries, one can afford to pay the extra 
tax.” Nevertheless many of these items are already 
lucrative sources of revenue to the government and, 
to paraphrase, there is always the danger that “the 
geese that lay the golden eggs may be killed.” 

Generally speaking the budget seems designed to 
keep the government in fairly popular standing with 
the majority of voters. 


CONSERVATION IS EVERYBODY'S BUSINESS 

The Port Perry Star has come up with a very 
timely article on the subject of “conservation” which 
will no doubt be read with interest by everyone in this 
area who is aware of the importance of conserving 
our natural resources: 

Our contemporary writes: 

“There was a time when we taught our children 
that Canada was a country of unlimited resources, 
and in many cases we need to know far more about 
resources if we are to make intelligent use of them. 
Natural resources have been defined as the things in 
nature which man uses or may use to satisfy wants. 
They include soil, water, minerals, vegetation, fish and 
wild life. Of these, minerals alone are not ae

By his misuse of natural resources man has depleted 
the soil, wasted water, consumed the minerals, destroy- 
ed the forests and exploited fish and wild life. 

“Tf man is to survive he must learn to make wise 
use of natural resources and this we call conservation. 

“Wise use of resources in any community depends 
upon knowing what the resources are; taking steps 
to adequately protect them; making wise use of them; 
and finally, making certain that the natural resources 
are renewed, 

“The only possible ways of doing this is by deve- 
loping a public understanding of the value and Import- 
ance of natural resources. We can do this in the home 
and in the school and in the community at large, 

“We can’t do it by teaching our children that 
Canada has unlimited resources . . .we can't do It by 
shrugging our shoulders and putting the Job on some- 
one else, Wither you and I are conservation conscious 

-or we are not. If we aren't or if we fail to develop 

-Canada’s resources will quickly disappear and 

with It our prosperity and national life.”

JUNK ARMADA 

Can the American Seventh Fleet stop a Chinese 
Communist amphibious invasion of Formosa? 
wer is not too clear. If the would-be invaders were pre- 
paring to set forth in 10,000-ton transports with naval 
escort there might be more certainty of stopping them. 
But they are reportedly ready to embark in at least 
5,000 junks, perhaps 10 to 20 soldiers to a boat. 

A correspondent of the Province Hvening Bulletin, 
writing from Formosa, calls these junks “one of the most 
seaworthy crafts afloat.” They are built of wood, pow- 
ered by sail or engine, and they can be stopped only by 
sinking. And that is not easy to do, Hach crew, it is said, 
is provided with squares of canvas and wooden pegs 
with which to plug holes. 

The problem facing the planes and guns of the 
Seventh Fleet is much like the problem presented by 
waves of dispersed infantry advancing on land. Can 
the junks be sunk fast enough, especially in the darkness 
or fog under the cover of which the Communists are sure 
to launch any attack? Machine gun fire might not sink 
them, Dive bombers could if they can get around fast 
enough during the small portion of the 24 hours re- 
quired for the voyage likely to be both light and clear. 
Hach junk sunk eliminates but a squad or two of 
enemy fighters. ' : 

There is no danger of the junk armada sinking the 
Seventh Fleet. But it could inflict what amounts to a 


defeat if enough men and munitions got through to over- _ 


whelm the Nationalist army on the big island.

Much of the gay color of our August gardens 
comes from the lowly petunia, one of the hardiest, 
showiest and cheapest of our flowers. 

A single petunia plant is nothing to cheer about. 
But in masses, for borders and beds, petunias return 
a rich reward for the small care they need, and a 
quarter’s worth of seeds give weeks of lovely and im- 
pressive bloom in pink, red, purple and white.

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Feeding The Body By Other Means 
Than Mouth and Stomach 

A form of treatment that has 
come into general use in recent 
years is feeding the patient by 
other methods than by the mouth, 
It is called parental fluid therapy. 
‘These methods of getting foods and 
other necessary substances into the 
body are subcutaneous injections 
into a muscle, or injections into a 
vein, 

In Medical Clinics of North Am- 
erica, Dr. Oscar Bodansky, ASSO- 
ciate Professor of Clinical Pharma- 
cology, Cornell University Medical 
College, writes: “Such administrat- 
jon becomes necessary when, for 
one reason or another, it is impos- 
sible to furnish the full quota of 
these substances through the gas- 
trointestinal tract, (mouth, sto- 
mach, intestines) and when the 
economy or needs of the body be- 
comes threatened.” 

There are two general circum- 
stances in which parental fluid 
therapy is needed. The first is when 
the usual method of feeding can- 
not or should not be used, and the 
second is where there has been a 
loss of substances urgently needed 
by the body, that is blood, plasma, 
water, minerals (chloride, sodium, 
potassium), proteins, and vitamins. 

After pointing out the various 
symptoms or signs by which the 
physician can tell what substances 
are needed by the body, such as 
Jack of alkalies, sodium, potassium, 
lack of water, loss of weight, dry- 
ness of tongue and mucuous mem- 
branes, loss of whole blood, Dr. 
<y outlines the treatment 
for the loss of these necessary sub- 
stances from the body which is 
really the replacement of these 
various substances by parental fluid 
therapy, that is, by injection of 
these substances in fluid or liquid 
form, under the skin, into the ab- 
domen, into a muscle or vein. Giving 
these substances by mouth means 
they would haye to go through 
muscle or into a vein. Giving these 
substances by mouth means they 
would have to go through the 
various processes of digestion, 
which takes a number of hours; 
getting them into the blood and 
lymph within a matter of minutes 
prevents collapse and death in many 
cases. 


It is when we think of former 
days, starving a patient, giving 
him strong purgatives and enemas 
to “clean him out” before operat- 
jon, thus losing needed substances, 
and compare it with nourishing 
food before operation and then 
these quick-acting food and other 
substances needed by the body af- 
ter operation, that we get some idea 
of the advance made in various 
emergencies in addition to treat- 
ment before and after operation. 


Electric Shock Treatment for 
Unbearable Pain and Depression 

I have written several times a- 
bout the simple operation of cut- 
ting certain nerves in the head, 
which gives rellef from unbearable 
pain and deep grief. When this op- 
eration, 
fected certain lobes of the brain, 
was first used, all that was wanted 
by patient and expected by the sur- 
geon was relief from this unbear- 
able pain. The patient was made 
free of his pain and depression and 
became practically a child again 
with no sense of responsibility 
whatever, To the surprise of physi- 
cians, many of these cases after 
operation were found to be not only 
free of pain and depression but re- 
gained normal mental ability and 
were able to resume their former 
occupations, 

I have also written several tim- 
es about electric shock treatment 
for mental ailments, especially men- 
tal ailments brought on by war ex- 
periences. It is interesting to learn, 
then, that these electric shock 
treatments are being used to give 
relief in intractable pain. 

In Policlinico, Rome, Dr, C, Cat- 
alano-Nobijli reports on 27 pat- 
jents with intractable pain. Twen- 
ty patients were drug addicts who 
were unable to control the pain 
caused by various conditions 
throughout the body. In addition 
to the terrible pain caused by these 
various ailments, there was also 
the effect upon the emotions which 
of course, aggravated the pain. It 
was the fact that the disturbed 
emotions aggravated the pain from 
the body ailments that suggested to 
Dr. Catalano-Nobili the use of the 
electric shock treatment which has 
given relief to so many war-worn, 
anxiety-tormn men and women. 

Treatment consisted of electric- 
ally induced shock four times daily 
in two sessions, in most cases under 
barbital anaesthesia, As a rule, 
treatment for two and half days

sclousness resulting In an interrup- 
tion of the pain and of the emo- 


tional symptoms also, Repeated 
successive applications at short in- 
tervals were effective, while single 
applications at long intervals were 
not effective, 

Dr, Catalano-Nobili believes that 
this treatment so affects the nerves 
that while the sensations can be 
felt, they are not so deep or tor- 
turing, 

While 27 is not a large number 
of patients, nevertheless the pa- 
tients all obtained relief. It may 
be felt that this electric shock 
treatment will appeal to some pa- 
tients and their families rather 
than the operation lobotomy. 


REMOVAL OF ADENOIDS 
TO IMPROVE HEARING 

Many physicians will remember 
when children’s tonsils were being 
removed as a protection against, 
rheumatic fever, which is so fre- 
quently followed by heart disease. 
Children’s tonsils are still being re- 
moved for this purpose but only 
the tonsils are infected. Occasion- 
ally tonsils are removed if they are 
large and interfering with breath- 
ing even if infection is not present 
in the tonsils, 

For many years it was the habit 
of the throat specialist when he re- 
moved tonsils to remove the ade- 
noids also. Adenoids are soft 
growths of tissue resembling tonsil 
tissue. Because adenoids often grow 
at or near the opening of the eus- 
tachian tubes in the throat, prevent- 
ing air getting into middle ear to 
ventilate it and so disturbing hear- 
ing, ear and throat specialists are 
remoying these adenoid growths and 
improying the hearing in many cas- 
es, 

In Medical Clinic, Munich, Dr. W. 
Kustner comments on the great 
number of cases of inflammation 
and pus formation of the middle ear 
in children, and suggests that the 
location ofthe adenoid tissue (pha- 
Tyngeal tonsil) might be responsible 
for many cases, He thus advises 
that this adenoid tissue be remov- 
ed to prevent these ear inflamma- 
tions. 

The removal of the adenoid tis- 
sue clears the opening of the eusta- 
chian tubes and the tubes themselv- 
es and prevents stoppage or slow- 
ness of the removal of the pus from 
the middle ear, In addition to ven- 
tilating the middle ear, removal 
of adenoids ventilates the nose and 
adjoining sinuses, It is a complete 
“clearing” of the head as it were. 

A large adenoid growth (pha- 
ryngeal tonsil) interferes with 
breathing and causes a state simil- 
ar to acute coryza (head cold), This 
adenojd tissue interferes with the 
sense of taste and smell and thus 
in turn interferes with the child's 
appetite and his enjoyment of food, 
“This may explain why some chil- 
dren eat poorly which, in turn, has 
an unafvorable effect on growth,’ 
writes Dr. Kustner, "This is another 
argument in favor of the remoyal 
of the adenoid tissue.” 

Dr, Kustner advocates that in 
children the adenoids be removed 
and the tonsils be left intact be- 
cause tonsils often become enlarg- 
ed because of adenoids and become 
normal in size when adenoids are re- 
moved. Of course, if tonsils are in- 
fected they should be removeyd. 


Overweight And The Insurance 
Companies 

Our life {insurance companies for 
many years have been greatly con- 
cered about overweight in their 
policyholders and in those wishing 
to obtain insurance, This is because 
records of thousands of policyhol- 
der over the years show that the 
dangers and disadvantages of over- 
welght are real and not Imaginary, 
Accordingly, the companies issue 
from time to time leaflets ‘and 
booklets showing how overweight 
not only shortens the life span but 
interferes with the everyday health, 

In the reducing diet leaflets there 
is always the advice to cut down on 
starches (sugar, potatoes, bread) 
and on fats (butter, cream, fat 
meats), As every point of fat can 
hold three pounds of water, over- 
weights are now advised to cut 
down on all liquids by 25 to 50 per 
cent. What is not mentjoned in 
many reducing diets is the impor- 
tance of cutting down on table salt 
in and on foods, despite the fact 
that it js generally known that salt 
holds much water in the tissues (70 
times its own weight). 

In Nordic Medicine, Stockholmn, 
Dr. F. Heintzelmann reports his 
study of the effect of treatment 
with diets low in salt and with 
fluld intake up to 3 liters (more 
than three quarts) daily in 30 pa- 
tlents with pronounced heart {n- 
sufficiency or weakness and ex-

prise treatment to many physicians 
as fluids are usually greatly re- 
duced in all cases of failing heart. 

In most cases there was progres- 
sive loss of weight and the more 
abundant intake of fluids caused 
neither Inward nor outward signs 
of any aggravation of the heart 
symptoms. Dr, Heitzelmann there- 
fore concludes that a diet contain- 
ing less than a half teaspoon of 
‘table salt can be of great value in 
the treatment of uncompensated 
(failing) heart disorders, By use of 
a diet low in table salt, it is un- 
necessary to cut down so much on 
water and other liquids, the pa- 
tlent being allowed in some cases 
to take 2.to 3 quarts of Niquids 
daily, with benefit to all the or- 
gans of the body. Salt and liquids 
fare needed by the body tissues every 
day but a little less salt will make 
the work of the heart lighter and 
also the weight of the body,

Living in luxury becomes a realty 
expensive business for Canadians 
now. 

The Government's new tax bud- 
get for pay-as-you-go financing of 
defense and foreign arms aid hits 
hard at heavy users of luxury it- 
ems. But the average-income citi- 
gen, already burdened with the high_ 
est cost of living in history, has es- 
caped higher personal income taxes, 
at least for the present. And the es- 
sentials of life have been left un- 
touched by the new tax imposts, 

Finance Minister Douglas Abbott 
announced the budget measures last 
night, And they were smaller than 
most persons expected. Abbott will 
attempt this year to raise only 59- 
million dollars, That amount will 
give the government 239-million 
dollars with which to start the new 
defense program ,.. More than 
enough until parllament meets a- 
gain. Additional levies may be made 

‘at that time, 

The new budget slaps immediate 
tax increases on luxury items such 
8s automobiles, beer, whiskey, soft 
drinks, electrical appliances, gum, 
candy and sporting goods. It also 
yboosts corporation taxes,

Electrical and household applian- 
ces—not including stoves, refriger- 
ators or washing machines — are 

taxed 15 per cent, 

Soft drinks, candy and chewing 
gum are boosted 30 per cent. 

A 15 percent tax is placed on fire- 
arms, ammunition, golf clubs, fish- 
ing rods, motorcycles, motor scoot- 
ers and similar sporting equipment. 

Distilled liquors are boosted 11 to 
12-dollars a gallon raising the price 
of a 26-ounce bottle of whiskey from 
12 to 15 cents, 

A tax of 16 to 21 cents per pound 
goes into effect on beer malt which 
will cause a one-cent jump in the 
retail price of a pint of beer. 

Automobiles, photographic equip- 
ment, furs, jewelry, clocks, toilet ar_ 
ticles, trunks, purses, luggage and 
smokers accessories go up 10 to 
15 per cent. 

And corporation income taxes go 
up to new levels of 15 per cent on 
taxable income up to 10-thousand 
dollars and 38-per cent on Incomes 
above that level,

Fat people who think they can 
reduce by exercising were told today 
they have to walk 36 miles to lose 
one pound. 

The revelation was made by Dr, 
D. E. Roger of Regina in an article 
published in the Canadian Medical 
Association Journal, 

To reduce, says Dr. Roger, the 
fat person should use a positive ap- 
proach to a diet. The less he talks 
and thinks about food the easier it 
will be for him to adhere to the 
diet. 

The Regina expert says the cur- 
rent trend in reducing is away from 
the tough or starvation type of 
diet. Hp, says the more normal the 
diet can be the better psychological 
effect, 

Dr, Roger quotes authorities as 
concluding that overweight is caus- 
ed by overeating and he lists six 
causes for that: 


1—It’s a habit caused by an oy- 


erzealous or misguided mother; 2— 
It's gratification obtained from the 
flavors of food; 3—It's comfort pro- 
duced by the full stomach; 4—tem- 
porary respite from difficulties ob- 
tained by eating; 5—It's an un- 
changed appetit, ind (6) It’s the 
food habits of you... which are re- 
tained through adult life.

Up Locally 
Immediately 


The chairman of the Lindsay | 
Hydro Commission has announced. 
the schedule of new hydro rates ef- 
fective in Lindsay commencing with 
the September billing, Details of 
the increased rates, attributed to 
4nereased wholesale power costs 
and local improvements, were re- 
leased by Chairman L. A, Waddell 
this afternoon, The overall increas- 
ed selling price of power locally 
approximates 11 1-2 per cent, 

The old domestic rates were 2.3 
cents for the first 60 K.WH. per 
month and .8 cents for the balance, 
The new domestic rates are: 2.3 
cents for the first 60 kilowatt hours: 
and one cent for the balance per 
month. 

In the Commercial grouping the 
service charge under the new rate 
schedule remains the same. For the 
first 100 hours use of connected load 
or maximum demand the old rate 
was 1,9 cents and all remaining 
hours .6 cents. The new rate in this 
grouping is 2 cents for the first 50 
hours and .9 cents on all remaining. 

In the Power or Industrial group- 
ing the service charge is unchanged 
under the revised rates. The first 
50 hours use of connected load or 
maximum demand was forrmerly 
13 cents per kilowatt hour. Over 
50 the rate was .8 cents and all re- 
maining at .25 cents. The new rate 
for this group of users is: first 50 
hours 1.5 cents, next 50 hours 1.1 
cents and all remaining .25 cents, 

The chairman explained that the 
cost of street lighting in the town 
would increase by approximately 
$1,000 per year. 

In addition to the recent whole- 
sale cost of power increase, Mr. 
Waddel explained that the Gom- 
mission was faced with a possible 
additional increase of 5 per cent 
in January. He was not prepared to 
say whether or not this would fur- 
ther affect local rates. 

Application for a rate increase 
Was Made several months ago and 
approval has just been receiyed by 
the local commission, Their request 
was reviewed by the parent com- 
mission and the rates set forth here- 
in are as approved by it,

“I was born the day that the 
Prince of Wales (Albert Edward) 
visited Peterborough on September 
6, 1860, and was named after him," 
continued the nonagenarian. ‘My 
father, Captain Elijah Bottum 
came to Bobcaygeon from Ogdens- 
burg, New York, to operate the in- 
land Jakes steamer-boats, One of his 
boats “Eva” was among the first 
propeller boats built. Three crafts 
were used to carry the mail, provis- 
jons and to tow log drives to the 


mills, They were also used as ex- | 


cursion boats.” 

Seated in the office of the store 
where he has spent so many years, 
Mr. Bottum recounted his exper- 
fences and adventures. He was more 
willing to talk about his own share 
in them, but out of the conversa- 
tion came glimpses of a busy, purp- 
osful and admirable life. 


Mr. Bottum was one of a fam- 
ily of five, two boys and three girls.

by the Indians was “Kawatha,” 
| which later, due fo an error, became 
“Kawartha,” This name was pres- 
ented to all the municipal councils 
who were asked to use it {n their 
advertising, It was accepted, and 
from that time on the Kawartha 
district has stood in its own right 
}as a tourist area, 


“Our cottage on’ Nogie'’s Island 
was the second one built on Pigeon 
Lake, and’ now there are more than 
400 cottages,” stated Mr. Bottum.

Bottum is a great fisherman and 
hunter, He has gone to a hunting 
camp every year but one for the 
past 27 years. Two years ago he

Little information is available 
concerning the first years of the 
work of the church in Cartwright, 
but {t 1s evident that the Rev,’s C. 
T. Wade and OC, S. Kennedy, also 
Rev. EB, Patterson, assistant at Co- 
bourg, visited the township quite 
frequently and thot Rev Samuel 
Armour, of Cavan, held frequent 
weekday as wel] as Sunday services 
here. 

The church was active and well 
organized as early as the yenr 1840, 
seven years after the first settlers 
arrived from Cavan ,for in April of 
that year, Mr. James Cnesar, after 
whom Caesarea ts named, was in 
correspondence to the Bishop, with 
a view to erecting a church. The 
Rey, S.’Armour, mentioned above, 
father of the late Chief Justice Ar- 
mour and grandfather of Judge Erio 
Armour, who died in Toronto a 
few years ago, who was then a 
missionary in the district, applied 
to the Bishop for the appointment 
of o permanent clergyman for 
Cartwright, while correspondence 
in the Archives Department shows 
that the immediate erection of a 
church was contemplated in the 
year 1843, 

The foundation date of the Parish 
is 1850 and the first church, a frame 
building, later destroyed by fire, 
was erected Jn the year, at the site 
of the present, St. John’s cemetery, 
about a mile east of Blackstock 
then known as Williamsburg, 

This church was dedicated by 
the Right Rey. John Strachen, 
M A.L,,-LD., D.D., first Bishop of 


‘Toronto and from legislative records: 
it is interesting to note that this 
church had the unique distinction 
of being the only church in the Pro- 
vince ever to receive the blessing, 
not only of the Bishop, but also of 
the Legislature itsolf 

This church served the Parish 
until 1876, when the present hand- 
some solid brick church was built, 
the committee responsible for this 
splendid project comprised, Messrs. 
JH, Devitt, R. Bryans, R.B, Sprinks, 
W. McLaughlin, A. Lattimore, J. 
Bailey and J Nesbit, the the Rec- 
tor being the Rey, John Creighton, 
BD. 

The following taken from a news- 
paper clipping of the year 1876, is 
very interestig: “St, John’s church, 
lately erected at Williamsburg, {n 
Cartwright, was opened on Sunday, 
a8rd. July, An immense concourse 
of people was present, who managed 
to be within hearing, In and about 
the church, morning prayer was 
sald by Rey, W. Logan, M.A., Rec- 
tor of Fenelon Falls, the ante 
communion by the Rector, Rev, J. 
Creighton, B.D, and the Holy Com- 
munion celebrated by the Rural 
Dean Allen. In the evening a con- 
gregation equally large assembled, 
the musical part of these services 
Was well and heartily rendered by 
the choir, under the direction of 
Miss Howe at the organ, which Is 
® powerful and sweet instrument, 
used for the first time on this 
occasion, Next day, Monday, a fes- 
tival was held in the large drill 
shed in the village, at which 1,000 
persons were present. During the 
evening further subscriptions wera 
handed in, leaving only $660.00 due 
on the cost of building and furnish- 
ing. the church, The church is a 
neat building consisting of nave, 
chance], vestry room and tower with 
spire, The nave is 48 feet by 33 feet 
and will seat 200 persons.” 

In May of the year 1883 the fol- 
lowing appeared in print “Cart- 
wright St. John’s church in this 
parish, was consecrated by the 
Bishop of Toronto on the 28th, all 
indebtedness having been removed. 
The Bishop was assisted by the 
Rector, the Rey, John Creighton, 
Rey, Rural Dean Allen and Rey. 
John Carry. In connection with 
the consecration, the rite of con- 
firmation was administered by the 
Bishop.” 

In 1949, the Rector, the Rey. John 
McKibbin exerted much energy and 
broke much ground in reviving this 
project and in November of that 
year successfully launched the 100th 
anniversary renovation campaign 
which was continued by his succes- 
sor, the Rey. George Nicholson and 
the already functioning renovation 
committee, namely; the church 
Wardens, Messrs, C, P. Devitt and 
J. H. Rahm, Mr, A. L. Bailey, Mr. 
J, Hamilton, Mrs. T. Smith, Mrs. 
A, L, Bailey. 


Tn May of 1950, the Rectory roof 
was re-shingled and extensive re- 
pairs to the front and back porches 
and the windows of the Rectory 
carried out, On Monday, May lst, 
work Was commenced on the re- 
novation of the church, the onset 
of this work disclosed serious da- 
mage to the foundations and con- 
struction beams, due to dry rot, etc., 
this necessitated extensive expan- 
sion of the program previously 
planned. 

Tt is very gratifying that the 
whole of the renovations work has 
been carried out by church mem- 
bers, with the exception of the 
redecoration of the church interior, 
which was excellently executed by 
G, Stoneman, artist decorator, of 
Toronto. Under the leadership of 
Mr, G, Staniland and Mr, A, L. 
Batley, the working parly, consisted 
of Messrs, J. Smith, T. Smith, J. 
Hamilton, F. Staniland and for a 
short perlod, Messrs, W. Pearce 
and L, Henry, the major repairs 
were carried out and the interior 
renovation scheme most excellent- 
ly executed, 

The interlor design was drawn by 
the rector, Rev. George Nicholson, 
the complete new ceiling, the panel- 
ling of the chancel and choir walls, 
the beautiful oak screen at the 
choir stalls, will speak to all con- 
tinually of the devoted and pain- 
staking Inbours of the men men- 
tioned above. The Interest and sup- 
port of the members of the congre- 
gation and friends of the parish ts 
indicated {n the number of gifts 
already received toward this worthy 
project of repairing and beautify- 
ing the home church. 

A visit to the church {s of inter- 
est and historical value, there is a 
handsome baptismal font, present- 
ed by St. Paul's church, Bloor St, 
Toronto, 1926, three very beautiful 
stained glass memorial windows, 
the one on the west wall in memory 
of Willlam and Hannah McLaugh- 
iin, the one on the enst wall, in 
memory of Nelson Marlow and his 
wife, Ann Jane Parr, while the 
magnificent altar window, commem- 
orates the services of Rey. John

Parls -(NBA)- {n two years, roar- 
ing blast furnaces and smoky skies 
in the heart of France's richest iron 
ore region will signify one of the 
Marshall Plan’s top {ndustrial re- 
covery projects on the European 
continent, 

To France, this project is called 
“SOLLAC” {is a trump card in 
meeting her 1953 steel capacity 
target of 12.5 million metric tons 
of crude steel. It also stands for 
more sutomobiles, more radios, 
more refrigerators and, combined 
with other steel enterprises, an 
anticipated national income of 
$23,000,000 annually in foreign ex- 
change. 

Tm 1930 France produced 9,447,000 
tons of steel, 10 per cent of world 
production, Because of war damage 
and other disruptions, by 1045 pro- 
duction had dropped to 1,661,000 
tons, 


Without financial assistance from 
ECA, the French steel Industry has 
been able to reinstall) and reactivate 
the blast furnaces réquired to bring 
French production to 9,124,000 tons, 
only three per cent less than their 
1930 production. 

SOLLAC (Societe Lorraine de 
Laminage Continu) {s an organizat- 
jon of nine leading iron and steel 
firms which have been given priority 
to modernize the industry and boost 
production. The project ts located 
near Hayange, “Pittsburgh of 
France, to the Saar. 

The Economic Cooperation Ad- 
ministration, throwing its financial 
backing into the enterprise, has ear- 
marked $49,360,000 for equipment.

Korea War Speeds Plans for Railroad 
Into Rich New Labrador Iron Ore Land 


By JAMES MONTAGNES 
NEA Special Correspondent 
Toronto, Canada—(NEA)— A war 
in far-off Korea has hastened con- 
struction of a railroad into the Lab- 
rador wilderness, That's because the 
new rail line will lead into rich new 
iron oyp country, badly needed for 

the production of war material. 

Plans had called for starting con- 
struction on the railway next 
But now it will be begun 
r, Supplies for the big pro- 
ject are being rushed to Seven Is- 
lands, southern terminus of tho 
line. Seven Islands is on the St. 
Lawrence river, frozen over during 
the winter. So the supplies are go-~ 
ing by ship now, whilo they can. 
Later, equipment will be flown to 
Seven Islands, 

Despite the speed-up of construc- 
tion, the vital railway won't be fin- 
Jshed until about mid-1952. When 
completed, it will extend for 360 
miles northward from Seven Is- 
Jands into the heart of the new 
iron range. 

Six U.S. steel companies are 
helping to finance the development 
of the Iron ore deposits. A tote road 
has already been built 60 miles 
north of Seven Islands. Another 40 
miles of railway will cross difficult 
bush country, The remaining 260 
miles will be easier, over the flat, 
rocky terrain to Knob Lake, site of 
the main ore deposits. 

Plans call for 10 contractors to 
build the railway in sections and to 
complete the job in two years, Then 
it is)expected that at least 10,000,000

Showings so far lead to the be- 
Hef ‘that the Labrador field is much 
bigger than the Mesabi range in 
Minnesota, The new fields cover an 
area of at least 226 miles by 60 
miles as shown by the drilling oper-

One of the oldest schools in Ca- 
yan Township, Whiltfield’s School 
SS No. 8, {s being modernized and 
renoyated.

Mr. Whitfield taught from 1841 
to 1863 and it was during the period 
of his teaching that the present 
schoolhouse was erected. 

In 1900, a new hardwood floor 
was laid by Charles and Harry Gar- 
diner, according to a note found 
in a sealed tin box when the re- 
novyating committee began work.

Daylight Saving | Ends At 


Nearly 91, 
Railroader 
Reminisces 


A resident of Lindsay for 35 years, 
Sam Harris, 38 Durham Street west, 
will celebrate his 91st birthday on 
Friday, 

Although a little bit hard of 
hearing Mr. Harris has a keeu 
memory and still remembers many 
incidents of his earlier life on the 
railroad. He recalls that Lindsay 
was quite a boom town when he 
first came here in September, 1888. 
He was a fireman on the Grand 
Trunk Railway in those days and 
this was an important railway cen- 
ter. | 

Mr, Harris who made hundreds 
of runs between here and Midland 
and Belleville, recalls that the en- 
gines were much smaller in those 
days than the modern locomotives 
of today, They hauled about 15 cars 
to a train he says and carried mostly 
grain and lumber. 

There was not as much industry 
in Lindsay at that time, Mr. Harris 
says, and there were only about 
5,000 people living here. The town 
had 14 hotels when he first came 
and there were wooden sidewalks 
on Kent Street. The street itself 
Was made of cedar blocks, he re- 
calls. 

Mr. Harris remembers being 
stuck all night in the snow on sey- 
eral occasions during his days on 
the railway. On one trip back be= 
fore the turn of the century he 
left here on a train pulled by two 
engines following a snowplow. The 
train was going to Whitby but the 
snowplow and both engines were 
derailed along the way and the 
crews were there from Saturday 
afternoon until Monday afternoon 
before help arrived. 

Born and raised ona farm at 
Allandale, near Barry in Simcoe 
County, Mr. Harris first came to 
Lindsay as a young man, He lived 
here for 10 years and married a 
Coboconk girl in 1891, They went 
to Depot Harbour near Parry 
Sound where Mr. Harris ran an en- 
gine for 27 years before returning 
to Lindsay about 25 years ago. 

Mr. Harris says that he used to 
go to the exhibition every year and 
never missed a year for 20 years. 
“T always got a big kick out of the 
fair,” he says, but this will be the 
third year he has missed it. “I'm 
not able to walk that far”, he says, 


Claims The ‘‘King’’ 
Of Bahamas Hired 
Oakes’ Assassin

“He's the king of the island, that 
murderer, Everybody knows he did 
it, and that he did it because he 
thought Lady Oakes would marry 
him. He {s so powerful that nobody 
from the governor down dares to 
touch him,” 

The Toronto woman believes that 
Edward Majava, the California 
sailor who has re-opened the case, 
may actually have information 
pointing directly to the murderer. 

The woman fs further quoted 
as saying: “It is quite well nown 
that he hired a tool to do the ac- 
tual slaying --the son of a white 
father and negro mother.” 

The unidentified woman says she 
was a personal friend of Miss Betty 
Renner, the Washington D.C, law- 
yer who was mysteriously slain in 
Nassau. The Toronto woman is 
quoted as saying “Miss Renner knew 
too much,”

WHY NOT TACKLE THE PROBLEM 
FROM ANOTHER ANGLE FIRST 

The popular trend these days seems to be to look 
only in one direction when the need arises to extract 
more profit from business in order to meet expenses 
---the direction of the public upon whom the burden 
of price increases must fall. This, of course, is not 
true of all businesses but it is the rule and not the 
exception ... when more returns are needed, the price 
of the commodity is increased. 

Now, no one will deny that there are times when 
the only way in which additional revenue can be de- 
rived is by increasing the price of products, basic and 
manufactured. However, it does seem that this course 
is being more and more frequently resorted to as a 
primary and not a secondary action. 

With the present cost of living index at record 
levels, every producer should hesitate to force it any 
higher before trying to reduce cost of production, 
distribution, or whatever factors are behind the need 
for the price increase. It may be that there is no 
other way out but it would be a good idea to tackle 
the problem from another angle first.

CONFUCIUS DISOWNED 

The Chinese Communists have ordered the burn- 
ing of the Confucian Classics and a long list of other 
books as “anti-revolution and anti-people.”’ 

They forget history. The rascally founder of the 
Ts'in dynasty, abeut 225 B.C., thought he could make 
the Chinese forget the Sage’s noble precepts by con- 
signing his books to the flames.

That. chemists are still up to their tricks of de- 
signing weird gadgets and making silk purses from 
50Ws’ ears was. shown by many reports: 

Prof. Julian M. Sturtevant of Yale University 
described a calorimeter that reflects incredibly small 
changes of temperature spread out over several hours. 
It was the most sensative instrument yet devised to 
measure the heat generated by slow biochemical re- 
action such as take place inside lying cells, 

The Southern Research Institute, Birmingham, 
Ala., developed a synthetiic spearmint oil from citrus. 

Prof. K. A. Kobe and R. T. Romans told how a 
variation of styrene can be made from paper-mill 
wastes. The chemical can be used instead of styrene 
to make synthetle rubber better than that now used 
for automobile tires. The new rubber would be rela- 
tively expensive but is should have important special 
uses,

feet above sea level. Where the 
mountains level off, farm homes 
and small fields are always visible. 
We learn these people are very poor, 
probably keep a cow or two and a 
few chickens, depending on lum- 
bering in the winter months to eke 
oub a livelihood. It seems to me 
they vie with one another in build- 
ing their home on the highest or 
most inaccessible spots, They make 
rough fences out of poles stuck in 
the ground joined by a few strands 
of wire and on these they dry their 
hay. They seem to follow the same 
plan for ripening or curing their 
meagre grain crop, just a pole stuck 
in the ground around the field and 
the grain draped on it until the pole 
is filled. It is marvellous scenery. 
Mrs. Bast, our delegate from Brit- 
ish Columbia says it is very similar 
to the Rockies in her province, 

We disappear into the darkness 
dozens of times for the railroad tak- 
es us through mountains and ar- 
ound them, as it is an uphill climb 
all the way until we reach the top. 
You can see snow on the mountain 
tops, lakes are everywhere cradl- 
ed among the mountain peaks, and 
very often a noisy, rushing moun- 
tain stream races along besidg us, 
we hear filled with trout and sal- 
mon. Sometimes the peaks divide 
and in the valley between are fer- 
tile farms with quite pretentious 
buildings. The cattle we see resem- 
ble our Herfords but the white 
streak is wider on the back and 
spreads out on the rump, 

The Germans stripped Norway of 
cattle and since the war 370,000 cat- 
tle have been imported to restock 
the farms. The breed I have. des- 
cribed is native to Norway and is 
called Telemarken. The Norwegian 
laughingly say the legs of their 
cattle are shorter on one side than 
the other because of their mountain 
pastures. We travel long distances 
through snow sheds something new 
to us, They are roofs over the tracks 
to prevent snow drifting in the win- 
ter months, for they try to keep 
this road open, Snow fences are all 
along the tracks and are much 
higher but not nearly so sturdy as 
ours. 

We stop at Finse for 20 minutes 
right at the top of Norway’s moun- 
tain ridge. Here is the only glacier 
in Norway and right near the sta- 
tion platform is a monument to 
the explorer Scott. It was at Finse 
he’ trained his dogs for his dash 
to the North Pole. The valleys wid- 
en as we come down the mountain 
We notice many lumber mills with 
huge sawdust piles near. It is a

Sales Show | Gain 


Over Year 


New York, Sept. 18 — Lindsay 9. 


Stands out as a rich market, with 
income and spending at a level a- 
bove that of most other towns in 
Canada. This is brought out in a 
new, copyrighted survey of buying 
power, prepared by Sales Manage- 
ment, covering all sections of Can- 
ada and the United States. ‘ 

The high standard of living pre- 
vailing in Lindsay is indicated by 
volume of retail business done in 
the past year. The local stores rege 
istered a sales total of $11,705,000, 
which was well above the city’s 
quota, On the basis of its popula= 
tion {t should have accounted for 
only .0730 percent of Canada’s busi_ 
ness, Actually, however, it did .1346 
per cent, 

This $11,705,000 sales record was 
@ gain over the volume of business 
done the previous year, $10,169,000. 

The ability of local families to 
spend more was made possible by 
better incomes. The 2,900 families 
in Lindsay attained a gross income 
of $8,916,000 in 1949. Dividing the 
one by the other yield a per family 
income of $3,074. 

The fact that the sales volume in 
Lindsay exceeded the total income 
indicates that the city is the hub 
of a large trading area. 

After analyzing Lindsay as to 
population, incomes, sales and other 
Significant factors, the suryey as- 
signs to it a “quality of market” in- 
dex of 127. This rating sets it 27 
percent above the nation as a whole 
in sales potential.

Church | Urges 
Flat Pension 
Without Test 


Toronto, Sept, 19—(BUP)—A sug- 
gestion that ministers earning less 
than five thousand dollars a year 
be exempted from paying income 
tax was unanimously rejected to- 
day by the 14th General Council of 
the United Church. 

Instead, the council, meeting in 
Toronto, voted a 375-dollar a year 
increase for church board secretar- 
jes, mission superintendents and 
church officials to offset increased 
costs of living. 

That motion was presented by El- 
mer Davis of Kingston. 

The Council also recommended 
that a flat rate pension of not less 
than 40-dollars a month should be 
paid to all Canadians at the age 
of 70, regardless of income, thus 
abolishing the means test. 

Toronto Layman G. W. Mason, a 
lawyer, won his argument that the 
pension plan should not be patd on 
@ pay-as-you-go basis by the Fed- 
eral Government. 

He said it was futile to expect the 
cost of old-age pensions would come 
out of the well-to-do people of 
Canada, He said 80 per cent of the 
faxes today come from people in 
ordinary income brackets,

Reports _ 


This week's bulletin from District 
Forester A. B. Wheatley, Dept. of 
Lands and Forests, Lindsay, is of 
particular interest to trappers in 
the Trent District. 

Here it is: 


Trappers’ Licenses 


A change in the method of issu- 
ing Trappers’ Licenses will take ef- 
fect this year. Resident trappers’ 
licenses, which in former years 
were issued by local issuers, will 
now be issued solely by Conserva- 
tion Officers. The trapper will 
now apply to the Conservation Of- 
ficer, in whose area he wishes to 
trap, pay the fee and obtain his 
license from him. Should the area 
extend into an adjoining officer's 
patrol, the trapper will be required 
to obtain permission from the sec- 
ond officer, 

In this manner each Conserva- 
tion Officer will have a more com- 
plete picture of conditions in this 
area. There will also be some con- 
trol in respect to protecting the in- 
terests of the trapper in his prior 
rights to trap in his own Township 
or County. 

Mr. John Grew, of the Depart- 
ment's Fish and Wildlife Division, 
recently outlined the procedures to 
all of the Conservation Officers of 
the District who were called to the 
District Office at Lindsay for the 
purpose.

FACTS AND FIGURES 
For those who like to examine facts and figures 
there’s a lot of them in the ninth annual report of the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission of Canada. 
The trend in contributions and expenditures in 
connection with the operation of the agency from 
1945 onward is interesting to study. 

For Example; In 1945-46 total contributions 
amounted to 81,199,440.82 and payments accounted 
for $31,993,240.84. In 1946-47 total contributions were 
$98,752,294.48 out of which $43,114,329,18 was paid. 
1947-48 contributions were $109,803,333.89 and pay- 
ments $34,947,020.32. In 1948-49 contributions 
amounted to $131,627,250.88 and payments $49,826,- 
752.16. For the year 1949-50 there was a spectacular 
rise in the amount of benefits paid out over any pre- 
yious period. It was in fact, almost double the amount 


of the previous year. 


Payments in this period totalled 


$85,824,202.13 and contributions were $138,935,737.27. 
‘A significant thing about the Commission’s operations 
for the year 1949-50 is that expenditures for the first 
time in five years exceeded 50 per cent of all revenue. 
A continuation of circumstances such as prevailed 

in the Commission’s 1949-50 period of operations 
could conceivably bring on demands for increased con- 


tributions by those eligible.

Snug Harbour; Its Name’s Origin 
A Mystery But Growth Phenomenal 


The tourist season is just about 
over for this year at Snug Harbour 
The cold weather of the last few 
days has driven the last of the 
summer visitors from this harbour 
that is really “snug.” 

The origin of the nzme is not 
known but the situation very prob- 
ably had a great deal to do with its 
naming. Snug Harbour is located on 
@ quiet little bay almost at the 
mouth of the river. It is sheltered 
from the high winds of the Big 
Bsy and Sturgeon Lake. Back of 
Snug Harbour lays Hamilton's Hill 
which long has been noted as a 
lookout for game wardens who could 
get a good view of the surrounding 
territory. 

The summit of the hill offers an 
ideal spot to inspect the Old Scu- 
gog, Goose Lake, McLaren's Creek, 
the Big Bay, the Long Cut, Stur-

For a number of years, only a- 
bout 18 cottages adorned the shores 
of the Harbour but in the last three 
years the number of cottages has 
more than doubled until now there 
are forty along the edge of the wat- 
er. Some of the original cottagers 
were Jas, Ashwell, Fred Reeves, Pa 
Tilly, Wm. Keys, Jas. Davis, Aub. 
Warner and Beach Bailey) Mrs, Wm. 
Keys is the oldest summer resident 
there now. A good road has been 
put in to the resort now and a store 
operated by Bill Moody, of Lindsay 


is also serying the summer residents 

Most of the summer visitors come 
to fish in Sturgeon and this season 
has seen an unusually large number 
of big fish leave the waters around 
the Harbour. For a great many years 
the waters of Snug Harbour were a 
resting place for ducks on their mi- 
grant journey in the fall. Hunters 
used to come there every autumn 
to hunt these water fowl who drop- 
ped down to feed on the wild rice 
that at one time grew so abundant- 
ly. Now the rice has disappeared 
and with it the ducks, Seldom do 
they land and about the only ones 
ever seen are those which spend the 
summer there. 

Now most of the residents have 
left to return to their homes for 
the winter. The only activity from 
now until freeze-up will be the 
weekend visits of these tourists who 
cannot resist the appeal of Snug 
Harbour.

Off The Heavy Side 

The telephone may soon steal 
some of the popularity of the school 
house, for Canadian children con- 
fined to bed, may soon learn their 
reading writing and arithmetic to 
the tune of a dial. 

The plan all depends on the suc- 
cess of a school-to-home telephone 
service ...now the hope of hundreds 
of children who can't attend school, 

The system ...first tried in the 
States ...{s a relatively simple one. 
The pupil, at home is equipped with 
a microphone and receiving equip- 
ment, the teacher, in school, has 
similar apparatus. So there's a con- 
stant flow of questions and answers 
from the sickroom to the classroom. 

Last winter,,...a two way telephone 
system was installed in Toronto be- 
tween two schools and two pupils 
confined to bed with chronic {ll- 
ness. And the experiment was so 
successful {t took both of them sail- 
ing through grade eight. 

This year, the Toronto Board of 
Education plans to go further with 
the plan, They're going to intro- 
duce the school-to-home telephone 
system into as many sickrooms as 
want them, 

Toronto's director of education, 
Dr. ©, ©. Goldring says the plan 
is still far from perfect. 

But the main obstacles have been 
licked. Engineers of the Bell Tele- 
phone Company have come up with 
the most suitable equipment, And 
now the main problem is that of 
an echo, 

Dr. Goldring says acoustics can 
be improved by putting certain fea~ 
tures into the floors and ceilings 
of rooms where the equipment is 
used, 

And he points out that the value 
of the home telephone system is 
not just academic, He says St ts also 
important as a social contact for a 
sick child. 

And just as hundreds of children 
are responsible for the school to 

home telephone service...so are 
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Reading, Writing and Arithmetic 
Taught to the Tune of a Dial 


hundreds of grown-ups responsible 
for another new course of learning. 
The course will take anyone curi- 
ous into the study of television, And 
the course on T-V will take students 
to Toronto's government-sponsored 
Ryerson Institute of Technology. 
The men behind the idea of tea- 
ching T-V in Canada {is Eric Palin, 
a director of the Toronto school 
of electrical technology. But Palin 
looks over his shoulder and gives 
credit for the school to all the 


television. 

The institute looks like a promise 
of Canadian talent for the around- 
the-corner television. For it's going 
to introduce students to every phase 
of the industry. They will learn 
everything from program produc- 
tion to camera technique through 
to audience reaction. 

And Palin says if there's enough 
interest, the school will plan com- 
plete courses on the different sub- 
jects to be dished up lightly this 
year. 

There's certainly enough interest 
in enrollment. Already 300 names 
are down for the seven week fall 
course which opens on October 16th, 
Half of those enrolled are men....the 
other half women. But all of them 
are in some way connected with 
the radio industry. 

Palin says there was no trouble 
in getting American television ex- 
perts to sign up for lecture ap- 
pearances at the Institute. 

As he puts {t: “Everybody seems 
to be willing to help Canadians 
take what Js really their first tan- 
gible stride in the development of 
television.” 

And Palin also notes a high en- 
thusiasm from radio workers in 
Canada. He says they do not fear

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MAY SOLVE COAL PROBLEM 

Production of coal is one of the problems of Bri- 
tish trade and industry, and while it has greatly 
increased during the past year, it is still far short of 
what the National Coal Board would like. The prob- 
lem may be solved, however, by the invention of the 
“Samson Stripper,” a coal cutting machine which, with 
only five men operating the machine and 30 men at 
the coal face, can produce 100,000 tons a year. At 
that rate it would require only 350 men to mine 
1,000,000 tons. 

After carrying out exhatstive tests with three of 
these new machines, the Board has ordered 70 more. 

Made by a’ London firm, the Stripper drives a 
a wedge along the coal face which planes down the 
coal. Very little dust is produced and no small or 
pulverized coal at all. 

When the wedge-like blades of the machine (made 
of heat-treated armour plate) are rammed forward in- 
to the coalface, the coal is crashed down on to a 
moving conveyor belt, which carries it off to the wait- 
ing trams, easily and quickly. The Stripper depends 
on the slow-moving hydraulic priniciple. Though 
weighing 10 tons its sole motive power is a 20-h,p. 
motor.---St. Thomas Times-Journal

Winston Churchill quickly answered with a vir 
tual motion of censure for plunging the country into” 
the “fiercest party controversy” at such a critical 
period. Prime Minister Attlee retorted that he was 
only “carrying out what was passed in parliament.” 

But the law only provided that a board to run the 
industry should not be set up before October 1. When 
Labor barely won the February election it was widely 
supposed that the Attlee government would go slow 
about taking over steel. It defeated a motion de- 
manding that it abandon the plan, but Labor Leaders 
said they did not see how they could get competent 
managers for the industry, 

If the Churchill motion should carry it would be 
doubly difficult for the government to go on with 
nationalization without obtaining a further mandate 
in an election. There is some speculation that cer- 
tain Labor leaders would not feel too badly about an 
election, believing that it would either give them a 
clear mandate or force the Conseryatives to seek a 
coalition. 

Another explanation of the decision to go ahead

Woolen Care 
It's time to take the woolons out 
of mothballs and ready them for 
wear and there are ways to stretch 
the wearing time instead of the 
wool, 

Wools reacts gratefully to kind | 
treatment, It has a tendency to 
“shape itself” -falls back into its 
original lines --if it's given air and 
rest, 

Always store woolen garments 
loosely, and air them in the sun 
every few weeks during the fall and 
winter, Brush them'thoroughly with 
a firm bristled brush after each 
wearing, and let them rest for av 
least 24 hours after each wearing. 
The brushing removes hidden par- | 
ticles of dirt that actually wear out 
the fibric, The rest gives each little 
woo] fibre a chance to get back its 
spring. 

Hang woolen garments o1 wide- 
shouldered hangers, That way each 
garment hangs in natural folds, and 
the shoulder line won't be stretched 
out into narrow ridges where it 
takes the most weight on the han- 
ger. 

And press woo! carefully --with 
a light touch, a moderately hot fron 
and a damp cloth to steam it 
smooth and eliminate the line of 
the iron. Stop pressing the woolens 
while they are slightly damp, and 
Jet them dry out on the hanger. 

If you follow these simple rules 
your woolen clothes will not only 
look fresher but last longer. 


Hot Freezing 

The first step in freezing veget- 
ables is a hot one, 

As a matter of fact, scalding is 
a must. Scalding keeps the flavor 
and vitamins in frozon vegetables. 
Here's how the Cornell College of 
Home Economics says vegetables 
should be prepared for the freezer. 

First, use large quantities of 
water, so that the water will come 
back to a boil quickly after the 
vegetables are put in. Allow at ‘vast: 
one gallon of water for each pound 
of vegetables....two gallons for each 
pound of leafy vegetables. Be sure 
you scald only a small amount at. 
a time you ovescald veg- 
etables if it takes a long time ‘for 
the water to come back to a boll. 

Second, use an extra set of kettle 
and scalding baskets for cooling the 
vegetables quickly, 

And don’t use copper equipment. 
Copper destroys valuable /i!amins, 


ELECTRIC FAN USES 

An electric fan {s good for more 
summer duties than just providing 
a cool breeze. 

It also can hasten many drying 
Jobs around the house—especially in 
humid or rainy weather. Placed at 
one end of an indoor clothes rack 
or line, helps blow the family wash 
dry. Curtains on a stretcher dry 
faster if a fan !s played on them. 
Waxing floors is faster, if the fan 
blows on the floor as the wax Is ap- 
plied.

Bethany (PNS) Small village al- 
ways take a personal concern in 
the achievements of thelr young 
people, and the success which Karl 
Monk, formerly, of Bethany, has 
achieved in his chosen profession of 
radio, is of interest to the surrgund= 
ing community. 

Karl was born in Bethany, the 
youngest son of Mr. and Mrs, AH 
Monk and received his education 
at the local Public and Continuat- 
jon School, As a young boy, he stu- 
died music as well and became Or= 
ganist in St. Paul's Anlican church, 
a position he held for several yeara. 

His first real employment was as 
operator for the Manvers Municipal 
Telephone System for a term of 
six years. For three of those years 
he was district correspondent for 
The Lindsay Dally Post and The 
Toronto Daily Star, spending his 
spare time writing blographies of 
the district’s older generation and 
histories of little known landmarks. 

Karl's early interest in radio be- 
gan in his parent’s home; Mr. and 
Mrs, Monk owning one of the first 
radios in the village, one of the old 
type with attached earphones. In 
1927 he left Bethany to accept a po= 
sition as announced at one of On- 
tario's oldest radio stations, CKOR 
at Kitchener. During his stay there, 
he also had his own fifteen-minute 
nightly program of gospel hymns 
and sacred music and was known 
as CKOR’s Gospel Singer. Another 
highlight of his three-year stay 
in Kitchener came during the visit 
of their Majesties King George the 
Sixth and Queen Elizabeth to Can- 
ada in 1939, when Kar] was chosen 
as the announcer to describe 
portion of the Royal Tour through 
Western Ontario and their Majes- 
ties reception at Kitchener. 

The following year, 1940, Karl 
moyed to Hamilton as newscaster, 
where he also produced the Sani- 
tarlum Show over Radio Station 
CHML and was chosen to announce 
The Canadian Championship Track 
meet. The same year he was trans- 
ferred to CKGB at Timmins, as 
announcer, later program director 
and supervisor of music, A year 
later he went to Chatham as Super- 
visor of Programs over radio station 
GFCO. 

When Radio Station CHEX open- 
ed “April 1, 1942 at Peterborough 
he received another transfer and 
became the station's musical dir- 
ector, the position he occupied until 
his appointment the next year to 
program director. Over the CHEX 
hookup, he was in charge of the 
broadcasts of Lindsay Fair for sev= 
eral years, 

In 1949 he went to Kingston as 
commercial manager of CKWS. 

‘Two weeks ago, while spending his 
holidays in Bethany with his par- 
ents, he received notice of another 
promotion. With his wife, the form- 
er Lola Cummings of Kitchener, 
whom he married nine years ago; 
and their five-year-old daughter, 
Sandra, Karl left here on Sunday 
for Sarnia where he will be the 
commercial manager of Radio Sta= 
tion CHOK in that city.

Partridge Season 
Opening Near 

Following open seasons for up- 
land game for 1950 were announ- 
ced yesterday by Hon. 
Scott, minister of lands and forests. 

Hungarian partridge: Counties 
of Carleton, Russell, Prescott, Gren- 
yille, Dundas, Stormont and Glen- 
garry only, October 2 to October 
9 inclusive. Bag limit six birds per 
day and no more than 12 birds may 
be in possession at any time. 

Pheasant: In Peelee Island two 
shoots, the first Oct. 23 and 24 aad 
the second Oct. 27 and 28. For each 
shoot bag limit is 11 birds for the 
tWo days. In the first shoot no bag 
may contain more than eight cocks 
or more than three hens. In the sec- 
ond shoot, no bag may contain more 
than 8 cocks or more than 7 hens. 

Counties of Essex, Kent, Lambton 
Lincoln, Welland and Haldimand 
open season will be Nov. 1 to 4, and 
the bag limit three cock pheasants 
per day. 

In the remainder of the province 
open season will be Nov. 3 and 4 and 
the bag limit three cock birds pe: 
day. Hours for pheasant shooting 
game 8 a.m, to 5 p.m. 

Ruffled grouse, Spruce grouse, 
sharp-tailed grouse and ptarmigan 
—North of the French and Mattawa 
rivers the open season will be Oct. 
7 to Nov. 25. South of this in the 
districts of Parry Sound, Nipissing, 
and Muskoka, the counties of Hali- 
burton, Victoria, Peterboro, Ren- 
frew, Lanark, Frontenac, and Len- 
nox and Addington, and north of 
No, 7 highway in Hastings county 
there will be two open periods, 
Oct. 7 to 28 and Nov. 6 to 18. 

In the counties of Essex, Kent, 
Lambton, Middlesex, Elgin, Haldi- 
mand, Lincoln, Welland and the 
townships of Ancaster, Barton, 
Saltfleet, Glanford and Binbrook in 
Wentworth County, the season will 


remain closed. In Wentworth 
county, and in regulated 
townships in Huron, Wellington, 


Simcoe, Ontario and Durham coun- 
ties, and the whole counties of 
Perth, Halton, Norfolk, Brant, Wa- 
terloo, Halton, Peel,-York there 
will be an open season on Nov. 3 and 
4. In the counties of Bruce, Grey, 
Dufferin, Northumberland, Prince 
Edward, Leeds Grenville, Dundas, 
Stormont, Glengarry, Carleton, Rus- 
sell and Prescott and in the non- 
regulated areas of Huron, Welling- 
ton, Simcoe, Ontario and Durhani 
counties and south of No. 7 high- 
way in Hastings county the season 
will be October 7 to 28. 

Bag Jimit will be five per day in 
the aggregate with a possession limit 
of 15 birds, except that in the areas 
open only in Nov. 3 and 4, only 3 
birds per day may be taken, 

Rabbits: In regulated townships 
the season for rabbits opens on the 
opening day of pheasant shooting 
and continue until the expiry date 
of gun licenses in the area. In the 
rest of the province there {s no 
closed season except on Peelee Is- 
land where rabbits open Nov. 1 and 
may not be shot during the phea- 
sant season. 

Squirrel: Season on black, grey 
and fox squirrels opens Nov. 10 and 
11, with a bag limit of five per day 
in the aggregate of all kinds,

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The Overprotected Child 

A clergyman tells the story of the 
worried mother who called him up 
in great distress and said, “I've lost 
my boy. The clergyman thought 
he had died suddenly or been killed 
but learned from the agonized mo- 
ther that he had started to go to 
echool that morning, As far as this 
mother was concerned, he was lost, 
as she would be separated from him 
for hours at a time, 

‘Notwithstanding that an intelli- 
gent teacher, a graduate nurse and 
perhaps even a physician would be 
in attendance at school, this was 
not enough for this mother. “er 
boy was lost to her. While we can 
all understand the care the mother 
would like her child to have, an 
overprotected child is not likely to 
become a normal man or woman, 

What is likely to be the effect 
of overprotection of a child by his 
parents? 

A headmaster of a residential pre- 
paratory school, describing one of 
these overprotected boys states, 
“The boy, at present, takes every 
opportunity of feeling as well as his 
mother allows him to but he is 50 
trained to regard himself as an 
invalid that he may not be able to 
hold out much longer,” Then fol- 
lows the Ust of instructions the 
mother sent the headmaster with 
regard to the child's daily care and 
routine, including just what to 
do about colds, bromides for pains 
in the head, to be watched for ap- 
pendicitis, no starchy foods, ete,, etc. 
Fortunately the teaching staffs of 
these schools treat every boy the 
same; he stands on his own merits, 
wealth means nothing, and he must 
engage in group games even at the 
risk of getting his face scratched 
or his ankle sprained. He must be 
just a member of a team and play 
the position the teacher or coach 
orders. This means that the boy 
whose health is watched as care- 
fully and much more sclentifically 
than by his parents, forgets he is 
and invalid and builds up qualities 
of sticktoitivencss, unselfishness, 
control of temper, ability to take 
victory or loss in his stride, 

Portunately the summer camps 
now available to the wealthy, those 
of moderate means and even the 
poor, teach the boy to be “one of 
the bunch” as he performs the 
chores required of all campers, 
Tearns to swim and handle a boat, 
and equips himself to be an all- 
round man in the days to come, Let 
your child play, Encourage him to 
play. 


Migraine (one-sided headache) May 
Be Due To Allergy 

One of the meanest forms of 
headache 19 what is known as mi- 
graine. In this the headache ts 
usually on one side, and often pre- 
sent with it 1s nausea and vomit- 
ing. 

While it {s gratifying to know 
that an attack of migraine can 
usually be relieved by ergotamine 
tartrate (gynergen), the cause of the 
migraine attack is unknown in most 
cases and as the patient doesn't 
know just when an attack may oc- 
cur, plans for business or pleasure 
must often be dropped on short 
notice, 

For many years research workers 
investigating patients who suffer 
with migraine reported that mi- 
graine is commonly found in hard 
workers who stretch their physical 
and mental ability to the mit, 
They are ambitious, unusually clean 
about thelr home and person. Thus 
the general opinion regarding the 
migraine patient is that he or she 
exhausts himself or herself and ex- 
haustion 1s the cause of the attack. 
It {8 pointed out that most of these 
patients recover within a few days 
by resting quictly in a darkened 
room. 

In the British Journal of Op- 
thalmology. Dr, Vera B, Walker re- 
ports 100 cases of migraine each of 
which fully satisfy the definition 
“a (sudden, violent) 
atta yere headache usually 
on one side and often associated 
with vomiting, nausea and disorders 
of vision.” Pationts with severe head- 
ache are checked for errors of re- 
fraction, ability to distinguish let- 
ters or objects at normal distances, 
Fifty per cent of migraine patients 
have eye symptoms, Clinical trials 
and akin tests proved 54 patients 
allergic. 

“If a patient hos allergic mi- 
grain, that 1s, 1s sensitive to foods, 
feathers, furs, dusts, he can be 
holped by avoiding those substances 
to which he js especially sensitive or 
by being desensitized (given very 
small amounts until his system can 
handle them without 
aymptoms,)" Dr, Walker states, 

The average blood pressure of the 
allergic patients wos lower than that, 
of nonullergie ones, so tt 16 conchi- 
ded that migraines in patients with

The knowledge that allergy may 
be causing migarine should mean 
that many patients may be desen- 
altized and thus relieved of these

The Ethics Of A Physician 

Most people know that physicians 
have a code of ethics or behavior 
‘that, they must follow to be recog- 
nized as living up to the standards 
of the profession in their relation to 
the world in general, to other mem- 
bers of the medical profession, and 
to the sick, 

In Post Graduate Medicine, Dr. 
Morris Fishbein, formerly editor of 
the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association, outlines the doctor's 
duties in relation to the groups 
above noted, In describing the In- 
ternational Code of Medical Ethics 
adopted by the World Medical As- 
sociation, as to the dutles of doctors 
to the sick he states. 

“A doctor must always bear in 
mind the importance of preserving 
human life from the time of con- 
ception until death, 

“A doctor owes his patients com- 
plete loyalty and all the resources 
of his science, Whenever an examin- 
ation or treatment js beyond his 
capacity, he should summon another 
doctor who has the necessary abil- 
ity. 

“A doctor owes to his patient ab-

This so-called “miracl, drug” is 
but one of several antibiotics, or 
chemical substances produced by 
micro-organisms which check the 
growth or interfere with the life 
processes of other minute forms: of 
fe that may produce diseases in 
|man, animals or plants. Other less 
well known antiblotics besldes| pen- 
{elllin, Include streptomycin, aure- 
omyein and some other thot are 
still on the secret list. 

For some time, plant pathologists 
und bacteriologists !n the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, have 
been engaged in fundamental re- 
search work dealing with substanc- 
es simiar to penicillin as a means 
of controlling certain seedborne dl- 
seases of crop plants and progress 
is being made. 

Before a disease can be adequate- 
ly controlled, first the organism 
causing it must be Isolated and its 
life history studied, so it can be hit 
at the weakest point with the most 
effective weapon available, Oana- 
dian scientists are hopeful that a 
counterpart, of ponlelliin can be 
found to combat plant diseases, 
which might eliminate some of the 
cost]y and rather glaborate spraying 
and dusting methods used at pres-

That “Grass” 
On The River 
Was Duckweed 


Speculation as to the nature of 
the green covering on the Scugog 
has run the gamut from algae to 
grass, and in the facetious extreme, | 
Wilton or Axminster, However, the | 
answer, like the answers to the 
Twenty Questions, is simple when 
you know it, It is just plain Duck- | 
weed. 

The Duckweed family, of which 
there are several varieties, is a 
family of tiny plants which float on | 
the water, They have no leaves, but | 
consist of globose or flattened | 
fronds, and yery rarely have flow- 
ers. Some of them have roots, but 
others manage to exist very well 
without them. The particular 
type of Duckweed which has been 
gracing the surface of the Scugog, is 
known as Lemna. (Incidentally, the 
technical name of the Duckeed fam- 
ily is Lemnaceae). 

The Lemna has several sub-gen- 
era, the smaller species of which 
are sometimes difficult to distin- 
guish, Lindsa. particular species 
fs no doubt the Lesser Duckweed, | 
or Lemna Minor, which is common 
throughout the North American 
continent. This tiny plant has one | 
root to each joint. which are roun- 
ded, and not stalked 

The reason the green covering on 
the river disappeared as suddenly 
as it appeared was no doubt due to 
a change in temperature, a peculiar- 
ity of this species being that the 
plants float while the weather ds 
warm, but sink with the onset of 
cold weather. 

The Duckweed has a very definite 
place in the general order of things, 


since it forms a valuable item of / 


diet for wild ducks, and other ac- 
quatic birds and animals.

Live Up To A Modern Legend 


Actor Burt Lancaster says it’s not 
easy to live up to a modern legend. 

But that’s what he must try to do 
in his current role, the title part in 
“Jim Thorpe --All American.” And 
with the man he’s portraying stand- 
ing on the sidelines while he’s do- 
ing it. 

Thorpe still {s oa idol to tho 
middle -aged and a dazzling hero 
out of the record books to the 
younger generation. And it's Lan- 
caster's job in the picture to bring 
into clear focus the glowing image 
most people carry of the man who 


/has been picked by sports-writers 


as the greatest athlete of the first 
half century. ; 

“I's the hardest role I've ever ta- 
ckled,” says Lancaster. “This coun- 
try has more athletic heroes than 
any other kind, but Thorrpe is the 
super-athlete of them all. 

"The picture will show some of 
the seamy side of Thorpe’s career, 
so I've got to take a little gilt off 
the legend. I’m getting ready to 
duck.

‘Conquergood 
‘Stepping Out 
Of Civic Arena 


Toronto Sept. 15, Charles R. Con- 
| quergood, who twice polled more 
| votes in a civic election than any 
trustee in the 100-year history of 
the board of education, will not 
seek re-election to his Ward 9 seat 
in the December elections, 1t was 
learned yesterday. 

Mr. Conquergood is widely known 
in this district and frequently re- 
turns to Lindsay to address local 
service club meetings. 

A member of the Royal Commis- 
sion on Education, Mr. Conquer- 
good has been continuously associ- 
ated with the Toronto schoo) board 
for 18 years, a record unmatched by 
| any other trustee on the 1950 board. 
| He is dropping out of public ser- 
lyice to spend more time on a 

hobby in which he is a recognized 
| national authority — color. His 
| prime objective will be to establish 
a color club in Toronto, 

The Ward 9 trustee, who is pre- 
sident of the Canada Printing Ink 
Co,, was appointed to the board’s 
| advisory vocational committee by 
| the Canadian Manufacturers Ass’n 
in 1932, This committee is made up 
equally of elected trustees and ap- 
pointed representatives of man- 
agement and labor. 

Mr, Conquergood served on the 

| committtee for six years, and had 
no intention of running for office 
In 1938, when one of the Ward 9 
trustees resigned in October, he 
| was appointed to fill the seat until 
| the next election, 
At election time other trustees, 
| urged him to run for the seat and 
reluctantly he did, He headed the 
polls in the ward and has done s0 
in every campaign since. He has 
been returned to office six times 
by acclamation, 

Mr, Conquergood was chairman of 
the advisory vocational committee 
jin 1933, chairman of the man- 
agement committee in 1940, chair- 
man of the finance committee in 
1941 and chairman of the board 
th 1942, 

Among his achievements was the 
establishment of a public relations 
committtee in 1946. He felt such a 
committee was needed to tell the 
public what the board was doing, 
He was also responsible for the 
setting up of an advisory salary. 
committee two years ago. 

The salary committee, composed 
of teachers and trustees, handled 
teachers’ requests for more money, 
The teachers sat in and presented 
their views and heard why their 
requests were rejected or granted. 
Previously, they were kept in the 
dark about negotiations. 

He was appointed to ‘he Hope 
Royal Commission, which has still 
to present its report, because of his 
interest in vocational education. He 
Js noted in board debates for his 
common sense viewpoint and pene- 
tration, 

Mr, Conquergood {is interested in 
all aspects of color, and hag lec- 
tured and written on the subject.

Two Driving 
Charges Are 
Dropped Here 


A charge of dangerous driving 
and a charge of careless driving a- 
gainst Fred Carrs, of Arnprior, were 
dismissed in Police Court Friday 
a.m. 

The charges arose as a result of 
an accident inyolving three vehicles 
on th, evening of August Sth, 1950. 

The first witness called was Ar- 
chie Graham, who resides about two 
miles east of Oakwood, According 
to Mr. Graham's testimony, on that 
Saturday evening about 7.30 he was 
proceeding east towards Lindsay on 
No. 7 Highway. About two miles 
east of Oakwood his private drive 
runs north of the highway, As he 
approached this gateway, he signal- 
led his intention to make a left turn 
and at the moment he was about to 
make the turn he noticed @ car 
proceeding west and approaching 
him at a rapid pace. He presumed 
he would not have time to make the 
turn and pulled his yehicle to the 
right side of the travelled portion 
of the highway, leaving the two 
left wheels still on the highway. The 
car approaching him moved to the 
extreme right of the highway and 
at the moment he met the Graham 
vehicle, the two right tires of the 
oncoming car were on the north 
shoulder of the road. Graham stated 
that shortly after he came to a stop, 
he heard the squeal of brakes and 
then a crash and a Studebaker car 
shot past him, When Mr, Graham 
got out of the car, he found a light 
truck parked on the road behind his 
vehicle and farther back was an- 
other car with the front wheels in 
the south shoulder and the back 
wheels still on the asphalt. This 
car was facing in a south-easterly 
direction when the witness saw it. 


William Jeffrey, of Cresswell, fol- 
lowed Mr, Graham and stated that 
he had seen the situation as Mr. 
Graham had geen it and had 
brought his vehicle to a halt as soon 
as possible. A Studebaker car had 
pulled almost to a halt at the side 
of his truck and simultaneously 
with its halting it was struck from 
the rear and shot through between 
the Graham vehicle and this truck, 
catching a fender of the truck and 
doing about $2 damage. Jeffrey 
stated that the whole thing happen- 
ed so fast he had no time to signal 
the driver behind. 


Mr. Dynes, of Toronto, was called 
to the stand. Mr. Dynes was the 
driver of the Studebaker which had 
shot past Mr, Graham's car after 
Mr, Graham had come to @ halt. 
Mr. Dynes stated that he had seen 
Mr. Graham pull to the side of road. 
A pick-up truck which had been fol- 
lowing the Graham car came to a 
halt in about the middle of the 
travelled portion of the highway. 
Mr. Dynes said that he pulled his 
car almost to a halt between the 
truck and the parked car when he 
was struck from the rear, He 
managed to steer the car through 
the narrow space between the two 
vehicles and brought it to a stop 
about 50 yards farther east, The 
rear of his car suffered about $120 
damage and the rear bumper of his 
car caught the front fender of the 
truck, 


‘The Provinclal Constable who in- 
vestigated the accident told the 
Court that he and the accused had 
measured skid marks which term~ 
inated at the rear wheels of the 
Carrs vehicle and a solid pair of 
skid marks were plainly visible for 
122 feet. The cars had been all 
moved with the exception of the 
Carrg vehicle which rested In a 
southeasterly direction although it 
had been following the Jeffrey truck 
travelling east at the time of the 
impact.

Mr. Richardson, cousel for the 
defense, stated that there had been 
no evidence that Carrs had been 
driving dangerously and since the 
whole accident had taken place so 
quickly the charge of careless driv- 
ing should also be dropped, He 
pointed out that the defendant 
came upon a scene that offered no 
passage while the other two vehicles 
had been fortunate in getting stop- 
ped because there was sufficient 
space on the highway, Carrs had 
done his best and had struck the 
rear of a car already blocking 
traffic. 

Carrs took the stand and stated 
that he had not seen the Graham 
car but had seen the truck pull to 
the left and saw the Studebaker pull 
to the right of the truck. He pres- 
umed the car was going to pass on

Maw says the hospital had ad- 
mitted 129 patients in the last sev- 
eral months, Eleven of the victims 
have died since the summer out- 
break started.

When the house {s finished the 
veteran may have received up te 
$6,000. Anything over the $6,000 
must be paid in cash by the veteran. 
The veteran is required to pay $600 
of the $6,000 and pays back to V. 
LA. $4,000 at 3 1-2 percent over a 
period of 25 years 

Under this method of assistance, 
the veteran Is the contractor and 
looks afer everything including cost 
and construction, Mr. Theobald 
Said. Jobs that the veteran can’t de 
himself are sub-let to a local con- 
tractor. One of the new houses on 
Angeline Street is now being framed 
by a building contractor and all of 
the houses are expected to be closed 
in this fall. 

Some of the veterans and cheir 
families will be able to move into 
their new homes this fall. Some- 
times the veterans are given pos- 
session before their homes are 
finished, Mr. Theobald explained, 
in order that they get thelr painting 
and other jobs done more easily.

Excessive deer herds in agricul- 
tural districts should also be thin- 
ned oul by heavy shooting when 
necessary, Mr. Weir sald. Excess 
herds, if left to try and survive dur- 
ing winters when they are unable 
fo obtain food, starve, and should 
be killed as a conservation meas- 
ure, 

Tt has been found advisable to 
allow the fall and winter trapping 
of muskrats in: overpopulated mar- 
shes for the same reason, No amount 
of shooting or disease in the par- 
{nidge. population will interfere with 
the high and low cycles of their 
numbers, Mr. Weir thought if hun;

Mrs. Page Tells 
Casa Loma Story 


The opening fall meeting of the 
Bethany Women’s Institute was 
held at the home of Mrs. Clarence 
Page and Mrs.'J. 0. Cummiskey, 
with Mrs. H. L. Challice presiding. 
Mrs. Page, who is the historical re- 
search convener for this branch 
gave a most interesting talk on 
“Casa Loma,” the famous castle 
built in Toronto by Sir Henry Pel- 
latt {n 1911 and which is today one 
of the top tourist attractions on 
the continent “Castles were a hobby 
with Sir Henry and from his many 
ideas and plans submitted to E. J. 
Lennox, the architect who built 
Toronto's city hall, the Castle as it 
sands today was finally designed 
and built at cost of $1,700,000 in the 
1911 era, when master carpenters 
worked for 35 cents an hour. It took 
300 men 3 years to build Casa Loma. 
It was abandoned by its owner in 
1922, his dwindling fortune making 
the upkeep no longer possible. For 
15 years the castle was left empty 
and neglected... awhite elephant 
popularly known as “Pellatt's Folly” 
In 1934 its ownership passed into 
the hands of the city, Various orga- 
nizations undertook to run it, but 
it's huge upkeep was beyond ordi- 
nary circumstances, Finally in 1937 
the Kiwanis Club of West Toronto

The society, he related, supplied 
Bibles for the work of missionaries 
of all denominations. Tt is the ag- 
ency for translating, publishing 
and distributing. 

Over 17,000,000 coples were put 
{nto circulation last year in 1,160 
different languages and six more 
translations were added during the 
year. They have prepared volumes 
for the blind in Braille and other 
systems {n 24 languages and sys- 
tems 

Bibles, he sald, were placed only 
where they were wanted and there 
was always a shortage. In India 
last year where three million chil- 
dren and 400,000 adults learned to 
read, they were able to supply only. 
one million one hundred thousand 
Bibles, 

Two pictures, “For Times Like 
This,* and “Thy Word Giveth 
Light,” were shown at the close of 
the evening service.

of the British and American nations 
to get the Bible back into {ts right- 
ful place {n family life.

TUNE UP THE HEATING EQUIPMENT 

Every year about this time it is customary to 
remind residents of the district to put their heating 
equipment in good working order before lighting it 
up for the colder months which lie ahead. The re- 
minder must be couched in different words this fall 
since there haye been few days and fewer nights this 
past summer when heating equipment could be left 
out of service. For this reason it is suggested, in the 
interests of fire prevention and more etonomical heat- 
ing, that home owners try and pick a mild day this 
autumn to give the heating unit a rest and check it 
over thoroughly. 

Much costly fuel is lost in heating many homes 
every year because the equipment is faulty in one 
way or another. The same factor is held responsible 
in numerous instances annually for fires which render 
Imany people homeless. 

Keeping your heating equipment in first class 
working order not only promotes its efficiency, it 
prolongs its life and may prevent disaster. 

For the most part this is something the individual 
home owner can take care of without help but the 
lack of appeal in the job is no excuse for neglecting 
it because there are many experts ready to service 
this equipment on request.

The proposed merger of the Grey and Bruce Trust 
and Savings Company, and the Victoria Trust and 
Savings Company is of distinct local interest. The 
Grey and Bruce ‘named after the counties) has been 
in operation at its headquarters in Owen Sound since 
1889. It has had a thriving branch in Peterborough 
since it took over during the war the banking affairs 
of the Toronto Savings and Loan, whose head office 
is in Peterborough.

not an ex-alcoholic; their fight a- 
gainst alcohol is renewed every 
morning as they pray to a Higher 
Power to be kept strong enough to 
resist alcohol for just that one 
day. 

The speaker of the evening spoke 
for over an hour and not a single 
member of the audience moved un- 
til he finished his address. 

I have been writing recently a- 
bout the new attitude of physic- 
jans and of the public generally to- 
ward the alcoholic, that there 1s 


something about his make-up, 
something that he lacks, that 
tempts him to drink, When this 


Jack (conslitutional inadequacy) is 
discovered and uncovered for him to 
gee it plainly, he realizes that some- 
time, before or after he was born, 
circumstances arose that rendered 
him prong to drinking alcohol, as 
others are prone to rheumatism, 
tuberculosis or other disease and 
also to accidents, 

A few weeks ago Jack Alexander 
in The Saturday Evening Post gave 
n outling of the beginning of Al- 
coholics Anonymous and of its phe- 
nominal growth during the past 


ten years, There are now more than 


2,000 A.A. groups in the United 
States and every member a veteran 
of the struggle. “In most cities of 
any size there 1s a telephone listed 
under Alcoholics Anonymous and 
a nickel call will bring a volunteer 
worker who won't talk down to @ 
drunk but will talk convincingly in 
the Jargon of the drunk.” Alexander 
writes. “The worker won't do any 
urging; he will describe the Alco- 
holies Anonymous program in a 
brief manner and depart,” The 
drunk is invited to telephone again 
if he is serious about wanting to 
become sober, Or he is inyited to 
come alone or bring a friend to 
the office of the A.A, where he will 


receive the same nonevangelistic 
treatment, 
When an alcoholic attends an 


A.A. meeting or applies for mem- 
bership he hag made a great step, 
he has “found himself.” He admits 
that alcohol has finally beaten him 
and he needs help outside himself. 
When he joins, a spongor {is ap- 
pointed or elects himself to ac~ 
company him to meetings and to 
see that he gets all the help he 
needs in emergencies, The A.A, 
does wonderful work, not only in 
helping the new member but keep- 
ing the sponsor also on his toes 
every day,

En Route to Copenhagen, 

Denmark. 
We are on our way to Oopenha- 
gen and are glad to be nearing our 
destination for it isn’t easy to keep 
presentable and trim, living out of 
a suitcase all these days. This is 
the first time a Canadian delega- 
tion of farm women has visited these 
countries on a good will tour and 
without exception every member of 
our party is delighted with the spon_ 
taneous welcome accorded us and 
the genuine interest and pleasure 
taken in our visit. 


We love Norway and Sweden—we 
admire the clean, strong racial 
characteristics of their people and 
their almost fierce national pride 
in the things their country has to 
offer. We know that our “Hello! a 
greeting, is to them a word to 
command attention, similar to our 
word “hi” and that “hi” to them is 
just an ordinary friendly greeting. 
We are intrigued by the cheese- 
knife common to these countries — 
marvelling to its simplicity and the 
expert way it slices a shaving of 
cheese for the famed smorgesbord. 
We learn it was invented by a Nor- 
wegian carpenter, who when using 
his plane one day decided to use 
this principle in a knife to cut 
cheese. He invented this simple 
little gadget and became a million- 
alre because of his idea, 

Can you imagine this happening 

in the heart of one of our big cit- 
fes of a half a million?—a house-~ 
holder calmly using a buzz saw on 
the sidewalk, cutting up 3-foot wood 
into foot lengths, for his fireplace 
and every pedestrian taking to the 
road, without a word, to get by? 
T saw this In a side street near our 
hotel In the centre/of Stockholm a- 
boul seven o'clock this evening. 
This is the sort of thing that mak- 
es these old cities different and lov- 
able, No one minded, no ong seemed 
upset—tratfic just flowed on ar- 
ound him, 
' I've avoided trying to deseribe 
the beauty and the atmosphere of 
the public buildings of the capital 
cities we've visited, I just couldn't 
do {t adequately, for they have a 
dignity and an appeal that ts im- 
possible to put on paper. They 
have a grandeur with thelr high 
vaulted arches, marble floors and 
staircases, statuary, balconies, gal- 
leries, carvings, paintings and epl- 
or that you must see to appreciate, 
They are 800 and 900 years old, 
eily and country have grown and 
developed around them, but they 
gland still, the centre of a nation's 
life and the centre of a nation’s 
culture and reverence. 

T told you yesterday about the 
large farm we visited out of Stock- 
holm. T saw a crop growing 'In one 
of the fields, but couldn't under- 
stand the explanation given. Tor 
my own satisfaction I perservered 
and can now tell you about it, Tt 
was planted in rows as we plant 


field beans, and the plants + were 
small, just nfeely through the 
ground, about two Inches high, T 


realized the crop was late and would 
never mature this year and would 
be carried through the winter. Dur- 
ing the war the Danes had to eke 
out thelr feed supplies and started 
growing mustard which proyides an 
ecceptable oll cake residue and the 
pungent oll {s expressed. This 1s 
sown in the fall and harvested the 
following year and fs fed cattle, ag 
we feed ojl cake, Marmers in Sou- 
thern Sweden adopted the {dea from 
the Danes, whose standard ‘in nag- 
riculture for many years has been 
the envy of the rest of the Western

An example of our fun and good 
times with our Swedish friends be- 
fore we leave them; When we were 
gathering for our luncheon at Scan- 
son, the folks museum of Stockholm, 
I tried to talk to one of our Swed- 
ish housewives. We were getting a- 
long famously, although she spoke 
very broken English, and I felt she 
understood my conversation, I had 
asked if she came from a farm, 
noticed her wedding ring and 
pointed to it and asked if she had 
any family? She thoughtfully con- 
sidered a minute and then to my a- 
mazement said, “Oh yes, Four hun- 
dred.” I meant children, she meant 
acres, At our laughter and attempt 
to explain she finally understood 
and everyone joined in the hilarity. 

After that, every time I caught 
her eye we both enjoyed our little 
joke anew, proving that friendships 
are made and reserve broken down 
more by laughing together than by 
talking together. ‘ 

We have a wonderful ride, the 
lanscape is continuously pleasing — 
well-kept, profitable farms alternat- 
ing with forests with trees known to 
us all, Here and there the terrain 
is rocky and rough with lakes tuck- 
ed away, but as we go farther south 
we lose this altogether—and the 
land is flat, We lost the red and 
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white cattle and see our first herd | 
of Holsteins in a setting so much | 
like home that we could almost be- 
leve we were there. 


We don't reach Malmo until 630, 
which is the port in Sweden direct- 
ly across from Copenhagen, Here we 
take a ferry across the Baltic, a 
trip of about two hours. The boat 
is crowded with young people going | 
over to Copenhagen to spend the 
evening, They are jolly and friend- | 
ly and enjoy trying out their sket-| 
chy English on us Canadians, They, 
tell us they go over to Copenhagen | 
week-ends for dancing and of course | 
they add, spirits aren't rationed ov 
there, ’ 

I hope when forelgners come to 
Canada we will be as gracious and 
as understanding as we have found 
these people to be. If they see you 
standing on a street-corner, look- 
ing puzzled as to the proper direc- 
tion, they ask you if they can be. 
of help—you just can’t feel a 
stranger in a strange land, | 

Imagine our delight when we! 
came up on the level of the huge. 
station to see our International 
banner—you all know our badge, 
green and white with four points 
representing the four corners of the 
earth—high on a standard and a 
group of Danish women standing 
near it to welcome us and help us 
to our hotels—for we are scattered 
all over the ctty—it being impos- 
sible to receive accommodation to- 
gether.

District Forester Reports: 


Seeding Time F 


District Forester A. B, Wheatley's 
weekly bulletin tells of a heavy de- 
mand for red pine cones this year 
and points out that picking thege 
cones can be a lucrative pastime, He 
also sets forth the current fish and 
wildlife season data of interest to 
sportsmen, Here's the text of his 
bulletin: 

The fall of the year is the seed- 
ing time for all of our forest trees, 
with the exception of the Soft 
Maples and Elms. The collection of 
forest trees seed to meet the in- 
creasing requirements of the De- 
partment’s nurseries is a major task 
at this season. Many of the species 
mainly hardwoods, are gathered by 
trained crews employed by the De- 
partment, while species such as Red 
Pine is gathered largely on a con- 
tract basis by people living within 
the areas where the desired seed 


or Forest Trees 


is available. 

Red Pine is the most valuable 
species for reforestation purposes. 
Unfortunately it has a haphazard 
seeding habit and there is often as 
much as 7 to 12 years between good 
seed crops. For this reason, every ef- 
fort 1s made to collect as much seed 
of this species as possible wherever 
the seed may be found, 

Increasing demand for Red Pine 
makes cone picking a lucrative job. 
Any person wishing to gather this 
species must first secure a contract 
\ hich states the quality of cones re- 
quire |, the quantity allotted and the 
price to be paid, The price offered 
this year for mature clean cones is 
$8.00 per bushel, Contracts for pick- 
ing may be obtained at the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests office at 
Ljadsay, Pick-ups will be arranged, 
at various centres in the District.

A Royal Canadian Air Force 
Flight, Lieutenant says he saw 60 
fires burning between the British 
Columbia outposts of Fort St. John 
and Fort Nelson — then he lost 
count. He adds that the entire 
northeastern corner of B, ©. looked 
as if it's “literally burning up.” 

Fort Nelson is menaced by fires 
inching in from three sides. The 
150 inhabitants have been urged to 
keep an eye on the wind, A dense 
mass of smoke hangs over the vill- 
age and radio js the only remaining 
communication, 

The flames haye burned out a 
telegraph repeater station at mile 
108 on the Alaska highway and at 
mile 101—40 persons have been evac- 
uated, Road blocks dot the northern 
route,

SMALL NATIONS WILL TAKE HEART 
IF UN SUCCESSFUL IN KOREA 

The eyes of many small nations are watching with 
interest the progress of the war in Korea, They are 
interested because the drama might one day be en- 
acted on their own soil and they are wondering where 
they would get off at if it did. This is a testing time 
for the protective cloak of the United Nations and 
every nation not large enough to defend itself from 
aggression on a large scale is anxious to know whether 
or not the cloak is large enough to shield them. 

Late developments in the eastern theatre of war 
are encouraging for the United Nations forces and vic- 
tory over the Communist forces in Korea would cause 
other small nations to take heart. 


DAYLIGHT SAVING TIME 

The suggestion that Lindsay may consider post- 
poning a return to Standard Time in order to con- 
serve hydro does not seem to be in keeping with the 
thoughts of the chairman of the Ontario Hydro Com- 
mission. He has indicated recently that it was in 
his mind to have only Toronto and Hamilton remain 
on Daylight Saving Time so as to have industry there 
closed while the rest of the province pushed up the 
peak load at the approach to the supper hour. 

This poses something of a problem for the vari- 
ous municipalities because of the confusion which 
results when two major cities are on one time while 
the remainder of the province is on another. On the 
other hand if all centres decide to remain on Day- 
light Saving Time it is hard to see how hydro can 
benefit to any great extent. 

While it is a bit far-fetched at the moment, the 
time may come when for the sake of power conserva- 
tion Ontario may have to be divided into two time 
zones or more to accommodate all demands. 


LINDSAY SEES THE 
QUEEN MOTHER'S CARPET 

Among the outstanding things to be seen at Lind- 
say Central Exhibition this year is the beautiful hand- 
worked carpet of Queen Mary, mother of our reigning 
monarch, George VI. 

Widely-publicized, the carpet is a creation which 
would tax the skill and patience of any craftsman 
~ put when one considers that it is the work of a royal 
personage now past the four-score mark in life they 
are greatly impressed. 

The carpet’s design is exquisite throughout with 
much fine detail embodied in its makeup. The colors 
are attractively blended to give it a richness in ap- 
pearance which bespeaks the good taste of its maker. 

Lindsay Exhibition is fortunate in having it as 
an attraction and those who view it will have had 
jan adventure in creative art which will be both 
satisfying and enduring. Doubtless, too, they will come 
away with a renewed respect for the royal mother 
who, despite the troubled state of the world, has given 
it something of beauty to contemplate. 


THE REASON WHY... 

Having read the editorial in Saturday's Post rela- 
tive to figures for comparative purposes on exhibition 
attendance, Mr. B. L. McLean, fair manager, has set 
forth the reasons why these are not now supplied. 

In a nutshell daily attendance records are not 
kept, according to Mr. McLean, because the added 
work attached to compiling these figures would place 
an extra load on the fair’s statistical department which 
in turn would curtail its efficlency in dealing with 
daily administrative detail, 

Mr. McLean contends that it is time enough to 
Know whether attendance at the exhibition is up or 
down when it is all over and the complete record of 
the annual showing is recorded. He claims that when 
the fair is in progress all efforts should be directed 
toward making it a success and that the searching out 
of detail would detract from this general plan. It is 
time enough after the fair is over and everything has 
been cleaned up, to worry about whether or not the 
fair’s attendance was up or down on the year, the 
manager avers, 

According to Mr. McLean the practice of giving 
out comparative figures on fair attendance was in- 
dulged in for many years but the management had 
become convinced that the time it took to prepare 
them could be used to better advantage in promoting 
the falr’s interests. 

Incidentally, this trend seemed to. be reflected in 
the attendance records supplied Toronto newspapers 
by the Canadian National Exhibition, In past years 
daily detailed comparative totals were published but this 


year while the days were compared, the figures were more 


or less in the form of a blanket statement and not 
broken down as fully as in the past. 

The fact of the matter is that those who like at- 
tendance figures will advance reasons why they favor 
them and those who are opposed to them will have 
plausible reasons for not going into this detail. How- 
ever, the policy of this or any other exhibition is de- 
termined by those in charge of affairs and their de- 
cisions are based in first-hand knowledge gained from 
experience. This fact must be considered in making 
any representations to the management. After all, 
everyone {s primarily interested in seeing Lindsay Cen- 
tral Exhibition grow. Therefore it would not appear 
in the best interests of the fair to do anything which 
would impair the efficiency of those working in its 
interests.

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DRIVING CHARGE DISMISSED, 
CROWN SAYS HE’LL APPEAL 


Two charges were dismissed a- 
gainst Herbert Vise of Toronto, in 
Police Court here Friday, The 
23-year-old university graduate had 
been charged with both dangerous 
and careless driving. Magistrate 
Gee found him not guilty of eith- 
er charge. 
Charges had been laid because of 
an accident at the intersection of 
a county road and highway No. 36 
about 1 mile east of Dunsford, The 
accident occurred on September 
2nd at about 6.30 p.m, 
Stan Bright, of Fulton C, Stew- 
art, and Co,, Lindsay, was called 
to the stand and was asked to iden- 
tify four pictures which he had tak 
en on September 8th, Exhibit No. 
1 was a view taken by Bright at a 
point on the county road 150 feet 
south of the‘intersection. It show- 
ed the highway and the sign with 
“g” and “P” missing on the sign. 
Exhibit No, 2 showed a view taken 
480 feet south of the intersection 
and the stop sign was also visible 
at this distance. Exhibits 3 and 4 
were views of the wrecked cars in 
the garages where they had been 
taken for repairs. -] 
The second person called to the 
stand was the driver of the car 
which had been struck broadside 
as it travelled east on Highway No, 
36. Mr. Gibb, of St, Catharines, 
stated that he saw nothing until 
momentarily before he was struck, 
he saw this car shoot out from the 
right and strike his car. The 
force of the impact threw both his 
wife and daughter out of the ve- 
hicle. His car proceeded east and 
came to rest in the north ditch of 
the highway about 100 yards from 
the point of impact. Mrs, Gibb was 
laying on the shoulder of the road 
very badly injured and his daughter 
lay a short distance away in the 
ditch bleeding as a result of lacera- 
tions, It was later learned that Mrs, 
Gibb had suffered a punctured 
bowel and she Is still in Peterbor- 
ough hospital in critical condition, 
Damage to the Gibb car was $692, 
Provincial Constable Judson took 
the stand and testified that he had 
‘reached the accident 18 minutes af- 
ter he was summoned. He said that 
the Vise car was facing in a south- 
easterly direction on the highway 


and the Gibb car was in the ditch 
85 feet farther on, None of the pas- 
sengers of either car was around 
as they had all gone to Dr, Thomas's 
office in Bobcaygeon, He sald he 
had measured skid marks of 42 
feet. from the edge of the highway 
back to the beginning of the skid. 
These marks he said were made by 
the Vise car attempting to stop. 
Other skid marks of about 23 feet 
in length indicated that the Vise 
car had swung to the east in a 
wide arc. There were also marks 
to show that the Gibb car had 
swung around on the highway. 
These marks were some 30 feet in 
length, 

Defense Attorney Frank Gardner 
had Herbert Vise take the stand. 
Vise claimed that he had driven 
from Montreal that day and was 
heading for his father’s cottage 
about 8 miles from the scene of the 
accident. He had followed the 
county road from Omemee and 
when he broke over a rise in the 
road, which he later learned was 
close to the intersection of the 
highway, he saw two signs some 
distance ahead, One sign was op 
each side of the road and he cal- 
culated that the highway was 
somewhere between these signs 
Subsequent investigation revealed 
that these signs were to warn of a 
narrow bridge and were some dis- 
tance north of the highway. When 
he was about 50 feet from the high- 
way he noticed the sign and applies 
his brakes, He stated that the sign 
was partially hidden by bushes and 
he was unable to see it sooner al- 
though the pictures showed {t vis- 
ibl, some 480 feet away and quite 
visible at 150 feet. 

Mr, Gardiner maintained that 
there was no evidence that the ac- 
cused had been travelling without 
due car and therefore both charges 
should be dropped. 

Crown Attorney Jordan felt that 
the accused was guilty of both dan- 
gerous and careless driving and, la- 
though it was unfortunate the court 
had a duty to perform. 

Magistrate Gee felt differently 
however and dismissed both charg- 
es, 

Crown Attorney Jordan states 
that he will appeal the decision re- 
garding the careless driving charge.

Lindsay Woman Attests 
Facts Are Correct In 
Wounds Of Calvary Case

The facts in the story of Mrs. 


Donald Melsaac, a farmer's wife in 
Uptergrove, 90. miles north of To- 
ronto, who {s reported to have 
wounds similar to those suffered by 
Jesus on Calvary are correct, Mrs, 
D, Ferguson, 10 Glenelg Street West, 
says. Mrs, Ferguson grew up in 
Uptergrove where she was a nefgh- 
bor and close friend of Mrs, McIsaac 

According to the story, Mrs. 
McIsane has what are known as 
stigmata, described in the diction- 
ary as “marks resembling the 
wounds on the crucified body of 
Christ, believed to have been sup- 
ernaturally impressed.” 

The story says that scores of 
doctors, theologians and laymen 
who have studied the strange marks 
on the body of the 48-yéar-old 
Roman Catholic woman do not, 
agree that they are of supernatural 
origin. But all agree that the 
wounds exist. 

Mrs. McIsaac, part Indian mother 
of eight children, has wounds in 
her hands, feet ,left side, head, back 
and right shoulder, S{x days a week 
the marks are visible but dry, and 
there is no pain. On Friday, between 
6 and 9 p.m, the wounds bleed and 
she suffers agonies, 

Doctors See Wounds 

Doctors of many faiths have ex- 
amined the wounds, One was re- 
ported to have refused to eliminate 
the possibility that they may be 
self-inflicted, The others are con- 
vinced there is no deception but 
all believe there is a natural ex- 
planation, 


The Roman Catholic Archdiocese 
of Toronto investigated the pheno- 


menon and arranged long examin- 


ations of Mrs. McIsaac at St, Mi- 
chael's hospital and Bresica Hall, a 
Roman Catholic women's college 
affillated with the University of 
Western Ontario in London. 

Though vitally interested in the 
case, which has been compared with 
that of the world-famous Bayarian. 
stigmatist, Therese Neumann, offi- 
ally the church takes no notice of 
the happening in the MclIsaac 
home. , 
Disapprove Visits 

This was made known in a state- 
ment by James Cardinal McGuigan’ 
who said authority of the diocese 
“disapproves of the visits ‘of priests 
and people not concerned with the 
family.” 

Although the church has shielded 
Mrs. McIsaae from the public lime- 
light, her fame has quietly spread 
by word of mouth to many corners 
of the world. She has been visited 
by several thousand pilgrims, in- 
cluding cardinals, bishops - priests, 
from Canada, the United States, 
South America and Europe, many 
of whom have said mass for her in 
her room, 

During one of many tests carried 
out while Mrs, McIsaac was in the 
hospital here, the time was surrepti- 
tiously advanced 4 1-2 hours. Mrs. 
McIsaac had no clock or watch in 
her room and her daily schedule and 
meals were altered to give the im- 
pression it-was later than jt actually 
was. The agonies still began at 6 p.m. 
and ended at 9. 

Mrs, Ferguson told the Post today 
she knows Mrs, McIsaac quite well 
and has seen her wounds, “They 
can be seen all the time but are 
much worse on Friday,” she said. 

Mrs, Ferguson, who saw Mrs. Mc- 
Isaac Inst April, says she is a very 
religious woman, She had no wounds 
when young and was no different 
than any other young girl. The 
wounds first appeared about 10 
years ago, Mrs, Ferguson said,

Convicted Of 
Carelessness, 
Fined $25 


A Peterborough man was conyict- 
ed in Police Court Friday morning 
and paid a $25 fine, Another charge 
of dangerous driving was thrown out 
by Magistrate Gee. 

Constable Judson, of the Lindsay 
Detachment of the Ontario Provin- 
clal Police, testified that he was cal- 
led to Reaboro to investigate an ac- 
cident at 3:15 on the morning of 
September 1st. When he arrived he 
saw a Bell Telephone truck on the 
north ditch of Highway No. 7 in 
an upright position. The Constable 
testified that Ralph 8, Thomas, of 
Peterborough, said that he was the 
driver. Investigation tevealed skid 
marks made by the truck indicating 
that {t had travelled 183 feet after 
going out of contro] on the curve at 
Reaboro. At this village, seven miles 
out of Lindsay, there is a country 
road leading directly off Highway 
No. 7. The highway runs off to the 
right in a curve but the county 
road runs {n the same direction as 
the highway does at the western 
approach to the curve. The truck 
had rolled over and had skidded 
50-feet on its roof, Extensive damage 


was also done to the sides, In all 


about $1000 damage had been done 
to the truck. “ 

Corporal Milton, of the same de- 
tachment, took the stand and vert- 
fied Judson’s statements. He added 
that it appeared to him as though 
the driver had swung into county 
road and had tried to bring the 
yehicle back out on the highway. 

Thomas took the stand In his owx 
defense: He stated that on the night 
in question he had telephoned his 
wife from Coboconk, where he had 
been working, and was told that 
their month-old baby was ill. 

The company supervisor was 
absent and since he had no other 
means of travel and could get no of- 
ficial permission, he had taken the 
company truck when the suspense 
had bothered him too much. He 
claimed he was entering the curve 
at Reaboro from the west when 
he saw another yehicle approaching 
him from the other end of the 


‘| curve, This vehicle he claimed was 


driving on the wrong side of the 
road. Thomas stated that he pulled 
his truck to the right shoulder and, 
seeing that he would not avold a 
collision, he made’a sharp left turn 
onto the county road. What hap- 
pened then he could not say, He 
stated that the company had allow- 
ed him to retain his job even though 
he had taken the truck without per- 
mission. He had also made arrange- 
ments to pay the $1200 damage to 
truck and tools, the vehicle he 
claimed to have seen did not stop. 

Magistrate Gee could not find 
him guilty of dangerous driving but 
convicted on the careless driving 
charge.

GOOD NUTRITION NEEDED 


Packing a good school lunch tak- 
es just as much planning as the 
family dinner, 

For one thing, the lunch must 
provide the child with the noon- 
time nourishment he needs. And it 
must be appealing enough to lure 
him into eating it all, Remember, 
at lunch the school-age youngster 
is outside the discipline and influ- 
ence of the family. 


The lunch pail should contain the 
protein foods needed for building 
and repairing body tissues. Fruits, 
milk, other dairy products and en- 
riched whole-wheat bread will round 
out the average portable lunch, yeg- 
etables in the main can be includ- 
ed in the evening meal. 


Sandwiches are the most practical 
main course in any lunch pail. but 
to be a true main dish they must be 
made with the high-protein foods— 
meat, eggs, cheese, fish, peanut 
butter and so on, Using different 
breads provides sandwich variety. 
Raisin bread usually is popular with 
children and goes well with cheese 
fillings. 

Plan the lunch box to include dif- 
ferent flavors and textures. Provide 
something moist to offset the dry 
foods . . . something tart to offset 
the sweet and mild foods, 

Salads can be packed in small 
screw-type jars. Hot soups should 
go in a thermos bottle. Here are 
some ideas for sandwiches, using 
September plentifuls, 
Allow one-fourth cup of chopped 
cheese to each sandwich, and add 
chopped seasonal vegetables such 
as raw cabbage, carrots, celery or 
cucumber. Salt and pepper to taste. 
Or, mix cottage cheese with chop- 
ped celery or grated carrot, chop- 
ped pickles and nuts, or, combine 

hard-cooked egg, celery, pickles 
and mayonnaise,

Mrs. Futcher Visits 


Stockholm, 


Makes Inspection Tour of Manor 


(The author of these articles, 
Mrs. J, R, Futcher, of St, Thomas, 
is accompanying the Canadian 
members of the Women’s Institute 
on a trip to Copenhagen, where 
they will attend the triennial con- 
vention of the Associated Country- 
women of the World. She is presi- 
dent of the Federation of Women's 
Institutes of Ontario, and this series 
of articles ts written to keep the 
members of the W, L and all in- 
terested informed of the highlights 
of the trip). b 

Stockholm is a beautiful city, 
built around Lake Malar and has 
a population of half a million. The 
jake and the sea meet here, for a 
canal joins them, allowing fairly 
large ships to anchor outside the 
city hall. The houses are attractive 
well painted and all with red tiled 
roofs, which weather to a browny- 
red-like copper. Our hotel is old but 
comfortable and the management 
goes out of the way to make our 
stay pleasant, 

We are guests of our Swedish 
sisters again, and are off in a bus 
that is absolutely deluxe, for a 
house-work school at Vackstanas, 
30 miles out of Stockholm. The 
streets in Stockholm are narrow 
with the exception of the main ones 
along the water front, so narrow 
that they are just two lane and you 
can almost shake hands with people 
on the opposite sidewalks. These 
streets are cobblestones, large 
-cobble-stones, and at intersections 
are arranged in a fan-like forma- 
tion, 

To us, the traffic is just mad- 
dashing hither and thither in these 


narrow streets, cars, trucks, bicy-. 


cles and pedestrians. They drive on 
the left hand side of the road, like 
England and Scotland, Norway was 
like home, right side, and we hear 
Denmark is also, Building is going 
on everywhere on the outskirts of 
Stockholm and the buildings are as 
modern as in America. 

We stop at an old church, dated 
1128, and are able to get some pic- 
tures of it and the beautifully kept 
graveyard, for the weather is really 
fayoring us today and the sun is 
shining. Their customs are very dif- 
ferent, A cement curb surrounds 
the family plot, the headstones, 
often part of this curb, There are 
flowers near the stone but the rest 
of the plot is sand and gravel mixed 
not sod, and carefully raked so that. 
every tooth mark shows. Two men

were working while we were visited 
here, proving that labor is not such 
a difficult problem as at home, The 
church is of stone, plastered white, 
which has yellowed with age. 

We are out in the country and see 
many herds of beautiful cattle, 
They are red, with very little white, 
a cross between the Swedish red 
and white (a strain common to 
the country) and the Ayreshire. We 
learn that all milk is standardized 
in Sweden. If butterfat content 1s 
high it is mixed with skim milk to 
bring it down to the standard of 3 
per cent. There {s no milk delivery 
in Sweden, everyone goes to a “milk 
shop” for their supply and it & 
bottled in bulk. These milk shops 
must be approved by the Board of 
Health. The cost is ten cents per 
quart, This information starts off 
a discussion why the above woul? 
not work in Ontario. What do you 
think? 

We pass luxurious fields of red 
and white clovers and the white 
weed through them is not our pest, 
wild carrot, but the white daisy. Men 
are ploughing for fall wheat, a culti- 
packer stands idle in a field, and 
farther on a combine, broken down 
on the job, waits for repairs. They 
are leaving stubble a food high and 
We wonder the reason, Some thistle 
shows up where the grain is leaning. 
There are no road fences, no fences 
at all, except around pasture fields. 

We each our destination, a 
beautiful situation on a promontory 
of over 300 acres jutting out into 
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the sea. Vackétanas \s a achool for 
girls to learn something of farming 
and something of household science, 
Tt Js popular for Swedish girls plan- 
ning to marry and in its 10 months 
course they get instruction in foods, 
clothing, weaving falways promi- 
nent in Sweden), gardening, poul- 
try-raising and dairying. It 1s 
beautifully kept, everything spotless 
and compares to the courses taught 
in Kemptville, Girls can enter with 
out, a high school education. About 
30 girls are studying here; the 
number is increased in the winter 
months. There were easily twenty 
hand looms in the bright sunny 
weaving room. The girls make many 
of the necessities for the school, 
table cloths, cushion tops, rugs, 
drapes and even the blankets for 
the schoot are hand woven. 

Teachers and pupils wear native 
costumes, for the majority of these 
girls come from rural districts where 
native dress is still worn. The girls 
prepare all the food and serve us 
a delicious dinner, started off with 
a special Swedish dish, which I 
confess I would haye to acquire 
a liking: for, Instead of hot soup, 
we were served a sour milk, soured 
a special way, and this you sprinkle 
Sugar and cinnamon or ginger, 
Those of us who iked buttermilk 
seemed to relish it, 

The rest of the meal was delicious 
including hot rolls, fresh from the 
oven. The girls entertain us with 
Swedisn songs and out on the 
green after dinner dance some of 
thelr country dances for us. I see 
some of the red and white Swe- 
dish cattle near and crawl 
under an electric fence (1 strand of 
wire) to get a good picture of them. 


Our next stop is at Tyetsberg—e |. 


large farm in the neighborhood 
and we are welcomed by the whole 
family, lined up to shake our hands. 
This farm is typical of the Swedish 
manor house and comprises 2000 
aeres—1500 acres of forest and 500 
workable land. We are shown first 
the ultra-modern home of the son 
with his family of five, complete 
even to Bendix washer. The kitchen 
cupboards could teach us some les- 
sons— the shelves built up each 
one wider than the one below. On 
the left hand side of the monef- 
metal sink is the drying cupboard. 
Dishes are washed, scalded and left 
to dry, upended in these drying 
racks, a very sensible and ingenius 
arrangement, The cupboard doors 
were sliding ones—never in your 
way over your working surface, 

We like the young Mrs. Reinius’ 
kitchen very much, it was a model 
of efficiency and good planning. 
She has an excellent Swedish stove 
not electric but one that burns 
either charcoal or coal and fitted 
with special metal covers over the 
lids which accumulate heat, so in 
a minute food can be cooking. 

Mr, Reinius (Junior and Senior) 
takes us to see the large barns. The 
cow house as they call it) is 110 
metres long (a metre ts 39 inches) 
and 20 metres wide and is fitted to 
accomodate 110 cattle. We saw their 
herd come in to be milked—5S0 cows 
at four o'clock. Their milking ma- 
chines are similar to ours. Their 
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STATIONS 


wooden silo is up 
they fill with green hay, uncuy 
sprinkled regularly with a formic 
acid. They have eleven men work- 
ing for them, all living with their 
famlies on the farm. Of these one 
js a mechanic and one a carpenter 


to keep everything in repair, Imple- 


ments are modern—two Masser 
Harris trailors, diesels and one Allis~ 
‘Chalmers, The repair house is titted 
with lathes, grinders, drills and 
electric and gas welding. Mr. Rein- 
jus stated the électric welding ap- 
paratus was the most valuable 
thing on the farm- 

Afternoon coffee in the delightful 
old manor house, whose large rooms 
are distinetive with old Italian fur- 
niture and priceless pieces of glass 
and silver terminated a most inter- 
esting afternoon. 

We leaye for Copenhagen in. the 
morning, the last lap of our trip 
and I hear it is a 12-hour journey. 


As I write this message to’ you ry

doing anything.” 

‘That angina pectoris may occur 
when the patient is at complete 
rest is stated by Dr, Louis A. Soloff, 
‘Temple University, In the Journal of 
the American Medical Association, 
quoting S& Thomas Lewis, the 
noted heart authority. Dr. Soloft 
gives the history of three cases, ag- 
ed respectively 79, 58, and 49, all of 
whom, had attacks of angina pect- 
oris while resting in bed. He there~ 
fore used the terms angina on ex- 
ertion and angina during rest, 

While angina at rest and angina 
during effort are due to different 
heart conditions, the symplomg — 
painful chest—are the same. 

“Angins pectoris of decubitus (at 
rest) Js usually longer in duration 
than angina of exertion,” writes Dr. 
Soloff. “The patient can talk, will 
complain of a flushed warm face 
with fullness in the neck, in con~ 
trast to the pallid cold face of an- 
gina of effort. Also, in angina of 
rest, the blood pressure and heart 
rate ar, increased during an at- 
tack, But more important than the 
differences {n symptoms are the 
differences in treatment, The 
attack in both types of angina is 
atopped by nitroglycerin. However, 
angina of effort or exertion 1s pre- 
vented by getting rid of or abollsh- 
ing the type of effort that produces 
the pain; angina of rest 1s abolish~ 
ed by cutting down on table salt 
and by driving water out of the 
tissues of the body.” 

We learn from the above sate- 
ment of Dr, Soloff that when an- 
gina at rest occurs, {t Is caused by 
too much work being placed on the 
heart by the sudden increase in fluid 
returning to the heart, That is why 
driving the water from the body 
tissues by use of drugs gives relief 
from angina pectoris and also en- 
ables the patient to breathe more 
freely. Naturally he feels more act- 
ive and his activity will do mo 
harm whereas in angina of effort, 
rest 1s the important part of the 
treatment, 


HOW EMOTIONS AFFECT 
THE LARGE BOWEL 

Two businessmen attending «# 
convention in a distant city spoke 
about the effect of their trip upon 
their appetite, digestion, and bowel 
movement, One stated that whether 
it was the change in drinking wat- 
er or food, he usually suffered with 
diarrhea; the other stated that 
when away from home he was con- 
stipated and felt sad and dejected. 
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That Body of Yours 


By James W. Barton M.D. 


Hp blamed his sadness and dejéc- 
tion upon the constipation and, as 
Dr. Walter Alvarez, Mayo Clinic, 
has pointed out, conatipation caus- 
es depression of spirits not because 
of the wastes absorbed into the 
blood from the lazy bowel but be- 
cause of the dragging effect on the 
nervous system of the stretched, ov. 
erloaded bowel. 

Some weeks ago I referred to the 
experimental studies carried out by 
Drs, William J, Grace, Stewart 
Wolf, and Harold G, Wolff, in 
which they were enabled to examine 
four patients with fistulas with 
large exposed linings of arena of the 
colon (large bowel) lying » outside 
the body. This experiment was de- 
acribed in Gastroenterology, 

Because of the disturbed emotions 
of the human race in thes, days 
I am repeating the statements of 
these investigators as to the effect 
of life situations, emotions and col- 
onic (large bowel) activity or lack 
of activity, 

Measurements were made of the 
movements of the large bowel (col- 
on), blood flow, secretion of juice 
manufactured by the colon, concen. 
tration of lysozyme (juices of body 
containing substances that kill 
harmful organisms) and condition 
of the mucous membrane (lining or 
inner coat of the colon), under a 
variety of Ife situations and emo- 
tional states. 

During anger, resentment, and 
anxiety there was overactivity of 
movement, blood flow and lysozyme 
secretion in the bowe) —diarrhea. 

Circumstances of dejection, sad- 
ness, hopelessness, and abject fear 
caused underactivity of bowel, les- 
sening of blood flow and lysozyme 
secretion of the colon — constipa- 
tion. 

Overactivity of the colon (bow- 
e)) associated with sustained feel- 
ings of anger, resentment, and hos- 
tility, In addition to \ncreased ac- 
tion, was found to damage the lin- 
ing of the bowel by lessening ite 
strength together with bleeding 
and ulceration, This, as pointed out 
before, Is the serious (ulcerated) 
tyPe of colitis. 


Death Rate in Acute Appendicitis 
Has Been Greatly Reduced. 

Some years ago a cartoonist pic- 
tured two trees standing slde by 
aide, on one of which the tree sur- 
geon had finished his operation by 
applications of cement. One tree was 
saying to the other, ‘Did I tell you 
about my operation.?” The cartoon 
appeared about the time that ap- 
perations for the removal of the 
appendix were #0 common and the 
conversation at bridge, golf, or oth- 
er games naturally was about these 
operations, 

We do not hear or read so much 
these days about operations; such 
conversations today are usually a- 
bout blood pressure because heart 
and brain attacks are in most cas- 
es caused by high blood pressure. 

I have written before of what was 
called the Philadelphia experiment 
in which the physicians, and citi- 
zens also, of that city determined to 
establish a record in reducing the 
deaths from appendicitis, The 
efforts to reduce the death rate 
waa 60 successful that a world’s re- 
cord was established, Three rules 
were followed: (1) no purgative, (2) 
no food, (4) early operation, These 
suggestions are now being followed 
practically all over the world. 

In Archives of Surgery, Chicago, 
Drs. L, R. Slattery, 8. A. Yannitelli 
and J. W. Hinton, state that during 
the past ten years there has been 
a spectacular drop in the death rate 
of acute appendicitis. ‘There were 
14,313 deaths due to appendicitis 
in the United States in 1939, while 


in 1946 there were only 5,265, These 


physicians review 952 cases of acute 
appendicitis treated in the Fourth 
Surgical Division of Bellevue Hospl- 
tal during the 20 year period 1928- 
1947, 

The greatest single factor in re- 
ducing the death rate has been the 
greater number of patients seen in 
the early stages of the disease. 
“Public Health education and in- 
creased alertness of the medical 
profession are responsible for much 
of this improvement.” 

Added to this ig that peritonitis 
which causes so many deaths, 1s 
now prevented by the use of the 
sulfa drugs and peniciilin, These 
drugs kill harmful organisms and 
prevent complications which may 
follow operation. 

‘We should all remember the three 
points: no purgative, no food, and 
the patient and family consenting 
to early operation.

At the Bxperimental Farm, In- 
dian Head, Saskatchewan, small 6 
by 4 foot gable-roofed cabins pro- 
vide cheap and highly satisfactory 
shelter for boars and dry sows of 
breeding age at all seasons of the 
year. In addition, young growing 
stock including boars and gilts from 
the weanling stage on, are housed 
{n these cabins on pasture during 
the spring, summer and fall months. 
Bach cabin accomodates 3 to 4 ma- 
ture sows or 6 to 10 or more young- 
er pigs according to age and size 
‘Young board and gilts are separated 
{nto different pasture lots when 
they bebcome gexually developed. 

These cabins are constructed on 
skids with plank floors. The walls 
and roof are of single ply rough 
lumber, the cracks between the roof 
boards being covered by battens to 
shed the rain and snow, An opening 
located in the south end of each 
cabin serves as both door and ven- 
tilator. The skids permit easy and 
quick moving to a new location or 
fresh ground as required. 

For winter use, the cabins are 
erated with boards or woven wire 
and banked with tightly packed 
straw, while the roof {s also covered 
with a good depth of straw. A porch 
is constructed {n front of the open 
door of each cabin to serve as a 
windbreak, 

In any type of outside winter shel- 
ter it is very important that an 
abundance of dry straw be provided 
for bedding and that this be replac- 
ed as often ag necessary to maintain 
a dry, clean condition of the litter. 

At the Indian Head Farm the 
cabins or shelters are located at one 
end of quarter acre pasture lots 
while feeding is done at the oppo- 
site end of the lot thus forcing the 
stock to take a reasonable amount 
of exercise even during severe winter 
weather,

Several varieties of 
flowers were available at 25c and 50c 
per bouquet and gladioli sold at 75c 
per dozen.

‘three other countries in the world, 
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Get-rich-quick Scheme 
Sweeping Vancouver 


Vancouver, B.C. — (BUP) — A 
mushrooming get: rich-quick scheme 
similar to the pyramid club of two 
years ago, has swept Vancouver. 

It's called “home quiz.” Enthus- 
jasts say 13 weeks after a person 
joins, he can win $2,048, theoreti- 
cally. Actually the payoff is usually 
smaller than that, most of them be- 
ing about the $1,000 mark. 

Clubs have been set up all over 
Vancouver by housewives, profes- 
sors, doctors, lawyers and many 
others, The craze moved up to Can- 
ada's west coast from Seattle, Wash:, 
where home quiz clubs have been 
operating for several months, 

City prosecutor Gordon W. Scott 
said the clubs are illegal under the 
lotteries section of the criminal 
code, and raids have been carried 
out on some of the clubs, but no 
arrests were made. Police said thou- 
sands of persons have joined clubs 
here. 

Mrs. C. K. Barron, a housewife, 
joined after seeing a story in a 
newspaper warning of a police 
crackdown on home quiz clubs, sald: 

“It seems to be perfectly legal to 
me. I think they're just trying to 
scare people. And I want to get in 
on it early because if you're ‘there 
first usually you can get the mon- 
ey.” 

Most of the winners seemed to 
prefer to keep their identity sec- 
ret, but the majority said they put 
the winnings into the bank. One 
man bought a 1950 car, while a 
housewife purchased complete new 


* furniture for her home. 

The craze hit Vancouver with the 
sdme impact as did pyramid clubs 
two years ago, One night last week 
in one apartment block alone, sev- 
en of its ten suites were holding 
home quiz parties, A professor ab 
the University of British Colum- 
bia is an ardent fan, and in one 
large city the wife and daughter of 


the chief of police are said to be 


members. 

The details are much the same as 
those for pyramid clubs. To become 
@ member of a home quiz club, a 
person pays $1.00 to a _ secretary 
treasurer. Thirteen weeks later he 
get the payoff. In each club are 
82 grand treasurers and each grand 
treasurer has 16 secretary treasur- 
ers. Each secretary treasurer has a 
party at his house entertaining 16 
new members once a week, “he 
members pay him one dollar apiece. 
Members graduate up the scale to 
grand -treaswrers, convenors, and 
from fourth to first president. The 
first. president is the person at the 
top of the list who wins the money. 

The secreary treasurers turn the 
dollars over to grand treasurers at 
another party. Then the grand 
treasurers get together for a. party 
at which they hand the money over 
to a president.

Prof. Joseph O, Vandal is work- 
ing on a new series of crosses 
to transform Quebec wild grape vin- 
es into a species producing wines 
comparable to the best of the Nia- 
gara Peninsula or even to Californ- 
ja's. 

Vandal knows he must accomplish 
much before Quebecers may operate 
commercial yineyards and winner- 
jes. 

“I have four main problems to 
overcome,” he said, “First, I must 
produce a variety that will survive 
our rugged climate. I must produce 
bigger grapes, and, finally, I must 
retain the quality of the rich Euro- 
pean grapes.” 

Vandal has been working on his 
project since 1944. He uses the ord-
